OPENING  SESSION 


N.  B.  of  0.  P.  Hall,  Trenton,  N.  J.,  July  5,  1904 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  11:10  a.  m.  by  First  Vice- 
President  F.  H.  Hutchins,  who  introduced  Mayor  Katzenbach,  of  Trenton. 

The  mayor  apologized  for  delaying  the  opening,  and  in  his  address  referred  to  the 
relations  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  with  the  manufacturer  as  one  of  the  best  in  his  personal 
experience.  He  also  referred  to  the  meeting  of  the  organization  here  two  years  ago  and 
stated  that  he  had  made  acquaintances  then  that  remain  invaluable  to  him.  He  said  that  he 
wished  the  stay  of  the  delegates  in  the  city  would  be  accompanied  by  pleasure  and  profit,  and 
extended  the  extreme  freedom  of  the  city.  In  closing  he  said:  “Each  has  rights  that  should 
be  respected  and  as  long  as  this  thought  is  uppermost  in  our  minds,  struggle  and  strife  will  be 
eliminated.  A compromise  in  which  each  side  gives  and  takes  is  no  discredit,  but  a righteous, 
upright,  trustful  principle  of  transacting  business  will  win,  and  in  my  experience  the  N.  B.  of 
0.  P.  has  been  one  of  the  most  conservative  of  all  labor  organizations.  If  the  fight  must 
come,  remain  true  to  your  craft.” 

National  President  Duffy  responded  in  a graceful  speech  in  which  he  paid  a high 
compliment  to  the  Trenton  people,  their  enterprise  and  their  hospitality. 

This  ended  the  opening  session  and  President  Duffy  then  called  the  convention  to 
order  in  executive  session.

President  Duffy  then  read  his  annual  report,  which  is  as  follows: 


President’s  Report 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention 
Greeting: 

Old  Father  Time  has  written  another  page  of  our  history,  and  once  again 
we  assemble  to  review  our  past  life.  Our  hope  is  that  -the  light  of  past  experience  will 
enable  us  to  penetrate  into  the  future  so  that  we  can,  at  this  convention,  make  such  laws  and 
pass  such  legislation  as  will  insure  the  permanent  stability  of  our  organization  and  secure  for 
our  members  a fair  rate  of  wages  and  healthy  working  conditions  in  the  future. 

When  I entered  upon  my  duties  as  president  fourteen  months  ago,  it  was  with  a certain 
feeling  of  diffidence.  The  history  of  our  organization  had  been  so  interwoven  with  the  life  of 
my  illustrious  predecessor  that  it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  continue  without  him.  When 
the  organization  was  yet  an  infant  it  was  he  who  watched  over  its  cradle  and  nursed  and 
nurtured  it  until  it  acquired  the  strength  and  influence  it  enjoys  today.  And  when  he  left  us 
to  accept  a well  merited  improvement  of  his  own  condition  it  seemed  as  though  the  father  of 
the  family  had  been  removed.  There  are  few  who  really  know  of  the  hardships  he  endured 
and  the  humiliations  he  suffered  while  laying  the  foundation  of  our  organization.  And  as  our 
organization  has  not  recorded,  officially,  its  appreciation  of  his  great  and  noble  service  I would 
recommend  that  at  this  convention  a committee  be  selected  to  draw  up  a brief  address, 
setting  forth  the  noble  efforts  of  our  ex-president  in  behalf  of  the  potters  of  America,  and 
expressing  our  sincere  appreciation  of  his  labors.  This  address  should  be  gotten  up  in  a neat, 
artistic  style  and  handsomely  framed;  the  details  of  same  to  be  left  to  the  committee. 
When  completed  it  shall  be  presented  to  A.  S.  Hughes  with  the  cempliments  of  the  National 
Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters. 
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GENERAL  WARE  CONFERENCE 

At  our  last  convention  the  National  President  in  his  report  admonished  the  delegates 
to  be  very  careful  what  demands  they  made  on  the  manufacturers;  but  instead  of  heeding 
this  admonition  the  delegates  passed  measures  which,  in  dollars  and  cents,  called  for  more 
than  had  ever  before  been  asked  of  the  general  ware  manufacturers.  When  these  demands 
were  first  presented  to  the  manufacturers  they  positively  refused  to  accede  to  any  of  them; 
but  after  several  meetings  they  made  a few  small  concessions  which,  however,  were  not 
sufficient  to  warrant  your  committee  in  making  a settlement  on  such  terms.  The  manu- 
facturers told  us  plainly  and  emphatically  that  they  would  make  no  further  concessions,  no 
matter  what  the  consequences  might  be.  So  we,  therefore,  submitted  a circular  to  our  people 
giving  them  a statement  of  the  concessions  offered  by  the  manufacturers,  and  also  informed 
them  that  in  our  opinion  a “back  down”  at  that  time  would  have  meant  disaster  to  the 
organization.  We  requested  them  to  call  special  meetings  of  their  locals,  endeavor  to  have 
every  member  present  and  take  a vote  as  to  whether  or  not  we  should  insist  upon  our 
demands  to  the  point  of  a strike.  The  returns  from  the  locals  on  this  matter  were  not  such 
as  to  encourage  your  officers.  More  than  three-fourths  of  those  voting  favored  enforcing  our 
demands  to  the  point  of  a strike,  but  the  total  vote  showed  that  only  about  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bership had  voted  on  the  question.  This  indifference  on  the  part  of  our  members  together  with 
the  poor  condition  of  trade  at  that  time,  caused  us  to  hesitate  about  ordering  a strike.  On 
the  one  hand  we  could  see  disaster  before  us  if  we  “backed  down”,  while  on  the  other  hand 
the  indifference  of  our  members  and  the  dullness  of  trade  made  it  clear  to  us  that  a strike 
at  that  particular  time  would  have  been  untimely  and  unwise,  and  perhaps  result  in  defeat 
and  consequent  disruption  of  our  organization;  therefore  we  decided  to  play  for  a delay  in 
hopes  that  the  condition  of  trade  would  soon  improve.  Fortunately  when  we  again  met  the 
manufacturers  to  inform  them  of  the  decision  of  our  people  they  made  a proposition  to  re- 
adjust the  uniform  list,  which  would  have  reduced  some  items  which  they  considered  over-paid 
and  would  have  given  a proportionate  increase  to  others.  Your  committee  retired  to  discuss 
this  proposition  and  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  we  would  agree  to  take  up  the  work  of 
revision  with  the  understanding  that  whatever  changes  were  made  should  be  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  our  locals  before  we  agreed  to  it  with  the  manufacturers.  In  doing  this  your  com- 
mittee believed  that  if  a fair  and  just  revision  could  be  obtained  it  would  be  a good  thing  for 
our  trade,  as  we  all  realize  that  there  are  too  many  inequalities  in  the  list  at  present;  and  if 
such  fair  and  just  revision  could  not  be  obtained,  it  would  at  least  give  us  the  opportunity  to 
delay  matters  without  letting  the  manufacturers  know  our  object.  After  taking  up  about 
three  weeks  time  on  the  work  of  revision  we  were  unable  to  secure  what  we  considered  a 
satisfactory  revision  of  the  list,  but  we  submitted  the  result  of  our  labors  to  the  local  unions 
by  circular,  as  we  had  agreed  to  do  prior  to  taking  up  the  work.  This  was  rejected  by  our 
people  and  we  again  met  with  the  manufacturers  and  informed  them  of  the  result.  At  this 
meeting  we  informed  the  manufacturers  that  our  next  move  would  be  to  order  a strike.  They 
then  asked  us  to  meet  with  a committee  from  the  U.  S.  Potters  Association.  This  we  agreed 
to  do  with  the  proviso  that  the  meeting  would  take  place  within  ten  days. 

At  this  point  it  might  be  well  to  state  that  the  strongest  argument  which  the  Western 
manufacturers  were  using  against  us  was  that  we  were  coming  to  them  year  after  year 
asking  them  to  grant  demands  that  we  did  not  ask  their  Eastern  competitors  to  agree  to,  and 
this  they  considered  an  injustice  to  them.  There  was  so  much  truth  in  this  contention  that 
it  greatly  handicapped  your  committee;  and  it  caused  us  to  see  very  clearly  that  the  greatest 
stumbling  block  in  the  path  of  our  organization  was  our  failure,  or  our  inability,  to  enforce 
the  uniform  list  in  the  East.  Therefore  our  greatest  aim  was  to  get  such  terms  of  settlement 
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as  would  place  our  organization  in  a position  to  remove  this  stumbling  block.  So  with  this 
end  in  view  we  centered  upon  propositions  No’s.  9 and  12,  pertaining  to  kiln  work  and  plain 
edge  jiggered  flat,  as  we  thought  that  these  two  propositions,  if  gained,  would  place  us  in  a 
better  position  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  the  uniform  list  in  the  East.  And  with  this 
accomplished  there  would  be  greater  security  in  present  conditions  and  brighter  prospects  for 
the  future  of  the  potters  both  East  and  West. 

On  Thursday,  Sept.  17,  we  met  the  U.  S.  Potters  Association  committee  at  the  Hotel 
Walton,  Philadelphia,  and  spent  the  entire  day  in  conference  with  them  without  reaching  any 
agreement.  Finally  in  the  evening  when  we  were  about  to  break  off  negotiations,  the  manu- 
facturers made  a proposition  to  give  us  what  they  had  offered  us  at  previous  conferences  and 
in  addition  to  this  would  agree  to  submit  propositions  No’s.  9 and  12  to  arbitration  by  a disin- 
terested committee.  A recess  was  taken  to  allow  us  time  to  consider  the  proposition,  and  after 
viewing  the  matter  from  every  standpoint  we  decided  to  accept  it.  In  agreeing  to  arbitrate  we 
had  an  opportunity  to  establish  the  justice  of  our  cause  before  an  impartial  tribunal;  and  in  case 
the  decision  of  the  committee  should  be  against  us  we  realized  that  we  could  accept  the 
defeat  and  at  the  same  time  preserve  the  strength  and  prestige  of  our  organization,  which 
meant  a great  deal. 


ARBITRATION  COMMITTEE 

In  accordance  with  the  agreement  made  at  Philadelphia  we  immediately  appointed  two 
members  of  the  arbitration  committee;  these  two,  together  with  the  two  appointed  by  the 
manufacturers,  selected  the  fifth  man.  This  committee  met  and  took  up  the  case  on  Sept. 
29th,  conducting  the  proceedings  according  to  the  rules  of  the  courts  of  justice.  A Justice 
of  the  Peace  administered  the  oath  to  all  manufacturers  and  operatives  who  gave  testimony. 
We  placed  before  the  committee  all  available  evidence  that  we  thought  would  help  our  case. 
Two  days'  were  taken  up  with  the  presentation  of  evidence,  and  late  in  the  evening  of  the 
second  day,  after  each  side  had  argued  their  case,  the  committee  gave  a decision  against  us 
on  both  points  at  issue.  We,  however,  were  not  much  disappointed,  for  we  saw  plainly  that 
the  testimony  was  against  us.  It  was  proven  that  some  of  our  people  had  been  working  like 
machines  instead  of  like  human  beings;  and,  I am  sorry  to  say,  they  have  not  profited  by  the 
lesson  taught  by  the  proceedings  of  this  committee — they  are  still  going  at  the  same  pace 
wherever  they  have  the  opportunity.  But  I want  to  say  to  you  (and  I wish  I had  some  means 
to  effectively  impress  it  upon  every  potter  in  the  country)  that  unless  this  speed  is  reduced  to 
a reasonable  limit  it  is  going  to  do  great  damage  to  the  wages  and  conditions  of  the  potters 
of  this  country  in  the  very  near  future.  This  speed  is  also  causing  many  of  our  people  to 
become  careless  as  to  the  quality  of  work  they  do.  I do  not  agree  with  the  contention  put 
forth  in  the  trial  of  the  New  Castle  Pottery  Co.,  namely,  that  our  workmen  in  this  country 
are  not  as  skillful  as  the  foreign  workmen.  I believe  that  there  is  sufficient  skill  among  the. 
potters  of  this  country  to  compete,  in  quality,  with  any  workmen  in  the  world;  but  during  the 
extraordinary  boom  of  a few  years  ago  when  the  manufacturers  found  it  almost  impossible  to 
supply  the  demand  for  crockery,  quantity  was  placed  before  quality  and  some  of  our  people  be- 
came very  careless  as  to  the  quality  of  work  they  turned  out.  I believe  that  the  manufacturers 
themselves  are  mostly  to  blame  for  this  condition,  but  both  manufacturer  and  operative  should 
now  be  able  to  see  that  the  result  of  this  fast  workmanship  is  detrimental  to  the  best  interests 
of  both,  and  should  therefore  realize  the  folly  of  continuing  such  a course.  If  our  people  do 
not  begin  at  once  to  check  this  evil  it  will  be  a weapon  that  the  manufacturers  will  use 
against  us  with  telling  effect  the  first  time  that  we  go  before  them,  whether  it  be  for  an  in- 
crease in  wages  or  to  resist  a reduction. 
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The  sole  aim  and  greatest  pride  of  some  of  our  people  seems  to  be  to  surpass  one 
another  in  speed,  and  I wish  to  impress  upon  them  that  this  speed  is  not  only  injuring  their 
health  and  endangering  their  own  industrial  condition  today,  but  that  if  continued  it  will  make 
health  poorer,  toil  more  burdensome  and  life  more  miserable  for  the  next  generation.  I 
believe  that  we  should  have  a nobler  aim  than  this;  and  instead  of  striving  for  speed  I would 
exhort  our  people  to  so  regulate  their  labor  that  they  may  be  known  as  the  fairest  paid,  most 
competent,  healthiest  and  most  comfortable  workmen  in  the  world,  and  not  be  looked  upon  as 
human  machines. 


TWO  YEAR  AGREEMENT 

After  we  had  come  to  terms  at  Philadelphia  the  manufacturers  asked  us  to  sign  the 
agreement  for  two  years.  We  informed  them  that  we  had  no  authority  to  bind  our  organiza- 
tion for  two  years,  but  we  agreed  to  submit  the  question  to  our  locals  and  secure  the  vote  of 
our  members  on  same  by  the  time  that  the  arbitration  committee  was  ready  to  meet.  We 
accordingly  presented  the  matter  to  the  locals  and  the  returns  showed  a majority  of  our  mem- 
bers favored  signing  for  two  years,  which  was  done.  This,  in  my  opinion,  was  one  of  the  best 
moves  the  organization  ever  made,  and  if  it  was  not  for  this  agreement  I think  that  we  would 
have  had  a hard  time  this  year  to  retain  present  prices  and  conditions.  To  have  a strike 
hanging  over  us  eveiy  year,  as  we  have  for  the  past  several  years  in  the  general  ware  trade, 
has  a tendency  to  weaken  rather  than  strengthen  our  organization.  The  experience  of  the 
past  few  years  goes  to  show  that  our  people  do  not  want  their  conditions  upset  every  year, 
and  many  of  them  have  exhibited  a weakness  at  such  times.  Therefore  I would  recommend 
that  hereafter  all  agreements  with  the  manufacturers  be  signed  for  a period  of  two  years. 
Also  that  beginning  with  the  year  1905  our  conventions  be  held  biennially  instead 
of  annually. 


SANITARY  CONFERENCE 

Our  conference  with  the  Sanitary  Ware  manufacturers  last  year  was  a successful  one. 
We  succeeded  in  getting  uniform  lists  in  kiln  work,  sagger-making  and  packing,  together 
with  some  amendments  to  the  pressing  list.  This  agreement,  I feel  safe  in  saying,  places  the 
sanitary  trade,  as  a whole,  in  a better  condition  than  it  ever  was  before. 

At  the  last  convention  a law  was  passed  which  provided  that  sanitary  pressers  should 
not  start  to  work  before  seven  o’clock  in  the  morning  and  should  not  quit  before  four  o’clock 
in  the  evening.  This  law  has  been  a bone  of  contention  throughout  the  year.  Some  have 
flagrantly  violated  it,  and  there  now  seems  to  be  a disposition  on  the  part  of  some  to  have  the 
law  abrogated.  To  my  mind  this  law  is  a good  one  and  I have  not  yet  seen  or  heard  of  any 
good  reason  why  it  should  not  remain.  If  the  sanitary  pressers  will  observe  this  law  and  do 
their  day’s  work  in  the  hours  specified  they  will  be  doing  much  to  retain  the  conditions  they 
have  today,  and  will  also  be  paving  the  way  for  future  progress;  but  if  they  are  going  to  set  the 
law  aside  and  allow  people  to  start  and  quit  work  at  whatever  time  they  please,  it  will  be  a 
serious  menace  to  their  future  welfare  and  will  ultimately  work  an  injury  to  their  trade. 

As  the  uniform  list  only  provides  for  the  16-foot  6-inch,  or  standard  size  sanitary 
kilns,  some  dissatisfaction  has  arisen  over  the  price  of  larger  kilns.  This  question  arose  at 
the  Camden  Pottery  shortly  after  the  list  went  into  effect.  After  working  under  protest  for 
several  months  the  kilnmen  submitted  the  matter  to  the  Sanitary  Standing  Committee.  This 
committee  gave  a decision  in  favor  of  the  men,  but  the  firm  refused  to  abide  by  it.  The 
kilnmen  were  then  ordered  not  to  place  any  more  ware  until  the  firm  agreed  to  accept  the 
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decision  of  the  Standing  Committee.  This  resulted  in  the  employes  at  this  pottery  being 
idle  for  two  weeks  before  the  matter  was  finally  adjusted.  Since  that  time  the  Standing 
Committee  has  set  a price  for  the  larger  size  kilns  such  as  that  at  the  Camden  Pottery. 
Other  matters  pertaining  to  the  sanitary  branch  will  no  doubt  be  touched  upon  in  the  report 
of  the  First  Vice-President.

Our  membership  has  suffered  a slight  decrease  since  the  last  convention.  This  loss  in 
membership,  strange  to  say,  is  almost  entirely  in  East  Liverpool,  and  is  found  among  those 
locals  that  were  organized  only  the  previous  year. 

The  delegates  present,  who  attended  previous  conventions,  will  remember  that  the 
nine  hour  law  was  passed  chiefly  at  the  instigation  of  the  Warehousemen  and  mostly  for  their 
benefit.  But  within  three  months  after  the  manufacturers  agreed  to  this  law  Local  Union 
No.  48  returned  their  charter  and  supplies.  I asked  them  why  they  were  giving  up  their 
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Local.  They  informed  me  that  mostly  all  their  members  had  “quit  the  local”  and  that  there 
was  not  enough  left  to  justify  them  in  retaining  the  charter.  When  I questioned  them  as  to 
what  reasons  their  people  gave  for  leaving  the  organization  they  told  me  that  the  reason 
given  was  that  in  the  adoption  of  the  nine  hour  law  they  had  secured  all  they  desired  or 
expected,  and  therefore  they  did  not  think  it  would  be  of  any  benefit  to  them  to  continue  to 
pay  their  money  to  the  organisation  since  they  had  gotten  what  they  desired. 

The  delegates  will  also  remember  the  howl  that  went  up  throughout  the  trade  last  year 
when  the  conference  committee  offered  to  concede  the  demands  of  the  warehousewomen  in 
order  to  secure  other  desired  concessions.  But  for  some  time  prior  to  that  the  membership  of 
the  Warehousewomen’s  Local  was  rapidly  dwindling  and  they  had  not  paid  any  Defence  Fund 
assessment  for  six  months  previous  to  that  date,  and  in  fact  have  not  paid  any  up  to  the 
present.  Nevertheless,  we  fought  for  and  secured  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent,  for  the  ware- 
housewomen. But  instead  of  this  being  an  incentive  to  their  members  to  pay  up  and  take 
more  interest  in  the  organization,  their  membership  continued  to  decrease  and  they  have  not 
been  paying  any  assessment  at  all.  The  few  faithful  ones  who  have  kept  the  Local  together, 
in  their  efforts  to  revive  it,  were  told  by  the  delinquent  ones  that  they  would  not  return  to 
the  Local  because  they  were  not  granted  one  dollar  a day.  The  ten  per  cent,  increase  which 
we  secured  for  them  brought  their  wages  up  to  within  3f  cents  of  that  amount.  We  sac- 
rificed demands  for  other  branches  of  the  trade,  which  from  the  standpoint  of  loyalty  and 
fidelity  to  the  organization,  were  more  deserving  of  consideration  than  this  branch;  yet  their 
last  report  showed  a membership  of  only  14  out  of  about  400  warehousewomen  in  the  city. 
Thus  you  see  how  these  two  Locals,  the  warehousewomen  and  the  warehousemen,  have  shown 
their  appreciation  of  what  the  organization  did  for  their  branches  of  the  trade.  It  certainly 
is  not  very  encouraging  to  have  people  leave  the  organization  because  they  have  secured  what 
benefits  they  desired,  or  because  the  benefits  secured  were  not  just  exactly  what  they 
demanded.  If  the  manufacturers  had  not  granted  these  concessions  a year  ago  we  would 
have  in  all  probability  ordered  a strike,  thereby  exhausting  our  treasury,  and  the  people  in 
other  departments  would  have  sacrificed  thousands  of  dollars  in  wages.  Just  pause,  then, 
and  think  what  kind  of  people  we  would  have  been  making  these  sacrifices  for.  Is  there  not 
a valuable  lesson  here  for  us  ? Should  this  not  teach  us  to  be  more  careful  in  the  future 
about  whom  we  sacrifice  our  organization  for — risking  its  funds,  its  prestige  and  the  future 
welfare  of  its  worthy  members  ? I believe  that  before  we  risk  our  organization’s  funds,  pres- 
tige and  future  to  better  the  condition  of  people  who  have  but  recently  joined  our  organiza- 
tion, we  should  first  make  them  prove  that  they  are  worthy  of  our  support.  Local  Union 
No.  21  had  been  in  poor  condition  for  several  years,  but  before  deciding  to  give  up  their 
charter  they  appointed  a committee  to  canvass  each  and  every  pottery  in  East  Liverpool  in  an 
effort  to  get  old  members  to  pay  up  and  new  ones  to  join.  This  committee  in  most  instances 
was  met  with  the  statement:  “I  am  getting  just  as  much  money  now  as  any  man  in  the  union 
is  getting,  therefore  I can’t  see  that  it  will  do  me  any  good  to  join.”  Committees  represent- 
ing other  Locals  have  been  foiled  by  this  same  argument.  All  these  people,  however,  are 
working  under  agreements  secured  by  the  Brotherhood  and  are  profiting  by  the  work  of  the 
organization.  I do  not  believe  that  our  organization  should  use  or  depend  upon  force  to  build 
up  its  membership,  but  neither  do  I believe  in  allowing  people  to  use  our  organization  to  better 
their  condition  and  then  after  they  secure  what  benefit  they  desire  leave  us  and  slap  us  in  the 
face  as  they  say  good-bye.  When  we  spend  our  time  and  money  to  better  the  conditions  of 
people,  I believe  that  we  are  justified  in  compelling  them  to  remain  and  share  some  of  the 
burdens  of  the  organization.  I mention  these  things  to  show  you  that  there  is  something 
lacking  in  our  system  of  organization.  The  people  in  our  trade  can  be  union  or  non-union 
just  as  they  please.  If  they  are  non-union  it  does  not  seem  to  be  any  drawback  to  them. 
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They  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  our  organization  without  assuming  any  of  its  responsibilities  or 
obligations.  This  condition  shows  that  we  have  not  the  solidity  among  our  people  that  we 
should  have.  What  we  need  among  our  members  is  better  discipline,  some  means  of  knowing 
at  all  times  whether  our  shopmates  are  union  or  non-union  men,  a greater  activity  in  the 
affairs  of  the  organization,  a better  knowledge  of  one  another’s  condition  and  more  concern 
for  the  welfare  of  one  another.  As  an  aid  to  this  end  I make  the  following  recommendations: 

SHOP  LOCALS 

1.  That  our  members  be  organized  under  the  shop  local  system  instead  of  under  the 
branch  local  system  as  at  present.  If  any  shop  is  too  small  to  support  a separate  local,  two 
shops  may  be  combined  in  one  local. 

2.  That  the  statistician  of  each  local  shall  make  a report  to  the  National  Secretary 
on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  on  a blank  especially  provided  for  the  purpose,  giving  a state- 
ment of  the  conditions  of  trade,  new  shapes  or  articles  and  price  set  on  same,  together  with 
all  other  changes  in  prices  or  conditions  that  may  arise  during  the  month  in  any  and  all 
departments.  A sample  of  all  new  articles  shall  also  be  sent  to  the  National  office  to  be  kept 
there  for  reference. 

3.  There  shall  be  organized  in  East  Liverpool  and  in  Trenton  a Bureau  of  Statistics 
to  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from  each  local.  The  local  statistician  shall  be  the  delegate. 
This  Bureau  of  Statistics  shall  meet  at  least  once  a month,  and  each  local  statistician  shall 
report  at  said  meetings  all  new  shapes,  articles,  conditions  and  prices  that  may  arise  in  any 
and  all  departments  of  their  pottery  during  the  month.  Each  delegate  shall,  then,  report  all 
such  new  shapes,  articles,  conditions,  prices,  etc.,  at  the  next  meeting  of  their  respective 
locals. 

4.  The  local  statistician  shall  be  chairman  of  the  shop  committes,  and  he  shall  be  the 
( nly  permanent  member.  When  a grievance  arises  in  any  department  which  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  the  shop  committee  to  deal  with  the  firm,  the  president  of  the  local  shall  appoint  two 
members  from  the  branch  of  the  trade  in  which  the  dispute  exists;  these  two,  together  with 
the  statistician,  shall  compose  the  shop  committee. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  given  above,  I recommend  the  adoption  of  the  shop  local 
system  because  I believe  it  will  enable  us  to  get  better  results  in  the  collection  of  the  Defence 
Fund  assessment;  and  it  will  also  bring  our  members  closer  together  and  will  curb  that 
selfishness  which  is  so  destructive  to  the  progress  of  trade  unionism.  This  phase  of  the 
subject  I have  dealt  with  elsewhere,  and  as  it  has  been  called  to  your  attention  through  the 
columns  of  your  official  organ,  I will  not  take  up  time  or  space  with  it  here.  But  what  I wish 
to  call  your  attention  to  is  that  our  first  and  most  important  aim  should  be  to  build  for  our 
organization  a solid  foundation  and  a strong  superstructure.  As  a chain  is  no  stronger  than 
its  weakest  link,  neither  is  our  organization,  as  at  present  constituted,  any  stronger  than  its 
weakest  branch.  To  make  my  point  clear  I would  compare  our  organization  at  present  with 
a large  building  which,  instead  of  resting  on  a solid  foundation,  is  built  upon  so  many  pillars, 
with  a vacant  space  between  each  pillar.  These  pillars  are  the  different  branches  of  our 
trade;  each  branch  or  pillar  must  support  its  part  of  the  building.  If  one  of  these  pillars 
should  weaken,  or  should  fall,  as  some  of  them  have  already  done,  the  safety  of  the  entire 
building  is  thereby  endangered.  It  is  not  only  the  strength  of  the  shattered  pillars  that  we 
lose,  but  the  weight  becomes  so  much  heavier  upon  the  remaining  pillars  that  they  begin  to 
weaken,  too.  Would  not  our  organization  be  much  stronger  if  its  foundation  was  one  con- 
tinuous wall  surrounding  the  building  instead  of  so  many  pillars  with  a vacant  space  between 
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each  pillar?  Instead  of  organizing  our  members  in  branches  and  thereby  leaving  these 
vacuums  in  our  foundation,  we  should  take  the  employes  of  the  different  departments  of  a 
pottery  and  cement  them  together  in  one  local,  so  that  they  will  better  understand  one 
another  and  be  more  concerned  over  one  another’s  welfare.  Our  organization  will  then  be 
stronger,  it’s  foundation  will  be  more  solid;  for,  instead  of  pillars  and  vacuums,  it  will  then  be 
one  surrounding  wall,  built  with  the  stone  of  trade  union  solicitude,  and  cemented  together  by 
the  mortar  of  brotherly  love. 

Several  centuries  ago  Alexander  Pope  said: 

“Man,  like  the  generous  vine,  supported  lives  ! 

The  strength  he  gains  is  in  the  embrace  he  gives.” 

Therefore  let  us  get  our  people  so  close  together  that  they  can  give  one  another  this 
embrace  .from  which  we  shall  gain  sufficient  strength  to  march  forward  to  a better  future. 


STRIKES 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  more  than  the  usual  number  of  local  strikes  and 
grievances.  Shortly  after  the  last  convention  Local  Union  No.  66  ordered  a strike  at  the- 
Crooksville  China  Co.  to  force  two  or  three  men  to  join  the  Local.  The  first  word  I received 
of  the  strike  was  from  the  manager  of  the  pottery  who  called  me  up  over  the  long  distance 
phone.  When  I arrived  at  Crooksville  and  investigated  the  condition  I ascertained  that  the 
manager  of  the  pottery  had  advised  the  parties  in  question  to  join  the  local  before  a strike 
was  ordered.  I found  the  firm  very  “sore”  over  what  they  termed  the  hasty  action  of  the 
men,  and  at  first  they  positively  refused  to  allow  some  of  the  men  to  return  to  work.  Finally  I 
got  matters  settled  and  secured  the  reinstatement  of  all  the  workmen,  but  to  do  this  I was 
compelled  to  give  the  firm  a guarantee  that  there  would  be  no  more  strikes  at  their  pottery 
unless  ordered  by  the  National  President.  I then  warned  the  men  to  never  again  ignore  the 
Constitution  and  take  matters  into  their  own  hands.  My  warning,  however,  did  not  seem  to 
have  had  much  effect,  for  in  April  of  the  present  year  they  again  did  the  same  thing.  A dis- 
pute over  the  price  of  the  decorating  kilns  at  the  Crooksville  China  Co.  had  been  pending  for 
several  months.  This  dispute  had  been  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee,  but  the  com- 
mittee did  not  hold  any  meetings  for  several  months  as  the  manufacturers  could  not  get  any- 
one to  serve  on  their  side.  When  the  committee  did  finally  meet  and  this  grievance  was 
presented  the  manufacturers  refused  to  act  upon  it  as  the  Crooksville  China  Co.  were  not 
members  of  the  Manufacturers  Association.  It  then  reverted  back  to  the  local  and  the  firm, 
but  they  were  unable  to  reach  a settlement.  I received  a letter  from  the  secretary  of  the 
local  informing  me  of  their  failure  to  reach  a settlement,  and  also  that  it  was  the  desire  of 
the  local  to  order  a strike  on  the  decorating  kilns  and  asking  my  advice  on  same.  This  was 
on  Friday  afternoon.  I wrote  to  the  secretary  the  next  morning  telling  him  that  we  had  no 
agreement  on  the  price  of  decorating  kilns,  pointed  out  how  they  were  surrounded  with  so 
many  stone  ware  potters  who  were  anxious  to  get  into  white  ware,  and  called  his  attention  to 
the  dullness  of  trade,  all  of  which  would  work  against  them  in  a strike.  I suggested  that  they 
go  to  the  firm  and  make  a proposition  to  have  the  matter  settled  by  a disinterested  committee 
of  manufacturers  and  workmen,  an  equal  number  to  be  selected  by  each  side.  The  regular 
meeting  of  the  local  was  held  on  the  following  Monday  and  a strike  was  ordered  on  the  deco- 
rating kilns.  Their  secretary  sent  me  a telegram  the  next  day,  informing  me  that  the  strike 
was  on.  I ignored  the  telegram.  Later  in  the  day  the  manager  of  the  pottery  called  me  up 
and  asked  if  I had  ordered  his  men  out  on  a strike.  In  order  to  shield  the  men  I was  com- 
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pelled  to  quibble  and  try  to  evade  the  question.  He  very  indignantly  informed  me  of  my 
guarantee  that  a strike  would  never  again  occur  at  his  pottery  unless  ordered  from  the 
National  headquarters,  adding  that  it  seemed  to  him  that  my  word  could  not  be  depended 
upon.  Thus  you  can  see  in  what  a position  I,  and  the  organization  as  well,  were  placed  by 
our  members  ignoring  our  laws.  On  Wednesday  morning  I received  a telegram  from  the 
president  of  the  local  informing  me  that  the  entire  plant  was  shut  down  and  requesting  me  to 
come  to  Crooksville.  I replied,  telling  him  that  I would  not  come  until  they  had  observed  the 
Constitution  and  obeyed  instructions.  Instead  of  taking  any  steps  towards  observing  the 
Constitution  and  following  instructions,  the  local  merely  ordered  the  decorating  kiln-firemen 
at  the  Acme  Pottery  to  cease  work  as  the  prices  on  the  kilns  there  had  not  yet  been  settled. 
This  resulted  in  the  entire  plant  of  the  Acme  being  closed  down.  The  president  of  the  local 
then  sent  me  another  telegram  informing  me  that  both  plants  were  closed  down  and  telling 
me  that  I must  come  to  Crooksville  at  once.  I again  replied,  telling  them  that  I would  not 
come  until  they  had  observed  the  Constitution  and  obeyed  instructions.  After  being  out  for 
a week  the  local  decided  to  live  up  to  the  law.  The  manager  of  each  plant,  then,  together 
with  a committee  from  the  local,  came  to  East  Liverpool  to  investigate  the  conditions  in  the 
potteries  there.  This  resulted  in  having  the  matter  settled  satisfactorily. 

NILES 

Just  as  I was  about  to  leave  for  Crooksville  in  June  I received  a telephone  message 
from  Niles  informing  me  that  the  people  there  had  ceased  work  because  the  firm  had  refused 
to  reinstate  a man  whom  they  considered  was  discharged  without  sufficient  cause.  After 
getting  through  at  Crooksville  I went  to  Niles  but  found  that  the  trouble  had  been  settled 
before  I got  there  and  the  discharged  man  had  been  reinstated. 

NEW  CASTLE 

A dispute  arose  at  the  Universal  Sanitary  Pottery  during  the  month  of  August  over  a 
defective  piece.  The  firm  wanted  the  man  to  “stand  for  it”,  but  he  contended  that  it  was  not 
his  fault.  I was  in  Trenton  at  the  time  and  received  word  from  the  Natonal  Secretary  that 
the  men  were  out  on  strike  at  the  Universal  Pottery.  I instructed  secretary  Menge  to  go  to 
New  Castle  and  endeavor  to  adjust  the  matter.  He  succeeded  in  having  the  dispute  referred 
to  a committee  of  manufacturers  and  workmen,  in  Trenton,  for  decision.  This  was  satisfac- 
tory to  both  sides.  Another  dispute  arose  at  this  pottery  in  the  month  of  December  over  the  dis- 
charge of  four  pressers.  The  firm  claimed  that  they  were  discharging  the  men  because  they 
had  too  many  pressers.  The  men  admitted  that  it  was  true  that  the  firm  had  too  many 
pressers  for  the  kiln  capacity  of  the  pottery,  but  contended  that  the  four  men  were  discharged 
because  they  were  members  of  the  shop  committee.  After  investigating  the  matter  I came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  circumstances  did  not  warrant  a strike.  This  question,  as  you  will 
remember,  was  discussed  at  great  length  through  the  columns  of  our  trade  paper. 

WHEELING 

Last  October  the  warehouse  girls  at  the  Wheeling  Potteries  Co.  went  out  on  strike  for 
East  Liverpool  prices.  Our  agreement  with  the  manufacturers  called  for  a ten  per  cent,  in- 
crease for  the  warehouse  girls  over  and  above  the  wages  they  were  then  getting  at  the 
different  potteries.  This  increase  still  left  the  warehouse  girls  in  Wheeling  away  below  the 
wages  paid  in  East  Liverpool.  They,  however,  decided  to  take  it  upon  themselves  to  demand 
East  Liverpool  prices.  After  being  out  for  about  two  weeks  they  secured  a settlement  which 
placed  them  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  warehouse  girls  in  East  Liverpool.  The  settlement 
was  a complete  victory  for  the  warehouse  girls,  and  one  of  which  they  were  deserving.

BARBERTON 

The  most  extensive  strike  of  the  year  was  the  one  at  Barberton,  Ohio.  This  was 
brought  about  through  the  firm  ordering  the  employes  to  register  when  going  in  or  out  of  the 
pottery  on  a machine  which  they  had  installed  for  that  purpose.  The  local  at  Barberton  con- 
ceded that  the  day  wage  workers  should  punch  the  machine,  but  decided  that  the  piece  workers 
should  not.  Some  of  the  employes  of  the  pottery  placarded  themselves  with  signs  reading 
convict  No.  1,  etc.,  and  were  trying  to  give  the  place  the  appearance  of  a penitentiary. 
The  manager  caught  them  at  this  and  discharged  those  who  were  taking  part  in  the  sport. 
This  brought  the  matter  to  a point.  Many  of  the  employes  ceased  work  immediately  and  the 
next  day  the  firm  closed  the  entire  plant.  The  local  sent  word  to  the  national  office  that  they 
were  out  on  strike.  I was  in  Trenton  at  the  time  and  when  I received  word  of  the  strike  at 
Barberton  I instructed  Secretary  Menge  to  go  there  and  try  to  adjust  matters.  When  the 
National  Secretary  reached  Barberton  he  found  the  shop  closed  up.  He,  however,  secured  a 
conference  with  the  manager  who  positively  refused  to  listen  to  any  terms  of  settlement  at 
that  time,  and  acted  as  though  he  did  not  care  whether  the  plant  worked  or  not.  There  was 
then  nothing  left  for  us  to  do  but  wait  until  the  firm  made  an  attempt  to  start  the  pottery, 
or  until  they  were  willing  to  talk  with  us  on  the  settlement. 

This  strike  or  lockout,  whichever  it  might  be  termed,  lasted  almost  four  months,  and 
was  finally  settled  by  the  men  returning  to  work  without  having  to  punch  the  clock. 

It  is  my  opinion,  however,  that  if  in  the  beginning  of  this  trouble  our  constitution 
had  been  adhered  to  by  our  members  this  strike  could  have  been  avoided.  There  was  not 
enough  at  stake  to  justify  either  side  in  closing  down  for  nearly  four  months  over  such  a 
question. 

FORD  CITY 

In  January  of  the  present  year  the  Ford  China  Co.  had  some  ware  shipped  from  The 
Wick  China  Co.,  Kittanning,  which  is  on  the  unfair  list,  to  their  pottery  in  Ford  City.  The 
employes  of  the  wareroom  and  packing  shed  refused  to  handle  this  ware  and  the  packer  was 
discharged  for  so  refusing.  Local  Union  No.  52  demanded  the  reinstatement  of  the  packer, 
but  the  firm  refused  to  reinstate  him.  I then,  at  the  call  of  Local  Union  No.  52,  went  to 
Ford  City  and  made  an  effort  to  get  the  packer  reinstated  but  the  firm  positively  refused  to 
do  so.  I also  discovered  that  a few  days  prior  to  that  time  Mr.  Wick  had  called  some  of  the 
men  into  the  office  and  showed  them  a new  list  which,  he  said,  he  wanted  the  men  to  accept. 
This  list  was  a big  reduction  from  the  uniform  list  and  Wick  promised  to  give  them  steady 
work  if  they  would  accept  the  new  list.  I could  then  see  that  if  we  ordered  a strike  for  the 
reinstatement  of  the  packer  it  would  give  Wick  an  opportunity  to  present  his  reduced  list  ; 
so  rather  than  give  him  an  opening  I thought  it  best  to  let  the  packer  accept  his  discharge 
and  put  him  on  the  pay  roll  for  strike  benefits  until  such  time  as  we  might  be  able  to  secure 
a position  for  him.  The  question  was  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  with  the  above  sug- 
gestion and  all  members  agreed  that  it  would  be  the  best  plan.  Ten  weeks  benefits  was  paid 
to  the  packer  before  he  secured  a position. 

BALTIMORE 

During  the  month  of  May  men  were  discharged  at  both  the  Chesapeake  and  Bennett 
potteries,  Baltimore,  because  of  their  activity  in  the  affairs  of  the  organization.  At  the 
former  pottery  one  man  was  idle  for  two  weeks  before  he  was  reinstated,  and  at  the 
latter  one  man  was  idle  for  four  weeks  before  he  was  reinstated,  and  it  was  only

after  the  local  had  served  notice  on  the  firm  of  their  intention  to  call  out  the  entire  pottery 
that  this  man  was  reinstated.  There  was  sufficient  proof  in  each  case  to  demonstrate  that 
the  men  were  discharged  because  of  the  part  they  had  taken  in  the  work  of  the  organization, 
and  the  men  secured  a victory  in  each  case. 


THE  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Numerous  other  disputes  arose  throughout  the  year,  both  in  sanitary  and  general 
ware,  but  they  were  satisfactorily  disposed  cf  by  the  Standing  Committees.  The  Sanitary 
Standing  Committee  which  was  instituted  at  the  last  sanitary  conference  has,  so  far,  been 
very  successful  and  has  disposed  of  many  grievances  which  in  the  absence  of  such  a commit- 
tee would  have  been  very  difficult  to  handle.  The  general  ware  Standing  Committee  has 
been  more  successful  and  has  settled  grievances  more  satisfactorily  during  the  past  six 
months  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  four  years. 


UNIFORM  FINISHING  LIST 

The  prices  of  finishing  over  which  the  jiggermen  and  finishers  had  such  wrangling  for 
the  previous  two  years  was  disposed  of  during  the  past  year  by  the  adoption  of  a uniform  list 
for  finishing.  This  list  is  an  average  of  the  prices  paid  in  the  various  potteries  working 
under  the  uniform  list  at  that  time,  and  seems  to  be  giving  satisfaction  to  all  cencerned. 

THE  POTTERS  HERALD 

At  a meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  during  the  month  of  September  ft  came  to 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Board  that  the  proprietors  of  the  Potters  Herald  were 
going  to  dispose  of  that  paper.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  Board  thought  it  would  be  a 
good  idea  for  the  organization  to  purchase  the  paper,  and  after  discussing  the  matter  at  some 
length  a motion  was  adopted  to  place  the  matter  before  the  locals  for  action,by  a referendum 
vote.  The  owners  of  the  paper  were  asked  to  give  the  price  and  terms  at  which  the  paper 
could  be  bought,  and  their  proposition  was  inserted  in  the  circular  sent  to  the  trade.  By  a large 
majority  of  those  voting  the  organization  decided  to  purchase  the  paper  and  it  became  the 
property  of  the  Brotherhood  on  November  1st. 

This,  I believe,  was  one  of  Hie  best  moves  the  organization  ever  made.  A labor  paper 
is  now  an  indispensable  factor  in  the  success  of  any  trade  organization,  and  our  organization 
can  not  afford  to  be  without  such  an  auxiliary  if  it  expects  to  prosper  and  progress.  The 
Herald  has  already  shown  its  worth  as  a medium  through  which  our  people  can  exchange 
ideas  and  thereby  help  to  educate  one  another.  In  some  quarters  the  Herald  has  not  been 
given  any  assistance,  in  fact,  efforts  were  made  to  retard  its  work  and  its  progress;  but  if  all 
would  exhibit  the  true  spirit  of  unionism  and  give  encouragement  to  a medium  that  is  fighting 
the  battle  of  labor,  instead  of  putting  obstacles  in  its  way,  the  progress  of  the  labor  move- 
ment would  be  swifter  and  surer,  its  enemies  would  feel  less  encouraged  to  fight  it,  and  its 
members  would  be  greatly  benefitted  thereby. 

THE  CONTRACT  SYSTEM 

The  situation  relative  to  the  abolishment  of  the  contract  system  remains  just  the 
same  as  it  was  when  we  last  met  in  convention.  None  of  the  branches  in  which  this  evil 
prevails  have  taken  any  steps  to  eliminate  it.  Shortly  after  the  last  convention  I was  in- 
vited by  the  dippers  local  of  East  Liverpool  to  attend  their  meeting  and  assist  them  in 
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devising  seme  plan  to  abolish  the  contract  system.  I attended  their  meeting  and  made 
different  suggestions  the  adoption  of  which,  I thought,  would  eliminate  the  evil  of  the  con- 
tract system  ; but  every  suggestion  I put  forth  the  dippers  claimed  it  to  be  impracticable. 
After  a very  lengthy  discussion  of  the  matter  I could  very  plainly  see  that  the  dippers 
were  not  trying  to  devise  a plan  whereby  the  contract  system  would  be  abolished,  but  were 
trying  to  demonstrate  that  it  was  impossible  to  run  a dipping  room  under  any  other  system 
than  a contract  system.  Therefore,  instead  of  arguing  the  question  any  further  I asked 
them  to  appoint  a committee  to  meet  me  for  the  purpose  of  devising  a plan  to  abolish  this 
evil.  This  committee  met  with  Secretary  Menge  and  I,  and  together  we  devised  a plan 
which  would  abolish  the  contract  system  and  do  justice  to  all  concerned.  The  dippers’  com- 
mittee agreed  that  our  plan  was  both  just  and  practicable,  and  left  us  with  the  understanding 
that  they  would  submit  it  to  their  local  at  the  next  meeting,  which  they  did.  The  local, 
however,  just  listened  to  the  report,  had  a little  discussion  on  it  and  then  let  it  drop. 

In  the  month  of  April  of  the  present  year  the  Sebring  Pottery  Co.  notified  their 
dippers  that  hereafter  they  would  be  expected  to  work  day  wage.  The  dippers  objected  and 
the  grievance  was  taken  up  by  the  local.  I was  called  in  on  the  matter  and  was  compelled  to 
refuse  the  firm  the  right  to  hire  dippers  on  a day  wage  basis  at  the  same  wages  and  condi- 
tions as  is  paid  by  the  boss  dipper  to  those  in  his  employ.  This  is  a very  inconsistent  po- 
sition for  our  organization  to  occupy  and  one  that  will  redound  to  our  detriment  in  the 
future  ; therefore,  I recommend  that  this  convention  give  a decision  as  to  whether  or  not  a 
firm  has  the  right  to  hire  dippers,  packers,  mould  makers,  etc.,  to  work  day  wage  on  the  same 
terms  as  is  paid  by  the  head  workman  of  these  departments. 


THE  CASE  OF  CONTRACT  LABOR 

During  the  year  it  was  discovered  that  the  New  Castle  Pottery  Co.  had  imported  four 
men  from  England  in  violation  of  the  contract  labor  laws.  When  the  government  began 
action  against  them  the  company  plead  guilty  to  importing  the  men,  but  put  forth  the  plea 
that  they  were  compelled  to  go  to  England  to  get  bedders  and  flinters,  as  they  could  not  get 
men  in  this  country  capable  of  doing  that  work.  If  they  had  established  this  fact  it  would 
have  thrown  open  the  gates  for  manufacturers  to  bring  men  over  on  any  flimsy  pretext. 
Therefore  I,  together  with  a few  other  members  of  the  organization,  took  a hand  in  the 
matter  and  gave  the  District  Attorney  all  the  assistance  we  could  in  prosecuting  the  trial, 
which  was  held  last  May.  The  jury  disagreed  on  a verdict,  so  that  I presume  a new  trial  will 
be  held  in  the  future.  Whoever  the  incoming  officers  might  be  it  would  be  well  for  them  to 
follow  up  this  case,  as  a verdict  for  the  company,  on  such  a plea,  would  be  very  injurious  to 
the  potters  of  this  country. 


THE  EASTERN  SITUATION 

The  most  perplexing  problem  and  the  one  which  it  is,  or  at  least  should  be,  the  chief 
aim  of  the  organization  to  solve  is  the  question  of  the  enforcement  of  the  uniform  list  in  the 
east.  Some  branches  of  the  trade  in  Trenton,  particularly  the  saggar  makers  and  general 
ware  pressers,  have,  throughout  the  year,  been  demanding  that  the  organization  do  something 
to  better  their  condition.  We  were  compelled  to  put  them  off  with  excuses  from  time  to 
time,  telling  them  that  we  were  not  in  a position  to  do  anything  for  them  until  the  potters  of 
Trenton  accepted  the  uniform  list.  These  two  branches  have  not  only  been  willing  to  accept 
the  uniform  list,  but  have  demanded  it  for  their  respective  branches.  But  as  other  branches 
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positively  refused  to  accept  it  we  could  not  see  our  way  clear  to  make  an  effort  to  enforce  it. 
I visited  Trenton  last  December  to  see  what  could  be  done  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  the 
uniform  list.  I found  all  branches  willing  to  accept  it  at  that  time  except  the  jiggermen 
and  kilnhands.  The  kilnmen  did  not  refuse  to  accept  it  but  wanted  more  information.  So 
at  a special  meeting  of  the  kilnmen  all  bench  bosses  were  instructed  to  measure  their  kilns 
so  that  we  could  figure  them  up  and  see  what  they  called  for  under  the  uniform  list.  I then 
left  Trenton  with  the  understanding  that  I would  return  in  January  and  that  if  the  trade  as  a 
whole  did  not  want  the  uniform  list  we  would  allow  those  branches  that  wanted  the  list  to  make 
an  effort  to  get  it  and  we  would  support  them  in  it.  But  when  I was  about  ready  to  return  to  Tren- 
ton in  January  I received  word  that  the  condition  of  trade  was  so  bad  that  it  was  thought  best  to 
postpone  the  matter  until  the  condition  of  trade  improved.  I then  let  the  matter  rest  until 
the  early  part  of  May,  when  I received  word  from  the  sagger  makers  telling  me  that  unless 
they  got  the  uniform  list  for  their  branch  of  the  trade  by  June  1st,  they  would  cease 
work  and  demand  it  themselves.  I again  went  to  Trenton  to  see  what  could  be  done.  When 
I arrived  there  I found  that  only  about  one-half  of  the  kiln  measurements,  which  were  ordered 
to  be  taken  in  December,  had  been  reported.  Finally,  however,  we  secured  all  but  two  pot- 
teries, and  after  figuring  them  up  under  the  uniform  list  we  found  that  the  kilnmen  of 
Trenton  would  fare  much  better  than  they  had  expected  under  the  list.  Vice  President 
Hutchins  and  I attended  a meeting  of  the  kilnmen  and  submitted  the  figures  to  them.  After 
some  discussion  the  kilnmen  unanimously  decided  to  accept  the  uniform  list.  We  then  de- 
cided that  we  would  make  an  effort  to  secure  the  list  for  those  branches  that  wanted  it, 
which  included  all  but  the  jiggermen.  So  with  that  end  in  view  we  addressed  a communica- 
tion to  the  manufacturers  of  Trenton,  dated  June  3,  asking  them  for  a conference,  but  up 
to  this  time  we  have  not  heard  from  them  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  their  intention  to  meet 
us  in  conference.  This  makes  the  situation  rather  complicated.  On  the  one  hand  it  seems  as 
though  the  manufacturers  are  trying  to  block  our  attempt  to  enforce  the  uniform  list,  while 
on  the  other  hand  if  we  order  a strike  to  enforce  the  list  we  would  either  be  compelled  to  allow 
part  of  our  people  to  remain  at  work  or  else  order  them  out  to  help  others  secure  a list  that 
they  are  not  willing  to  accept  themselves.  In  either  case  they  would  be  forced  into  an  in- 
consistent position.  Therefore,  you  can  see  that  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  determine  which  is 
the  best  course  to  pursue.  However,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  have 
got  to  do  something  for  the  general  ware  of  the  potters  of  Trenton  if  we  expect  to  keep 
them  in  the  organization.  Some  of  our  locals  in  Trenton  have  demonstrated,  by  their  earn- 
estness and  faithfulness  to  the  organization,  that  they  are  deserving  of  better  conditions 
than  they  are  enjoying  today,  and  have  shown  themselves  willing  to  fight  for  an  improved 
condition,  and  it  does  not  seem  right  nor  just  that  they  should  be  held  back  because  of  the 
reluctance  of  others  to  accept  our  agreements.  If  before  the  close  of  this  convention  we  can 
not  see  our  way  clear  to  enforce  the  unform  list  I would  recommend  that  some  provision  be 
made  whereby  we  can  give  assistance,  financial  and  otherwise,  to  those  branches  of  the  trade 
in  Trenton  that  are  demanding  better  conditions  and  who  have  proved  themselves  worthy  of 
our  support. 


CONCLUSION 

I hope  that  this  review  of  the  year’s  history,  together  with  the  opinions  expressed, 
will  aid  you  in  securing  the  enactment  of  such  measures  as  will  strengthen  all  our  weak  parts. 
And  above  all  things,  I hope  that  the  deliberations  of  this  convention  will  be  of  such  a nature  as  to 
eliminate  whatever  strife  and  discord  may  exist  among  our  members.  If  we  are  divided,  in 
any  way,  from  any  cause,  our  opponents  will  compromise  the  fruits  of  all  our  efforts.  It  is  only 
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by  our  unity  of  aim,  unity  of  means  and  unity  of  endeavors  that  we  can  successfully  promote 
the  welfare  of  our  trade.  If  there  be  any  good  in  our  hearts  or  any  noble  impulses  in  our 
breast,  what  greater  inspiration  could  we  ask  to  put  these  qualities  into  use  than  the  cause 
under  whose  banner  we  are  united  ? Surely  if  there  be  a work  that  should  be  blessed  by 
God  and  praised  by  man  it  is  that  which  has  for  its  aim  the  uplifting  of  man  from  the  pangs 
of  poverty  and  misery  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  peace,  comfort  and  happiness  that  should  be 
the  fruit  of  all  useful  labor  and  the  reward  of  all  honest  toil.  Then,-  let  each  and  every  one 
of  us  strive  for  this  end  in  unity  and  concord.  Thanking  you  for  the  honors  conferred  on  me 
and  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  I remain

First  Vice  President  F.  H.  Hutchins  then  read  his  annual  report  which  is  as  follows  : 


Trenton,  N.  J.,  July  5th,  1904. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention. 

Greeting  : 

In  reviewing  the  events  of  our  organization  during  the  past  fourteen  months, 
there  are  many  things  we  have  accomplished  to  which  we  can  point  with  grateful  satisfac- 
tion. And  while  the  organization  has  not,  during  the  time  intervening,  secured  all  that  was 
desired  by  the  delegates  of  the  last  convention,  but  what  has  been  gained  in  the  way  of 
better  conditions,  shorter  hours  and  increased  wages,  is  of  a nature  that  is  not  only  benefi- 
cial, but  lasting.  The  demands  on  which  we  secured  no  concessions,  failed  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  branches  asking  for  the  enforcement  of  the  same  could  not  furnish  the  evidence 
in  conference  necessary  to  maintain  the  position  taken  by  their  delegates  on  these  questions 
at  the  last  convention. 

Two  of  the  most  noteworthy  events  since  our  last  convention  are,  to  my  mind,  the  will- 
ingness displayed  by  your  representatives  to  carry  out  the  idea  of  conciliation,  even  so  far  as 
to  submit  their  claims  to  arbitration,  and  the  making  of  a trade  agreement  between  the 
Western  Manufacturers  Association  and  our  organization  for  a period  longer  than  one  year. 
And  although  at  the  time  your  representatives  were  subjects  of  some  harsh  criticims  be- 
cause of  these  acts,  all  who  give  any  thought  to  the  trade  union  movement  must  admit  that 
these  policies  are  in  line  with  the  principles  as  advocated  by  all  the  leading  trade  unions  of 
the  country,  and  I believe  now  that  in  view  of  the  subsequent  events  in  the  industry,  there 
are  few  who  will  not  concede  that  your  representatives,  having  the  future  interests  of  the 
members  in  view,  have  acted  for  the  best,  and  so  shaped  the  course  of  the  organization  as  to 
devote  all  its  energies  to  its  true  purpose. 
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The  increased  membership  of  the  organization  in  the  East,  which  it  was  my  pleasure 
to  report  last  year,  has  more  than  been  maintained.  While  this  is  gratifying,  I find  that  those 
locals  which  have  secured  an  increase  in  wages  or  improvement  in  conditions,  viz.,  sanitary 
pressers,  kilnmen,  saggarmakers  and  packers,  have  been  the  only  locals  that  have  maintained 
their  membership  by  their  own  efforts.  On  the  other  hand  quite  a number  of  the  members  of 
the  jiggermen,  general  ware  pressers,  dippers  and  turners  and  handlers  locals,  for  whom  we 
have  until  now  been  unable  to  establish  prices  or  conditions,  have  at  times  lost  courage  and 
become  tired  of  waiting  for  an  improvement  of  their  trade  through  the  organization  and 
allowed  themseves  to  become  in  bad  standing  with  their  locals,  necessitating  an  effort  to 
compel  them  to  fulfill  their  obligations,  a threat  from  members  of  other  locals  to  refuse  to 
work  with  said  members,  which  threat  to  a great  extent  is  responsible  for  those  locals  retain- 
ing their  normal  membership. 

There  are  several  other  branches  in  our  section  that  should  be  in  the  folds  of  our  or- 
ganization, but  our  inability  to  establish  the  uniform  list,  or  in  some  other  way  benefit  the 
general  ware  workers  who  are  already  members  of  the  organization,  has  made  it  difficult  to 
organize  other  branches  of  the  trade,  thus  the  only  local  added  to  our  ranks  in  the  East  since 
the  last  convention  was  the  reorganization  of  L.  U.  Mo.  11,  of  Balimore,  Md. 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  last  convention  our  committee  representing  the 
sanitary  trade  met  with  a committee  representing  the  Sanitary  Manufacturers  Association  in 
August  last,  for  the  purpose  of  readjusting  the  price  list  in  packing,  saggermaking,  kilnwork, 
pressing  and  jiggering,  and  our  committee  were  successful  in  their  demands  so  far  as  securing 
for  the  packers  the  establishing  of  a piece  work  price  list  and  a ten  per  cent,  increase  in  the 
wages  of  day  wage  workers  ; establishing  a price  list  for  saggermaking  that  averaged  close 
to  a twenty  per  cent,  increase  in  wages  ; established  a basis  for  placing  sanitary  kilns,  also 
rules  governing  sanitary  apprentice  kilnmen  ; established  rules  governing  sanitary  pressers 
and  secured  a 12|  per  cent,  increase  in  wages  for  day  workers  pressing  lavatories.  The 
question  pertaining  to  the  jiggering  list  was  withdrawn  because  of  the  absence  of  statistics. 

In  addition  to  these  your  committee  secured  the  establishing  of  a standing  committee, 
to  whom  all  grievances  affecting  the  sanitary  trade  shall  be  referred  for  settlement.  A plan 
which  we  believe  to  be  the  fairest  and  best  plan  found  in  any  industry,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  several  of  the  decisions  rendered  by  said  committee  have  displeased  some  members,  but 
all  questions  so  far  have  been  settled  on  their  merits  and  with  equity  and  fairness  to  all 
parties.  Had  they  not  been  settled  in  this  peaceful  way  they  would  still  be  subjects  for  quarrels, 
and  furnish  cause  for  a suspension  of  work  on  the  part  of  our  members  in  several  shops,  as 
they  have  in  the  past. 

The  agreement  made  between  the  sanitary  manufacturers  and  executive  board  in 
April,  1903,  relative  to  maintaining  as  far  as  possible  an  even  temperature  in  sanitary  shops, 
in  an  effort  to  overcome  the  loss  of  ware  by  dunts  in  the  clay  state,  was  in  force  during  the 
past  winter,  and  the  results  were  of  such  a nature  that  while  it  did  not  prove  conclusively 
that  our  theory  was  the  right  one  as  to  the  cause  of  such  losses,  yet  on  the  whole  it  has  been 
a great  improvement  over  previous  winters,  and  bears  out  the  statement  in  my  last  report 
that  if  this  precaution  did  not  entirely  eliminate  the  trouble,  it  was  a step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion and  would,  beyond  doubt,  prove  beneficial  to  the  sanitary  workers  of  Trenton. 

Local  Union  No.  35  of  kilnmen,  is  in  a flourishing  condition,  and  have  worked  faith- 
fully to  better  the  condition  of  their  members,  but  during  the  present  scarcity  of  work  they 
have  realized  more  so  than  ever  before,  that  because  of  the  failure  of  several  of  their  efforts 
pertaining  to  general  ware  kiln  work,  the  necessity  of  agreements  and  prices  to  govern  their 
trade,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  they  have  finally  declared  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
uniform  list  in  their  branch. 
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The  packers’  local  is  in  good  condition,  and  having  experienced  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  a uniform  list  for  members  of  their  branch  working  in  sanitary,  they  are  now 
desirous  of  securing  a uniform  list  for  the  general  ware  packers. 

The  saggermakers  have  a strong  local,  and  have  proved  themselves  earnest  and  patient 
workers  in  any  movement  to  better  the  condition  of  their  members,  and  have  been  the  most 
persistent  in  their  efforts  to  secure  the  enforcement  of  the  uniform  list  in  the  East  during 
the  past  year. 

- The  general  ware  pressers,  turners  and  handlers  and  dippers  have  good  membership, 
but  have  made  very  little  progress  in  the  way  of  bettering  the  conditions  of  their  branches 
during  the  past  year.  This  in  a great  measure  is  due  to  our  inability  to  establish  the  uniform 
price  list,  which  leaves  the  members  of  these  branches  in  such  a position  that  it  is  next  to 
impossible  to  apply  the  present  laws  of  our  organization  to  many  of  their  grievances  with  any 
. degree  of  success.  Because  of  this,  the  members  of  these  branches  feel  that  it  is  time  the 
organization  did  something  for  their  benefit  in  the  way  of  at  least  securing  the  enforcement 
of  the  uniform  list  for  those  branches  desiring  it. 

The  jiggermen  have  a fairly  good  local  and  while  we  find  the  same  state  of  affairs 
existing  in  their  trade  that  prevailed  at  the  time  of  the  last  convention,  as  to  men  working 
below  what  is  known  as  the  90  list  and  the  excessive  number  of  appentices  in  the  trade,  they 
as  a local  stand  in  the  same  position  regarding  their  opposition  to  the  uniform  list  that  they 
did  at  the  last  convention. 

The  printers,  whom  I reported  at  the  last  convention  as  being  demoralized  over  the 
introduction  of  the  printing  machine  in  their  branch,  lapsed  shortly  after  the  last  convention. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  your  officer’s  report  will  show  an  increase  of  $35,000  in 
the  defense  fund,  it  is  an  indisputable  fact  that  a great  number  of  oar  members  are  not  pay- 
ing their  just  share  towards  this  fund.  Therefore,  it  is  essential  that  there  should  be  some 
legislation  on  this  subject  tending  to  correct  what  seems  to  be  a growing  evil,  and,  if  possible, 
simplify  our  method  of  collecting  the  money  that  goes  to  make  up  this  fund. 

While  we  assemble  in  convention  annually  to  pass  resolutions  to  the  end  that  we  can 
secure  redress  of  our  wrongs  and  achieve  continued  improvement  in  the  form  of  higher  wages 
and  shorter  hours,  we  also  find  it  necessary  to  preserve  what  progress  we  make  to  enact  laws 
to  govern  the  individual.  None  of  these  laws  are  harsh  or  galling  to  our  members,  and  the 
power  of  making  the  same  effective  lies  with  ourselves,  and  yet,  I regret  to  say,  that  quite  a 
number  of  our  members,  and  in  some  cases  locals,  through  blind  selfishness  disregard  all  laws 
pertaining  to  themselves  as  members  of  the  organization  and  thereby  interpose  obstacles  in 
our  efforts,  not  only  to  secure  a betterment  of  wages  and  conditions,  but  to  maintain  what  has 
already  been  secured.  To  my  mind  the  time  has  arrived  when  we  should  compel  all  members 
to  observe  the  laws  of  our  organization,  if  we  have  to  resort  to  drastic  measures  to  do  so. 

In  conclusion  I would  suggest  to  the  delegates  that  we  in  this  Fourteenth  Annual 
Convention  avoid  old  issues  that  have  been  threshed  out  both  in  previous  conventions  and  in 
conference,  which  in  themselves  hold  no  special  advantage  to  the  trade,  but  cause  us  to  lose 
sight  of  some  of  the  larger  questions  involved  in  our  progress  as  a trade  union.

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Delegate  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  Hailes  then  read  his  report,  which  is 
as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  14th  Annual  Convention  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P. 

In  compliance  with  established  custom,  we  herewith  submit  our  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  twenty-third  annual  convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  which 
was  held  in  Boston. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  our  delegates  to  touch  on  all  matters  which  were  brought 
up  before  that  convention.  Realizing  that  their  meetings  are  public,  and  that  the  press  of 
the  country  prints  all  proceedings,  we  will  only  touch  on  what  we  consider  the  most  im- 
portant matters  which  were  brought  before  that  body. 

The  last  convention  surpassed  any  ever  held  in  the  interest  of  organized  labor. 
There  were  present  496  delegates,  making  the  largest  delegation  ever  brought  together  in 
the  interest  of  organized  labor.  There  were  represented  101  national  and  international 
unions,  20  state  branches,  130  central  bodies,  32  federal  labor  unions,  87  local  unions  and  3 
fraternal  delegates,  representing  the  British  trade  union  Congress  and  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress  of  Canada.  The  delegates  represented  14,038  votes.  Most  of  the  central  bodies 
and  federal  and  local  unions  were  represented  at  the  convention. 

Reports  from  all  parts  of  the  country  showed  that  the  year  1903  was  the  greatest 
year  in  the  history  of  organized  labor.  A greater  number  of  unions,  a larger  membership, 
shorter  work  day,  with  an  increase  in  wages.  Also  an  increase  in  the  various  union  treas- 
uries, which  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  peace  makers  organized  labor  can  have. 
A full  treasury  has  often  been  the  means  of  an  agreement  being  reached  before  a strike  has 
been  entered  into,  which  would  have  been  the  reverse  had  conditions  been  different. 

The  report  of  the  officers  showed  that  organized  labor  had  never  been  of  such  uni- 
form growth  as  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  unions  formed  and  the  number  of 
workmen  joining  existing  unions  was  greater  in  the  year  beginning  Oct.  1,  1902,  and  ending 
Sept.  30,  1903,  than  at  any  other  time.  There  were  new  charters  issued  to  the  following 
unions:  International  unions  20;  state  federations  3;  central  labor  unions  171;  local  trade 

unions  and  federal  labor  unions,  1,139,  making  a total  of  1,333.  The  local  unions  organized 
during  the  year,  by  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  and  by  its  affiliated  bodies  amounts 
to  442,100  new  members.  The  average  membership  upon  which  per  capita  tax  was  paid  to 
the  American  Federation  during  the  year  was  1,465,800.  This  in  itself  speaks  well  for  the 
work  that  the  American  Federation  is  carrying  on.  They  should  be  encouraged  in  all  their 
undertakings. 

Their  reports  show  that  the  mail-carriers  and  the  brick-layers  are  thinking  seriously 
of  affiliating  with  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

One  of  the  most  important  questions,  and  one  which  took  up  a great  deal  of  the  con- 
vention’s time  last  year,  was  that  of  jurisdiction.  While  a number  of  the  old  disputes  have 
been  settled,  there  is  still  plenty  of  friction  along  that  line.  These  disputes  are  the  great- 
est menace  to  organized  labor.  Some  old  labor  unions,  which  have  always  been  conducted 
on  the  industrial  lines,  discover  that  some  other  union  is  trying  to  claim  some  of  their  mem- 
bers, on  the  grounds  that  they  belong  to  the  craft  they  represent.  For  instance,  the  team 
drivers  are  after  the  beer  drivers,  who  for  years  have  belonged  to  the  United  Brewery 
Workers.  Then  again  an  order  conducted  on  the  industrial  lines  gets  the  expansion  mad- 
ness, and  wants  to  scoop  in  everything  within  reach.  Some  of  them  even  go  so  far  as  to 
change  their  names  with  a view  of  getting  a wider  field  in  which  to  work. 
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This  state  of  affairs  causes  constant  internal  friction,  and  keeps  labor  unions  at  swords 
points  with  each  other.  It  is  to  be  hoped  there  will  soon  be  a line  drawn  that  will  prove 
satisfactory  to  all  parties. 

The  political  question  took  up  a day  and  a half  of  the  convention’s  time.  Ten  resolu- 
tions, bearing  on  this  question  from  a Socialistic  standpoint,  were  laid  before  the  convention. 
The  ten  resolutions  were  given  to  the  same  committee,  who  reported  on  them  as  a whole. 
They  reported  unfavorably  on  them  all.  This  brought  forth  many  objections.  Several 
motions  and  amendments  were  offered,  but  the  chair  ruled  them  out  of  order.  It  was  clearly 
to  be  seen  that  the  intention  of  the  convention  was  that  this  political  question  should  be  pre- 
sented in  .its  clear,  open  form,  so  that  the  delegates  would  know  just  what  they  were  voting 
for.  The  question  was  taken  up  and  thoroughly  discussed.  The  socialists  contended  that  the 
trades  unions  were  making  too  slow  progress,  and  that  they  would  continue  to  do  so  until 
they  took  up  politics  as  a part  of  the  trades  union  movement.  The  other  side  argued  that  the 
social  movement  retarded  the  labor  movement  more  than  anything  else,  and  that  it  was 
through  that  party  that  labor  was  meeting  such  strong  resistance  from  the  manufacturers. 
They  further  claimed  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  socialists  to  side-track  the  labor  move- 
ment in  the  interest  of  a political  movement.  This  the  socialists  denied.  The  time  set  for 
the  vote  was  called,  and  resulted  in  an  overwhelming  defeat  for  the  socialists.  Vote  stood 
in  favor  of  the  committee’s  report  11,282;  against  the  report,  2,147. 

The  open  shop  question,  or  the  Miller  case  in  Washington,  brought  forth  considerable 
discussion.  A resolution  was  adopted  condemning  the  open  shop  policy,  as  open  shops  mean 
non-union  shops,  and  poor  conditions.  Also  to  insist  on  union  shops  when  possible  to  do  so. 

A resolution  calling  for  the  addition  of  two  members  on  the  executive  board  was 
presented  and  adopted.  The  reasons  presented  were  that  there  was  such  an  increase  in 
organized  labor  and  so  many  more  trades  to  look  after  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary. 

There  were  many  more  matters  before  the  convention,  which  your  delegates  feel  are 
not  necessary  to  bring  before  you  at  this  time.

The  committee,  finding  it  impossible  to  dispose  of  Resolution  No.  7 before  the  close  of 
the  afterhoon  session,  adjourned  at  4:45  p.  m.  to  allow  time  for  the  presentation  of  resolu- 
tions.

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THURSDAY,  JULY  7th 

MORNING  SESSION 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  J.  Duffy. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  president  then  appointed  the  Committee  on  Hughes’  Address  as  follows:  F.  H. 

Hutchins,  No.  45;  A.  V.  Gilbert,  No.  9;  J.  Tracy,  No.  30;  S.  D.  Burford,  No.  7,  and  Jas. 
Ward,  No.  1. 

Motion  by  Veith  that  the  convention  resolve  itself  into  a committee  of  the  whole  and 
again  take  up  resolution  No.  7.  Motion  carried. 

After  the  committee  of  the  whole  had  acted  on  resolution  No.  7,  the  convention  was 
again  called  to  order  and  Secretary  Smith  reported  on  resolution  No.  7 and  recemmended 
adoption  as  amended  by  committee. 

The  resolution  as  amended  reads  as  follows: 


Trenton,  N.  J. 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention 

Brothers  and  Sisters: 

Whereas,  We  believe  there  is  a great  necessity  for  an  Official  Paper,  the 
column  of  which  should  be  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  potting  trade,  and  laws  governing 
the  publishing  of  such  a paper;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  adopted  as  an  Article  of  our  Constitution  under  the 
heading  “The  Official  Paper.” 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  published  by  the  National  Union  a paper,  to  be  non-political 
and  non-sectarian,  and  to  be  known  as  the  “Potters’  Herald;  Official  Organ  of  the  National 
Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters,”  which  shall  be,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  National  Unions’ 
official  organ  of  communication  to  local  unions. 

Sec.  2.  The  National  President  shall  act  as  editor,  the  National  Secretary  as  assistant 
editor  of  the  official  journal.  They  shall  have  the  power,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Board,  to  select  a business  manager  for  said  official  paper. 

Sec.  3.  The  Potters’  Herald  shall  be  published  once  a week  and  shall  contain,  in 
addition  to  the  reports  and  other  matters  required  by  law  to  be  published,  charters  granted; 
a list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  corresponding  secretaries  of  local  unions;  state  of 
trade,  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  of  interest  and  importance  to  the  trade  generally. 
Those  having  the  paper  in  charge  shall  exclude  from  the  columns  of  that  paper  all  communi- 
cations or  other  matter  impugning  the  motives  or  reflecting  upon  the  honesty  of  members  of 
this  organization. 

Sec.  4.  The  Potters’  Herald  shall  be  furnished  free  to  members.  To  non-members 
the  rate  shall  be  $1.50  per  annum.  To  foreign  subscribers  $2.00  per  annum.

When  it  becomes  necessary  to  put  on  an  appren- 
tice it  shall  be  with  the  consent  of  the  local  having  jurisdiction,  and  said  apprentice  shall 
serve  four  years  as  follows:  First  6 months,  $7.50  per  week;  Second  6 months,  $1.50  per 
day;  Second  year,  $1.75  per  day;  Third  year,  $2.00  per  day;  Fourth  year,  $2.50  per  day,  and 
receive  journeyman’s  wage  thereafter.  Apprenticeship  shall  be  served  under  journeyman 
dipper  only.  (This  scale  shall  apply  to  both  General  and  Sanitary.) 

Motion  by  R.  H.  Smith  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in.  Motion 
carried. 

Committee  on  State  of  Order  reported  on  Resolution  No.  26  and  recommended 
rejection.

Committee  on  State  of  Order  reported  on  Resolution  No.  22  and  recommended 
rejection  and  offered  substitute.

Amendment  by 
Duffy  that  the  part  relating  to  dipping  be  referred  to  the  dippers  of  convention  to  formulate 
a system  whereby  all  dippers  shall  receive  a proportionate  share  of  the  earnings.  Amend- 
ment carried. 

The  motion  to  adopt,  with  the  exception  of  that  part  pertaining  to  dipping,  was  then 
put  and  carried.

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention 

Brothers  and  Sisters: 

Whereas,  The  present  laws  covering  Grievances  are  so  lacking  in  detailed 
instructions  to  our  members,  that  much  trouble  and  confusion  has  resulted  of  late  through 
the  attempt  of  the  members  of  various  locals  to  settle  grievances  according  to  their  own 
judgment;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  following  be  adopted  as  an  Article  under  the  heading  of  “Griev- 
ances”: 

Section  1.  The  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  shall  support  all  strikes 
that  are  legalized  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the  local  or  locals  affected  and  authorized  by  the 
Executive  Board. 

Sec.  2.  When  a grievance  occurs  in  a shop  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  local 
union  by  the  shop  committee,  and  the  President  of  said  local  shall  appoint  a committee  com- 
posed- of  not  less  than  three  members  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  grievance  and  endeavor 
to  settle  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  local  committee  to  effect  a settlement  they 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  local  union  interested,  who  shall  call  a meeting 
of  said  local  (of  which  all  members  shall  be  constitutionally  notified)  to  take  action  thereon, 
and  should  the  local  union,  after  hearing  the  report  of  the  committee,  deem  the  grievance 
sufficient  to  sustain,  they  shall  proceed  to  take  a yea  and  nay  vote,  and  no  member  shall  vote 
on  such  question  unless  he  is  in  good  standing. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  decision  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  be  favorable  to 
the  grievance,  the  Secretary  of  the  local  union  shall  immediately  prepare  a statement  giving 
the  number  voting  yea  and  nay  with  a full  and  complete  statement  of  the  existing  difficulty 
or  grievance;  also  the  number  and  names  of  the  men  working  in  the  pottery;  how  many,  if 
any,  are  stockholders;  how  many  are  members  of  the  organization,  and  how  many  are  not 
members;  how  much  money  the  local  union  has  in  the  General  Fund,  and  forward  said  state- 
ment to  the  National  President,  who  shall  repair  in  person  or  by  proxy  to  the  place  where 
said  union  is  located,  investigate  the  cause  of  the  grievance  and  endeavor  to  adjust  the 
difficulty.  If  his  efforts  should  prove  futile  he  shall  notify  the  Executive  Board  of  all  the 
circumstances,  and,  if  a majority  of  said  Board  shall  decide  that  a strike  is  necessary,  the 
National  President  shall,  through  the  officers  of  the  local  or  locals  affected,  order  a strike, 
and  when  any  one  part  of  a pottery  shall  be  engaged  in  a legalized  strike,  the  Executive 
Board  shall  have  power  to  order  the  members  employed  in  all  other  departments  to  cease 
work  until  the  difficulty  is  settled.  But  no  strike  shall  be  declared  legal  until  all  honorable 
means  of  avoiding  the  same  have  been  used. 

Sec.  5.  Any  local  union  entering  into  a strike  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  shall  be  sustained  and  receive  the  support  of  the  organization. 

Sec.  6.  Any  local  union  entering  into  a strike  before  their  grievance  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  National  President  and  Executive  Board  for  consideration,  or  after  the  same 
has  been  considered  insufficient  cause  to  strike,  shall  not  be  sustained  or  receive  any  support 
from  the  organization;  but  should  a strike,  lock-out  or  reduction  of  wages  be  forced  on  the 
members  of  a local  union,  without  giving  the  local  union  an  opportunity  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  Sections  2,  3 and  4 of  this  article,  said  members  shall  be  sustained  and  receive 
the  support  of  the  organization. 
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Sec.  7.  When  a strike  has  been  inaugurated  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  2,  3 and 
4 of  this  article,  the  National  Treasurer  shall  through  the  National  Secretary  pay  to  the 
order  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  local  or  locals  involved  an  amount  equal  to  $5 
per  week  for  each  member  entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  8.  No  member  of  the  Brotherhood  will  receive  strike  benefits  if  the  strike  is  not 
over  one  week’s  duration,  but  if  a strike  extends  over  two  weeks  or  longer  each  member  shall 
receive  benefits  for  the  first  and  each  succeeding  week  thereafter  he  or  she  may  be  on  strike. 

Sec.  9.  Any  member  or  members  of  any  local  union  being  discharged  from  their 
employment  for  taking  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  this  organization,  either  while  serving 
on  committees  or  otherwise,  and  failing  after  using  all  honorable  means  to  have  him  or  them 
reinstated  to  his  or  their  situations,  the  pottery  shall  cease  work  until  the  parties  in  question 
are  reinstated. 

Sec.  10.  All  cases  of  members  being  discharged  for  taking  part  in  the  affairs  of  this 
organization  shall  be  decided  in  the  manner  provided  for  legalizing  strikes. 

Sec.  11.  When  a strike  is  legalized  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  local  union 
where  the  strike  is  in  vogue  shall  notify  the  National  Secretary  at  least  once  a month  how 
said  strike  is  progessing,  the  number  and  names  of  men  receiving  benefits  and  the  amounts. 

Sec.  12.  When  the  National  Union  receives  notice  of  any  strike  and  sanctions  it, 
the  National  Secretary  thereof  shall  at  once  prepare  a written  statement  of  all  the  facts  as 
near  as  possible,  and  forward  the  same  to  all  local  unions,  warning  all  true  men  not  to  accept 
employment  in  such  pottery  or  potteries. 

Sec.  13.  After  a vote  of  the  local  or  locals  is  taken  the  National  Secretary  shall 
furnish  each  local  union  with  a statement  giving  the  result  of  the  vote;  the  number  of  each 
local  voting  by  yea  and  nay  vote.

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Trenton,  N.  J.,  May,  18,  1904 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Convention 

Brothers  and  Sisters: 

Whereas,  The  present  laws  regarding  the  revenue  for  the  creation  of  funds  for 
the  National  Union  are  not  sufficiently  explicit;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  collecting  one  per  cent  assessment  of  the  weekly 
earnings  of  members  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a Defense  Fund  has,  after  fair  trial,  been 
proven  impracticable  as  applied  to  the  trade ; and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  one  per  cent  assessment  and  the 
substitution  in  lieu  thereof  a straight  assessment  of  25  cents  per  month,  per  member,  could 
be  more  honestly  collected.  Insuring  on  our  present  membership  a return  exceeding  the 
average  returns  under  the  one  per  cent  plan,  which  we  believe  on  the  whole  would  give  more 
general  satisfaction  to  the  trade;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  repeal  the  whole  of  Articles  V and  XVII  of  the  Constitution  and 
adopt  the  following  as  Article  V under  the  heading  of  “Revenue”  as  a substitute: 

Section  1.  The  Revenue  of  the  National  Union  shall  be  derived  from  a per  capita  tax 
which  shall  be  40  cents  per  month  on  each  member  in  good  standing,  and  such  per  capita  tax 
shall  be  paid  on  all  members  of  the  Local  from  the  time  of  their  initiation  or  reinstatement; 
from  the  $15  charter  fee  for  local  unions;  from  one-third  of  the  $5  for  local  reinstatement 
fee,  and  from  the  sale  of  necessary  supplies  to  local  unions  at  current  prices. 

Sec.  2.  The  per  capita  tax  to  the  National  Union  shall  be  collected  by  the  local 
unions  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  National  Secretary  before  the  20th  of  the  succeeding 
month.  Local  unions  failing  to  pay  such  tax  within  the  twenty  days  will  be  fined  one  cent 
for  each  member  and  stand  suspended  from  all  privileges  and  benefits  until  such  tax  and  fines 
are  paid. 

Sec.  3.  The  per  capita  tax  of  the  National  Union  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several 
funds  as  follows:  Twenty-five  cents  to  the  defense  fund,  ten  cents  to  the  general  fund  and 

five  cents  to  a fund  for  the  publishing  of  an  Official  Journal. 

Sec.  4.  The  general  fund  shall  be  used  to  defray  the  general  expenses  of  the  National 

Union. 

Sec.  5.  The  defense  fund  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  and  defending 
the  principles  of  unionism  as  applied  to  our  own  trade. 

Sec.  6.  The  fund  for  the  publishing  of  an  Official  Journal  shall  be  used  for  all  legiti- 
mate expenses  connected  with  publishing  of  said  journal. 

Sec.  7.  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  transfer  the 
moneys  of  this  National  Union  from  one  fund  to  another  whenever  deemed  necessary  to 
maintain  the  integrity  of  this  organization.

(It  was  afterward  learned  that  these 
three  delegates  did  not  put  in  an  appearance  at  the  convention). 

The  Committee  on  Rules  then  made  the  following  report: 

Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  July  10th,  1905 

We,  the  Committee  on  Rules,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Rule  1 That  we  hold  two  sessions  daily,  the  first  from  9 a.  m.  to  12  m.;  second  from 
2 to  5 p.  m. 

Rule  2 There  shall  be  no  smoking  during  the  sessions  of  the  convention. 
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Rule  3 That  no  resolution  shall  be  accepted  for  consideration  after  Thursday  after- 
noon’s adjournment. 

Rule  4 Each  and  every  delegate  present  shall  vote  individually  on  all  questions. 

Rule  5 That  when  a delegate  arises  to  speak  he  shall  announce  his  or  her  name  to 
the  President,  to  avoid  confusion.

City, 

Dear  Sir  : 

At  your  conventions  held  prior  to  the  expiration  of  wage  agreements,  it  has 
been  your  custom  in  recent  years  to  adopt  certain  resolutions  looking  toward  an  advance  in 
wages  or  a betterment  of  conditions  of  the  operatives.  A committee  has  always  been  ap- 
pointed to  present  these  resolutions  to  the  manufacturers,  and  to  endeavor  to  procure  their 
acceptance. 

The  authority  of  those  committees  has  been  confined  to  the  treatment  of  propositions 
originating  with  you,  and  they  have  always  flatly  declined  to  consider  any  adjustment  of 
wages  or  conditions  for  the  correction  of  an  injustice  to  the  manufacturer,  claiming  they 
were  not  empowered  to  do  so. 

The  manufacturers  demand  nothing  more  than  a square  deal,  but  they  fail  to  see 
where  they  obtain  this  in  a wage  conference  in  which  only  the  claims  of  the  operative  are 
recognized. 

Therefore,  this  is  to  advise  you  that  the  new  wage  agreement  to  become  effective 
upon  October  1st,  1905,  will  be  considered  by  the  United  States  Potters’  Association. 

This  Association  stands  ready  to  appoint  a committee  in  due  season  to  meet  in  con- 
ference a like  committee  from  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  for  the  purpose  of  negotiating  that  agree- 
ment, upon  the  express  condition  that  both  committees  shall  be  vested  with  plenary  power  to 
act  in  the  premises.

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Convention. 

Sisters  and  Brothers  : 

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
was  held  in  Lyric  Hall,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  November  14  to  26,  1904.  The  delegates  were 
welcomed  by  neat  and  appropriate  addresses  of  welcome  by  Mayor  Schwitz;  J.  0.  Walsh, 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council;  Harry  Knox,  president  of  the  California  State 
Federation  of  Labor;  J.  Williams,  of  the  City  Front  Federation,  and  P.  H.  McCarthy,  presi- 
dent of  the  California  State  Building  Trades  Council. 

A fitting  response  was  made  by  President  Gompers. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-three  Unions  were  represented — seventy-eight  international 
organizations,  thirteen  state,  thirty-three  central,  forty-five  trade  and  federal  labor  unions; 
the  British  Trade  Union  Congress,  the  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Congress,  the  Women’s 
International  Union  Label  League  and  the  National  Women’s  Trade  Union  League. 

The  report  of  Secretary  Morrison  showed  the  membership  to  be  1,676,200,  a gain 
of  210,400  over  last  year.  The  total  receipts  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1904,  were 
$220,995.57;  the  expenses  $203,991.15;  balance  on  hand  October  1,  1904,  $103,017.94.

Resolutions  were  adopted  declaring  in  favor  of  having  the  terms  of  the  Chinese  Exclu- 
sion law  apply  to  Japanese  and  Korean  immigration;  of  a stricter  observance  of  factory 
inspection  laws;  in  favor  of  the  initiative  and  referendum  and  questioning  candidates  for 
nomination  to  Congress  and  State  Legislatures;  for  women’s  rights;  to  use  measures  to  aid 
in  checking  the  spread  Of  tuberculosis;  to  encourage  the  organization  of  labor  leagues:  to 
assist  in  the  passage  of  bills  in  the  interest  of  seamen;  to  demand  for  the  Porto  Ricans  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  as  enjoyed  by  American  citizens;  demanding  the  passage  and  en- 
forcement of  laws  abolishing  child  labor;  endorsement  of  the  organization  of  women’s 
auxiliaries  to  trades  unions;  to  assist  in  securing  the  passage  of  laws  prohibiting  the  compe- 
tition of  enlisted  musicians  with  civilian  musicians;  to  urge  the  removal  of  unhealthful 
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conditions  in  places  where  such  reforms  are  needed,  and  other  resolutions  too  numerous  to 
mention  in  a report  like  this. 

A resolution  was  adopted  condemning  Governor  Peabody  and  the  Citizens  Alliance 
for  usurping  despotic  power  and  depriving  the  citizens  of  Colorado  of  the  rights  the  law 
allows  them. 

As  usual  there  were  wrangles  over  jurisdiction  by  different  organizations,  which  took 
up  much  of  the  convention’s  time. 

Viewed  from  every  standpoint,  the  convention  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of 
the  Federation.

In  looking  over  the  work  of  the  organization  for  the  two  years  just  past,  it  affords  me 
great  pleasure  to  see  so  many  things  accomplished  in  the  betterment  of  the  working  condi- 
tion of  the  operative  potters  and  the  trade  in  general,  I sincerely  trust  that  the  work  of  this 
convention,  will,  in  a great  measure,  help  to  bring  about  more  satisfactory  conditions  in  the 
American  Potteries,  and  that  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  will  continue  to  prosper  until  it  has,  through 
its  conservative  and  wise  methods,  brought  about  an  ideal  condition  in  every  pottery  in  the 
United  States.

At  the  end  of  each  month,  he  shall  prepare  a . list  of  names  in  alphabetical  order  .of  all 
members  .working  in  the  pottery,  designating  the  occupation  of  each,  and  mark  the  amount  col- 
lected opposite  his  or  her  name.,  , . , , 

On  the  back.of  the,  one  per  cent  slip, he  shall  send  in.the  names  of  alf.persons  worh- 
pg  in  the  pottery  who  are  suspended  or  non-members  of  the  organization.  Each  report  shall 
contain  the  pays  falling  due  between  the  first  and  lqst  day  of  the  month.  The  date  of  each 
collection  shall  be  marked  on  the  slip  and  the  chairman  of  collectors  allowed  ten  days  from 
date  of  last  collection  to  make  out  his  monthly  rpport  and  forward  same  to  the  National 
Secretary.  1 

, Fpr  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  he  shall  receive  three  per  cent  of  all  money 
collected  in  the  pottery. 

3.  . DUTIES  OF  THE  SIJB-COLLECTOR.  On  each  pay  day  he  shall  collect  one  per  cent 
pf  the  earnings  of  all  members  working  in  the  departments  assigned  him,  turn  over  the 
same  to  the  chairman  of  collectors,  securing  his  receipt  therefor. 

He  shall  also  report,  all  members  who  have  not  paid  their  one  per  cent,  stating  the 
reason  fpr  not  so  doing.  Also  report  to  the  chairman  all  persons  working  in  his  department 
who  are  suspended  or  non-members  of  the  organization. 

For  the  faithful  performance  pf  his  duties  he  shall  receive  two  per  cent  pf  the  money 
collected  in  his  department. 

4.  DUTIES  OF  TH!E  ‘NATIONAL  SECRETARY.  The  duties  of  the  National  Secre- 
tary, in  .addition  to  appointing  a chairman  of  collectors  in  each  pottery  in  East  Liverpool, 
shall  be  to  give  his  receipt  for  all.  moneys  received,  make  note  of  all  members  who  have  not 
paid  their  one  per  cent  and  notify  the  local  union  of  which  they  are  members,  specifying  the 
action  that  should  be  taken  in  the  matter. 

He  shall  make  a report  quarterly  of  the  money  received  from  each  pottery  and  a copy 
of  same  sent  to  each  local  union. 

5.  DUTIES  OF  THE  FIRST . VICE-PRESIDENT.  The  1st,  Vice-President  shall  per- 
form the  sapip  duties,  in  Trenton  as  the  National  Secretary  does  in  East  Liverpool,  with  the 
exception  of  making  his  report  quarterly  and  sending  a copy  of  same  to  each  local  union.

We,  the  undersigned,  move  for  the  consideration  of  the  Fifteenth  Convention 
of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  That  we  go  back  to  the  old  way  of  counting  dinner  and  tea  ware,  for 
the  simple  reason,  the  jiggermen  have  a different  price  for  every  size  of  flat,  so  much  for  5 
inch  and  so  much  for  6 inch  and  7 and  8 inch.  Now,  our  price  is  ruled  by  the  count,  5 inch 
count  36  to  the  dozen,  6 inch  30  to  dozen,  7 and  8 inch  18  to  dozen,  and  so  it  runs  on  every 
other  class  of  ware.  Now,  it  takes  longer  to  print  an  8 inch  plate  than  it  does  a 5 inch. 
Why  should  we  not  get  more  for  them?  The  same  thing  in  dishes.  Why  should  we  print  a 
14  inch  or  16  inch  dish  for  the  same  price  as  an  8 inch  dish,  or  why  should  we  print  a soup 
tureen  for  the  same  price  as  a cup  and  saucer?  Now,  the  makers  don’t  make  them  for  the 
same  price  and  we  don’t  see  why  we  should  print  them  for  the  same.  And  all-over  toilet 
ware  printed  with  sheet  patterns  should  have  a scale  to  work  on  and  we  think  it  should  go 
by  the  number  of  prints  it  takes,  say  5c  per  print  for  14x14,  6c  for  14x16  per  print.

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Report  of  Proceedings 


OPENING  SESSION 


K.  0.  T.  M.  HALL,  AKRON,  OHIO,  JULY  9,  1906. 


The  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10:15  a;  m.  by  T.  J.  Mumford, 
chairman  of  the  Reception  Committee. 

In  welcoming  the  delegates  to  the  city,  Brother  Mumford  said: 

“Brother  Delegates  to  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of 


“It  is  indeed  a great  pleasure  for  me  to  extend  to  you  in  behalf  of  the  trades  unions 
of  Summit  county  a hearty  welcome  to  the  “Tip  Top”  city  of  Ohio. 

“It  is  needless  for  me  to  explain  to  you  just  how  pleased  we  are  to  have  you  bring 
your  convention  to  Akron.  Let  it  suffice  to  say  that  we  have  looked  forward  to  your  sojourn 
in  our  midst  as  one  of  the  remarkable  events  in  the  history  of  our  trades  unions,  and  let  me 
say,  also,  you  occupy  an  enviable  position  in  our  city’s  history,  being  the  first  national  orga- 
nization which  has  truly  estimated  the  advantages  that  Akron  affords  as  a convention  city. 

“We  are  mindful  of  the  great  responsibility  which  your  presence  here  at  this  time  as 
guests  of  our  city  involves  and  we  trust  that  our  inexperience  will  not  interfere  with  that 
hospitality  which  is  always  thrust  upon  representatives  to  a convention  like  this. 

“We  trust  that  your  sojourn  in  Akron  will  be  a pleasant  and  profitable  one  to  you  and 
the  noble  organization  you  represent.  We  hope  that  you  will  take  back  to  your  homes  pleas- 
ant recollections  of  the  good  time  you  spent  in  Akron,  and  also  that  the  results  of  your 
mental  deliberations  will  be  of  such  high,  beneficent  character  to  not  only  those  whom  you 
are  representing  directly,  but  that  it  will  tend  to  further  extend  the  influence  of  our  grand 
brotherhood  in  the  future  and  enable  it  to  still  remain  the  only  positive  contending  phase  for 
the  betterment  of  the  industry  and  the  toiler  in  the  same.” 

Brother  Mumford  then  introduced  Mr.  Charles  W.  Kempel,  Mayor  of  Akron,  who  in  a 
neat  address  gave  the  delegates  a hearty  welcome  to  the  city. 

President  Duffy,  on  behalf  of  the  delegates,  then  spoke  as  follows: 

“In  response  to  the  warm  welcome,  extended  by  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  by  the 
President  of  the  Central  Labor  Union,  I will  say,  on  behalf  of  the  delegates  to  this  conven- 
tion, that  we  greatly  appreciate  your  kind  words,  and,  while  m your  city,  we  will  try  to  prove 
ourselves  worthy  of  the  kind  and  generous  treatment  which  you  promise.  It  is  an  unusual 
pleasure  to  be  welcomed  to  a city  of  this  kind  by  a mayor  who  comes  from  the  ranks  of  labor, 
and  who  has  been  prominently  identified  with  trades  unionism.  Mayor  Kempel  is  not  a 
college  graduate.  His  alma  mater  is  the  shop  of  toil,  and  his  diploma  is  toil’s  inscription  upon 
stained  and  wrinkled  hands.  By  this  I would  not  have  you  understand  that  I mean  to  detract 
from  the  value  and  importance  of  education;  for  I believe  that  it  is  something  that  every 
man  who  is  fortunate  enough  to  get  it  should  aspire  to,  and  thai  the  man  who  is  fortunate 
enough  to  get  it  is  better  equipped  for  the  battle  of  life  than  he  would  be  without  it.  But 
what  I wish  to  impress  upon  you  is,  that  such  men  as  Mayor  Kempel  demonstrate  that  within 
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the  ranks  of  organized  labor  can  be  found  men  who,  in  intelligence,  tact  and  wisdom,  are  the 
equals  of  their  fellow-men  in  any  and  every  walk  of  life. 

“This  movement  of  ours  is  the  strongest  and  most  intelligent  expression  of  the  labor- 
ing man’s  desire  and  determination  to  secure  justice,  and  to  push  away  the  clouds  that  rob 
his  life  of  sunshine  and  happiness. 

“It  has  been  said  that  if  we  want  an  honest  horse  race  we  must  tirst  have  an  honest 
human  race.  And  if  we  wish  to  get  justice  in  the  race  of  life  we  must  do  our  part  to  make 
an  honest  human  race.  The  trade  union  movement  is  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  and  one 
of  the  strongest  influences  in  the  world  today. 

“From  its  firmament  there  shines  in  rays  of  sparkling  splendor  those  bright  stars  of 
Unity,  justice  and  brotherly  love,  lighting  up  the  dark  and  dreary  path  of  life  and  giving  hope 
and  encouragement  to  those  who  find  the  struggle  for  bread  so  hard  and  so  discouraging. 
We  desire  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the  toilers  of  our  country  and  of  the  world,  not  by  force, 
as  our  enemies  would  have  people  believe,  but  by  teaching  men  the  duty  they  owe  one  an- 
other. Sometimes  some  misguided  enthusiast  will,  in  time  of  labor  troubles,  commit  an  act 
of  violence  and  it  is  denounced  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other,  and  the  opponents 
of  the  labor  movement  send  forth  the  cry  that  trade  unionism  should  be  abolished  because  of 
that  act  of  violence.  But  would  anyone  dare  to  say  that  we  should  abolish  education  and  de- 
stroy the  colleges  and  universities  of  the  country  because  of  the  violence  of  hazing,  which  is 
the  common  practice  and  which  has  been  the  means  of  maiming  and  killing  many  individuals? 

“The  labor  movement  is  not  perfect.  It  is  subject  to  all  the  imperfections  of  frail 
humanity.  It  is  trying  to  wipe  out  poverty,  ignorance  and  injustice  by  the  most  intelligent 
methods  that  have  yet  been  invented  by  the  human  mind.  Organized  labor  does  not  look 
upon  matters  from  a purely  selfish  standpoint.  It  takes  in  the  rights  of  all  whether  employer 
or  employe.  It  has  a mind,  a heart  and  a conscience;  it  fights  with  the  weapons  of  truth  and 
justice;  and  truly  can  we  say: 

“We  love  no  triumphs  won  by  force; 

They  stain  their  brightest  cause. 

’Tis  not  in  blood  that  liberty 
Inscribes  her  civil  laws. 

She  writes  them  in  the  people’s  hearts 
In  language  clear  and  plain. 

True  thoughts  have  ruled  the  world  before 
And  so  they  shall  again.” 

“And  organized  labor  is  aiming  to  bring  about  a condition  under  which  the  truest 
thoughts  and  most  just  and  sympathetic  hearts  shall  rule  the  world,  knowing  that  a greater 
proportion  of  the  people  shall  then  get  justice.  Again  let  me  repeat  our  earnest  appreciation 
of  the  kind  words  of  welcome  of  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  President  of  the  Central  Labor 
Union,  and  assure  them  that  the  conduct  of  our  delegates,  both  in  convention  and  throughout 
the  city,  will  be  such  as  to  win  the  esteem  of  the  people  of  Akron.” 

President  Duffy  then  called  upon  Ex-President  Hughes  for  a few  remarks.

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Tuesday,  July  10th 

Morning  Session 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  J.  Duffy. 

The  roll  call  showed  all  delegates  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  adopted  as  corrected. 

First  Vice-President  F.  H.  Hutchins  then  read  his  annual  report,  after  which  it  was 
referred  to  Committee  on  Office  s’  Reports. 

President  Duffy  then  read  the  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  Convention. 

Motion  by  L.  M.  Martin  that  the  report  be  accepted  and  spread  on  the  minutes. 

Amendment  by  P.  J.  McKeone  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions. 

Amendment  carried. 

Motion  as  amended  carried. 

The  report  reads  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Brother- 
hood of  Operative  Potters  : 

Sisters  and  Brothers  : — 

In  Old  City  Hall,  Pittsburg,  President  Gompers  called  to  order  the  25th  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  on  Monday,  November  13,  1905,  at  10  a.  m. 
Hon  James  B.  Drew  was  then  introduced  and  on  behalf  of  Mayor  Hays  he  extended  a wel- 
come to  the  delegates  in  most  eloquent  and  sympathetic  language.  President  Gompers 
responded  in  a very  able  and  appropriate  address. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  then  read,  which  showed  that  there 
were  309  delegates  present,  representing  83  National  and  International  Unions,  22  State 
Federations,  71  Central  Bodies  and  19  Federal  Labor  Unions,  besides  delegates  from  the 
British  Trade  Union  Congress,  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Congress,  Farmers  Educational 
Co-operative  Union,  Women’s  International  Union  Label  League  and  the  Woman’s  National 
Trade  Union  League. 

The  report  of  President  Gompers  was  very  interesting.  He  reviewed  briefly  the  prog- 
ress of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  and  told  of  the  obstacles  and  adverse  circum- 
stances it  encountered  in  its  early  history.  Twenty-five  years  of  struggle  in  the  labor  move- 
ment with  all  the  trials  and  hardships  it  naturally  suggests  can  not  fail  to  impress  the  labor- 
ing people  with  the  worth  of  such  an  organization,  as  well  as  to  fill  them  with  hope  in  the 
future  welfare  of  trades  unionism  and  inspire  them  to  do  their  utmost  to  continue  the  prog- 
ress which  the  history  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  represents. 

The  reports  of  Secretary  Morrison  and  Treasurer  Lennon  show  that  the  total  receipts 
for  the  year  were  $308,435.56;  expenses  $196,170.10.  Leaving  a balance  in  the  treasury 
of  $114,265.46. 

During  the  year  charters  were  granted  to  3 International  Unions,  1 State  Federation, 
67  Central  Bodies  and  216  Local  Trade  and  Federal  Labor  Unions. 
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The  delegates  listened  to  a very  interesting  address  by  Mr.  Paul  Kenneday,  secretary 
of  the  New  York  Medical  Society,  which  has  for  its  object  the  prevention  and  cure  of  tuber- 
culosis or  consumption.  Mr.  Kenneday  gave  figures  showing  the  proportion  of  deaths  re- 
sulting from  consumption  in  comparison  with  other  diseases.  His  statistics  showed  that 
almost  40  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in  New  York  City  were  due  to  consumption.  He  alsc 
showed  how  it  affected  the  people  of  the  various  nationalities  and  of  the  different  trades  or 
occupations.  In  some  trades,  such  as  marble  and  stone  cutters,  over  50  per  cent,  of  the 
people  died  of  consumption.  As  there  are  no  potters  in  New  York  City  we  did  not  find  out. 
what  proportion  of  potters  are  subject  to  the  disease.  The  Federation  decided  to  co-operate 
with  this  society  in  the  work  of  preventing  and  curing  this  awful  disease.  Your  delegates 
were  very  much  interested  in  this  question,  since  many  insurance  companies  and  fraternal 
societies  will  not  grant  insurance  policies  to  potters,  something  which  we  think  is  unjust,  as, 
in  our  opinion,  the  health  of  the  potter  excels  that  of  some  of  the  people  in  occupations 
against  which  the  insurance  companies  place  no  bar. 

As  in  past  conventions  much  time  was  taken  up  with  jurisdiction  fights.  The  most 
interesting  dispute  was  between  the  Plumbers  and  the  Steam  Fitters.  The  Steam  Fitters 
made  application  for  a charter  to  which  the  Plumbers  objected  as  they  claim  jurisdiction 
over  the  Steam  Fitters..  After  much  debate  and  wrangling  the  convention  passed  a motion 
recommending  that-  the  Executive  Council  grant  a charter  to  the  Steam  Fitters. 

When  the  Stogie  Makers’  application  for  a charter  came  before  the  convention  it  was 
given  very  little  consideration  and  was  rejected  even  though,  in  our  opinion,  they  had  a much 
stronger  case  than  the  Steam  Fitters. 

It  would  be  impossible  for  your  delegates  to  report  on  all  matters  acted  on  in  this  con- 
vention. Among  the  numerous  measures  passed  were  resolutidns  favoring  the  establishment 
of  a parcel  • post  system,  asking  for  the  establishment 
of  law?s  prohibiting  prison  labor  from  coming  into  competition  with  free  labor,  favoring  the 
admission  of  w'omen  to  the  full  rights  of  citizenship,  extending  congratulations  to  the  labor- 
ing people  of  Russia  on  the  success  of  their  recent  strike  and  the  step  taken  towards  free- 
dom, calling  for  the  reenactment  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  law,  condemning  the  corruption  of 
insurance  companies  and  numerous  other  resolutions.

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(committee  of  three  to  investigate  his  conduct  toward  the  order  and  its  members  during  the 
time  he  has  held  such  card;  if  the  committee  reports  favorably  a ballot  shall  be  taken  and  by 
a majority  vote  the  applicant  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  by  taking  the  obligation  of  the 
■organization,  and  upon  payment  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  together  with  monthly  dues  and 
assessments  from  the  date  he  re-entered  the  trade;  but  if  the  committee  reports  unfavorably 
then  a ballot  shall  be  taken  and  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  of 
his  admission  the  President  shall  reject  his  card.  No  saloonkeeper  shall  retain  membership 
in  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters. 

Committee  on  Law  recommended  non-adoption. 

Motion  by  Dorff  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

RESOLUTION  No.  2 BY  LOCAL  UNION  No.  4 

Resolved,  That  Article  XI,  Section  3,  of  Local  Rules  and  Regulations,  be  and  hereby 
is  amended  to  read: 

A member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  or  assessments  shall  not  be  restored  to 
membership  except  he  apply  in  writing  to  be  restored,  which  application  shall  be  referred  to 
a committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  his  character  and  fitness  for 
membership,  and  if  the  committee  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  local  shall  report  favor- 
ably a ballot  shall  be  taken  and  if  a majority  of  the  members  present  sustain  the  report  of 
the  committee,  the  applicant  shall  be  reinstated  upon  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  National 
Rules  and  Regulations  shall  prescribe,  and  take  upon  himself  or  herself  the  obligation  of  this 
organization.

Whereas,  Realizing  that  the  increase  in  membership  in  our  ranks  must  of  necessity 
add  to  the  labors  of  our  National  President  and  that  the  logical  channel  of  relief  is  in  the 
creation  of  an  office  which  shall  assume  a part  of  his  work;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention  shall  create  the  office,  define  the 
duties  and  fix  the  rate  of  compensation  of  a District  Organizer.

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  custom  for  the  national  officers  to  submit  to  the  manufac- 
turers, several  weeks  after  the  convention  adjourns,  a copy  of  the  demands  made  by  the 
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convention  which  gives  them  (the  manufacturers)  ample  time  to  get  together  and  prepare  to 
fight  the  same,  or  to  prepare  counter  propositions;  and 

Whereas,  Our  conference  committee,  so  far  as  the  operatives  are  concerned,  must 
meet  the  opposite  side  at  a decided  disadvantage;  not  knowing  what  they  will  have  to  fight 
against  no  matter  how  well  prepared  they  might  be  to  fight  for  the  demands  of  the  trade;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  if  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  must  submit  any  proposition  to  the 
manufacturers  prior  to  the  conference,  the  manufacturers  should  present  their  list  of  demands 
the  same  date;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  henceforth  no  propositions  be  forwarded  to  the  manufacturers  prior  to 
the  conference  except  in  exchange  for  propositions  from  them;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  set  the  time  for  such  exchange,  allowing  sufficient 
time  for  each  side  to  review  carefully  the  other’s  propositions. 

Committee  on  Law  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  Hodge  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  is. 

Motion  carried. 

RESOLUTION  No.  7 BY  LOCAL  UNION  No.  9 

Whereas,  In  our  opinion  Section  4 of  Article  V of  the  Local  Rules  and  Regulations  is 
extremely  arbitrary,  so  much  so  that  taken  literally  it  many  times  prevents  locals  from  send- 
ing their  best  material  as  delegates  to  the  conventions,  because  they,  through  sickness  or 
through  urgent  business  have  been  compelled  to  be  absent  from  one  or  more  meetings  of  their 
local  during  the  three  months  prior  to  the  election  of  delegates,  and 

Whereas,  We  recognize  that  the  intent  of  the  Article  is  to  encourage  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  local  meetings  and  to  secure  thoroughly  posted  delegates  at  our  conventions,  yet 
we  believe  that  the  said  section  should  be  changed,  and  we  respectfully  submit  the  following 
as  a substitute: 

No  member  of  any  local  union  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  a delegate  who  has  been 
absent  more  than  three  meetings  of  his  or  her  local  union  during  the  three  months  prior  to 
the  election,  and  must  be  in  good  standing  for  three  months  prior  to  the  election  of  delegates 

Committee  on  Law  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  Harney  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  hy  Moran  that  Resolution  No.  7 be  referred  back  to  the  delegates  of  Local 
Union  No.  9 with  instructions  to  add  a clause  covering  sickness. 

Motion  to  refer  carried. 

The  morning  session  then  adjourned.

Whereas,  We  find  through  the  reports  of  our  standing  committee  that  there  is  a vari- 
ance of  prices  paid  between  Trenton  and  the  western  shops  for  similar  work,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  it  would  be  of  unlimited  benefit  to  the  trade  and  also  this  con- 
vention if  a representative  of  each  of  the  three  standing  committees  could  meet  and  confer 
with  the  delegates  representing  the  same  trade,  and  learn  exact  conditions  in  the  various 
sections  and  shops  which  they  represent,  and  also  impart  information  acquired  by  them  at 
their  meetings  with  the  manufacturers,  and  which  we  believe  would  be  conducive  to  bringing 
about  equalization  of  prices  and  conditions  above  referred  to;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  each  of  the  three  different  standing  committees  be 
and  are  hereby  privileged  to  sit  in  all  national  conventions  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  with  unstinted 
power  of  speech  and  vote.  Said  representatives  to  be  known  as  delegates  at  large. 
Expenses  and  wages  of  such  delegates  to  be  borne  by  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative

Whereas,  In  different  potteries  new  articles  have  been  made  for  an  indefinite  time 
without  settlement  and  then  finally  thrown  out  and  nothing  more  heard  of  them;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  nothing  in  our  agreement  with  the  manufacturers  specifying  a 
limited  time  for  making  such  articles  before  sending  them  to  the  standing  committee  for 
settlement,  we  deem  it  only  right  and  just  that  there  should  be  a limited  time  set;

RESOLUTION  No.  51 

The  last  convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  recognizing  the  necessity  of 
fraternal  co-operation  among  the  wage-earners  of  all  civilized  countries  and  the  advantage 
that  would  result  from  closer  co-operation  and  fraternal  consideration,  adopted  the  following 
resolution: 

“Resolved,  That  in  the  interest  of  solidarity  of  the  wage-workers  of  the  world,  the 
Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  be  instructed  to  correspond  with  the 
various  affiliated  national  and  international  unions  of  this  country  and  Europe,  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  a recognition  of  membership  cards,  whereby  a trades  unionist  from  any  country 
would  be  exempt  from  payment  of  initiation  fees  in  another  country;  provided  he  or  she  had 
been  for  three  years  prior  a member  in  continuous  good  standing  in  his  or  her  union;  and  to 
report  their  recommendations  to  the  next  convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.7’ 

The  Executive  Council  in  turn  has  referred  this  entire  subject-matter  to  the  under- 
signed, and  it  is  in  compliance  therewith,  as  well  as  in  furtherance  of  my  own  convictions 
and  hopes,  that  this  letter  is  addressed  to  you. 

There  are  a number  of  international  trade  unions  in  America  which  have  adopted  laws 
by  which  members  of  a trade  or  calling,  coming  to  this  country  with  a clear  card,  showing 
their  continuous  membership  in  a bonafide  union  of  their  trade  in  another  part  of  the  world, 
are  entitled  to  admission  to  membership  without  the  payment  of  an  initiation  or  entrance  fee. 

The  purpose  of  my  now  writing  to  you  is  to  inquire  how  far  all  the  unions  of  all  coun- 
tries, the  United  States  of  America  included,  would  be  willing  to  take  definite  action  upon 
this  proposition. 

Of  course  if  any  action  of  this  character  is  to  be  taken,  it  should  be  absolutely  recip- 
rocal, so  that  it  would  be  mutually  advantageous,  and  tend  to  the  greater  fraternization  and 
to  the  best  interests  of  all  the  wage-workers  of. the  entire  civilized  world. 

Hoping  to  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience  what  provision  your  organiza- 
tion has  already  made  or  is  willing  to  make  in  regard  to  the  above,  I am,

Whereas,  There  is  no  sick  or  funeral  fund  connected  with  the  order  at  the  present 
time  and  we  believe  such  a fund  would  increase  the  membership  and  strengthen  the  organiza- 
tion: therefore  be  it

sum  of  $5.00  per  week  sick  benefits  and  $100.00  death  or  funeral  benefits;  and  be  it

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  25  cents  per  month  be  charged  in  addition  to  the  dues  now 
in  force,  said  dues  to  be  placed  in  a fund  to  be  known  as  the  sick  and  funeral  fund,  and  shall

Resolved,  That  it  shall  not  be  compulsory  but  left  entirely  to  members’  option  in 
regard  to  joining  said  fund;  that  not  more  than  13  consecutive  weeks  benefits  be  paid  to 
any  brother  at  one  time  and  that  members  are  not  entitled  to  benefits  until  the  expiration  of 
six  months  after  joining  said  fund  and  should  the  sum  charged  for  dues  not  be  sufficient  the 
national  officers  shall  levy  an  assessment  sufficient  to  meet  such  obligations.

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•class  and  compelling  them  to  pay  such  high  rates  for  insurance  as  to  place  it  beyond  the 
means  of  the  average  potter  to  carry  an  insurance  policy;  and  as  we  believe  that  the  time 
bas  come  when  steps  should  be  taken  to  prove  that  the  claim  of  the  insurance  companies  is 
mntrue  and  their  position  unjust;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  suitable  blank  forms  be  prepared  and  furnished  to  local  unions,  with- 
out  cost  Such  blank  forms  shall  call  for  the  name,  age,  duration  of  sickness,  cause  of 
•death,  length  of  time  deceased  had  worked  in  the  pottery,  and  the  signature  of  the  attending 
.physician.  Upon  the  death  of  a member  of  any  local  union  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  have  this  blank  form  filled  out  and  forwarded  to  the  National  Secretary- 

Motion  by  Mumford  that  the  resolution  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried. 

RESOLUTION  B 

Whereas,  Some  of  the  insurance  companies  and  many  of  oar  fraternal  societies  place 
the  potters  in  the  hazardous  class,  which  rate  is  so  high  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the 
•average  potter  to  take  out  life  insurance;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  high  rate  is  uncalled  for,  as  it  can  be  proven  that 
the  death  rate  among  the  potters,  either  from  tuberculosis,  or  accidents,  is  much  lower  than 
in  many  other,  crafts,  which  the  insurance  companies  carry  as  ordinary  risks;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  do  most  emphatically  protest  against  such  Unwarranted  action  on 
the  part  of  these  insurance  companies;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  members  to  use  their  influence  in  behalf  of  the  insurance 
•companies  and  fraternal  societies  that  do  not  place  the  members  of  our  craft  in  the  hazard- 
ous class. 

Motion  by  P.  J.  McKeone  that  the  resolution  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List: 

RESOLUTION  No.  47  BY  LOCAL  UNION  No.  81 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  sanitary  mold  makers  receive  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3.50) 
per  day  for  mold  making,  and  four  dollars  ($4.00)  per  day  for  blocking  and  casing;  nine  hours 
to  be  a day’s  work  and  five  hours  on  Saturday.

Whereas,  The  existing  methods  of  depriving  a local  union  of  the  right  to  strike  and  to 
receive  strike  benefits  without  being  required  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Board 
has  been  the  means  of  working  great  injustice  to  the  trade;  having  prevented  those  working 
at  the  Keystone  and  other  sanitary  potteries  from  striking  and  forcing  them  to  work  under 
unfair  conditions  during  what  is  known  as  the  dunt  season,  during  which  time  the  losses  of 
our  members  amounted  to  thousands  of  dollars;  and 

Whereas,  During  a similar  trouble  at  the  Great  Western  Pottery  Co.,  Kokomo,  the 
members  of  that  local  stood  alone  upon  their  manhood  and  refused  to  pay  for  dunted  ware 
with  the  result  that  the  Company  agreed  to  accept  the  responsibility  for  two  months  during 
which  time  the  trouble  in  question  disappeared,  thereby  upholding  the  dignity  of  organized 
labor  and  giving  to  our  brothers  the  wages  to  which  they  were  justly  entitled;  and 

Whereas,  The  existing  policy  has  caused  serious  and  deep  seated  dissatisfaction 
among  our  members,  who  feel  that  they  are  unduly  hampered  by  red  tape  and  that  the  pres- 
ent system  robs  them  of  that  virility  and  consciousness  of  direct  power  and  responsibility 
without  which  a trade  union  degenerates  into  a mere  condolence  society;  and 

Whereas,  We  feel  that  those  working  at  any  branch  of  the  trade  know  more  about 
their  particular  needs  than  anyone  else  and  are  fully  capable  of  deciding  for  themselves 
when  radical  measures  are  advisable;  and 
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Whereas,  We  recognize  the  fact  that  a labor  union,  like  every  other  business  organi- 
sation, must  of  necessity  operate  upon  a selfish  basis,  bitter  experience  having  taught  us  that 
we  were  deluded  in  expecting  the  support  of  the  other  branches  of  the  pottery  trade  even 
when  our  needs  were  great  and  our  cause  just;  and 

Whereas,  We  have  contributed  to  the  defense  fund  and  we  feel  that  each  local  has  a 
moral  right  to  draw  from  that  fund  upon  its  own  demand  for  strike  benefits,  amounting  to 
•such  a percentage  of  the  defense  fund  as  its  membership  bears  to  the  entire  membership  of 
the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  each  local  union  shall  have  power  to  strike  at  its  own  discretion  for 
any  cause,  excepting  for  wages  in  excess  of  the  uniform  list  as  adopted  by  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.; 

That  it  shall  require  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a regular  meet- 
ing to  declare  a strike; 

That  a strike  may  be  declared  at  a special  meeting  of  the  local  union,  provided  that 
•each  member  in  good  standing  be  duly  notified  to  attend  and  the  nature  of  the  grievance  be 
mentioned  in  the  call  for  such  special  meeting; 

That  each  local  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  upon  its  own  demand  from  the  defense  fund 
•of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  for  strike  benefits  amounting  to  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  week  for  each 
member  entitled  thereto,  provided  that  the  total  amount  eo  drawn  within  a year  shall  not  ex- 
ceed such  a percentage  of  the  amount  in  said  fund  at  the  beginning  of  the  strike  or  lockout 
as  the  number  of  members  in  good  standing  in  the  local  union  bears  to  the  total  membership 
of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  rules  or  regulations  conflicting  with  this  Resolution  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Committee  on  Law  recommended  that  Resolution  No.  62  be  rejected.

Resolved,  That  the  following  measurements  and  prices  shall  govern  vents: 

No.  1.  Vents  shall  be  measured  in  glost  in  outside  length  at  longest  points  and  the 
outside  circumference  or  length  of  part  attached  to  the  closet. 

No.  2.  The  minimum  price  paid  for  local  or  trap  vents  shall  be  eight  cents  each. 

No.  3.  Staple  vents  put  on  staple  closets  not  exceeding  five  inches  in  length  at  longest 
point,  or  twelve  inches  in  outside  circumference  or  length  of  part  attached  to  closet,  shall  be 
paid  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  each. 
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No.  4.  Staple  vents  exceeding,  five  inches  in  length  at  longest  point  put  on  staple? 
elosets,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  inch  in  excess  plus  the  minimum  price. 

No.  5.  Staple  vents  exceeding  twelve  inches  in  outside  circumference  or  length  of 
part  attached  to  closet  put  on  staple  closets  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  for  each, 
two  and  one-half  inches  in  excess  plus  the  minimum  price. 

No.  6.  Staple  vents  made  in  two  or  more  pieces  to  be  stuck  together  after  being: 
taken  from  the  molds  in  which  they  are  made  shall  be  paid  a price  determined  by  their 
measurement  plus  ten  per  cent  of  the  same. 

No,  7.  AH  vents  on  which  the  use  of  a tool,  commonly  called  a reamer  or  cutter  is. 
required,  shall  be  paid  a price  determined  by  their  measurement  plus  ten  per  cent  of 
the  same. 

No.  S.  AH  special  or  complicated  vents  to  be  paid  a price  determined  by  the  average: 
time  consumed  by  the  presser  in  their  manufacture  at  the  regular  price  fur  a day’s  work. 

No.  9,  In  case  of  specialties  which  have  been  settled  entire  and  on  which  the  price 
of  the  vents  has  not  been  settled  separately  the  said  specialty  shall  be  subject  to  an  increase, 
of  fifteen  per  cent,  of  its  present  price. 

Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  32'. 
with  the  following  amendment: 

Strike  out  Section  No.  9 and  insert  as  a substitute  therefor  the  following: 

Whenever  a specialty  carries  a vent  for  which  nothing  has  been  paid  heretofore,  such 
vent  shall  be  paid  according  to  the  above  scale. 

Motion  by  Cartledge  that  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

Motion  carried. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Law: 

RESOLUTION  No.  67  BY  LOCAL  UNION  No.  35 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  convention  appoint  an  assistant  to  the  First  Vice-President, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  the  defense  assessments  collected  in  Trenton,  and  turn  over 
same  to  the  First  Vice-President.  The  assistant  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  3 per  cent  on 
all  assessments  received. 

Committee  cn  Law  recommended  the  rejection  of  Resolution  No.  67,  and  offer  the 
following  as  a substitute:

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Whereas,  Recognizing  the  justness  of  the  eight-hour  movement  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union,  and  the  importance  of  its  successful  termination  to  organized  labor  in 
general,  and  believing  that  it  is  our  duty  to  assist  our  sister  organization  in  every  way 
possible;  and 

Whereas,  It  having  come  to  our  attention  that  the  Werner  Printing  Co.,  of  Akron, 
publishers  of  the  Werner  Twentieth  Century  Edition  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  which  is  now 
being  offered  for  sale  throughout  the  United  States,  is  opposing  the  eight-hour  day  and  union 
shop;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters,  in  convention  as- 
sembled, place  the  above  mentioned  book  on  the  unfair  list  of  our  organization,  and  request 
that  our  members,  their  friends  and  sympathizers,  refrain  from  purchasing  this  work  until 
such  time  as  the  Werner  Company  show  their  fairness  to  organized  labor  by  granting  the 
eight-hour  day  to  members  of  the  International  Typographical  Union. 

Motion  by  P.  J.  McKeone  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  as  read. 

Amendment  by  Allison  that  it  be  entered  on  the  minutes  and  published  in  our  official 

paper. 

Amendment  carried. 

Motion  as  amended  carried. 

Resolutions  were  then  presented  as  follows: 

Resolution  No.  69  by  Local  Union  Nos.  9,  26,  31,  37,  45,  51,  57,  66,  69,  70  and  76 
was  read  and  referred  to  Committee  on  State  of  Order.

Pressers,  turners,  handlers  and  stickers-up  to  pay  10  cents  per  week;  jiggermen  and 
dishmakers  to  pay  20  cents  per  week.  Amount  to  be  deducted  by  firm  each  pay  and  turned 
over  to  sweeper. 

The  green-houses,  stairs,  halls  and  aisles  swept  at  firm’s  expense. 

Motion  by  Crider  that  the  Resolution  as  amended  be  adopted. 

Amendment  by  Dorff  that  it  be  adopted  and  turned  over  to  the  Standing  Committee 
east  and  west. 

Amendment  carried. 

Motion  as  amended  carried.  ' 

RESOLUTION  No.  68  BY  LOCAL  UNION  No.  16 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  all  resolutions  should  be  printed  and  sent  to  the  trade  prev- 
ious to  action  being  taken  by  the  convention;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  adopt  such  measures  as  will  prohibit  the  introduction 
of  resolutions  after  the  convention  convenes,  unless  by  a two-thirds  vote. 

Committee  on  Law  recommended  that  Resolution  No.  68  be  rejected. 

Motion  by  Moore  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

RESOLUTION  No.  2 as  amended  BY  LOCAL  UNION  No.  4 

Resolved,  That  Article  XI,  Section  3,  of  Local  Rules  and  Regulations,  be  and  hereby 
is  amended  to  read: 

A member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  or  assessments  shall  not  be  restored  to 
membership  except  he  apply  in  writing  to  be  restored,  which  application  shall  be  referred  to 
a committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  his  character  and  fitness  for 
membership,  and  if  the  committee  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  local  shall  report  favor- 
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ably  a ballot  shall  be  taken  and  if  a majority  of  the  members  present  sustain  the  report  of 
the  committee,  the  applicant  shall  be  reinstated  upon  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  National 
Rules  and  Regulations  shall  prescribe,  and  take  upon  himself  or  herself  the  obligation  of  this 
organization. 

Any  person  making  application  for  re-instatement  and  having  been  elected  and  duly 
notified,  does  not  appear  for  re-instatement  within  thirty  (30)  days,  shall  forfeit  his  re-in- 
statement fee,  unless  a reasonable  excuse  is  given  and  accepted  by  the  local. 

A suspended  member  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a local  union  other  than  the 
one  suspending  him,  may  be  granted  a transfer  card  upon  the  payment  of  the  usual  fee  to  the 
local  union  holding  such  claim,  provided  the  local  union  to  which  the  card  is  sent  re-obligates 
such  applicant. 

Committee  on  Law  recommended  that  Resolution  No.  2 be  rejected.

Motion  lost. 

Motion  by  Reark  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted  as  read.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report  was  then  called  for,  but  on  motion 
it  was  laid  ovfer  until  Friday  morning’s  session. 

The  afternoon  session  then  adjourned. 
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Friday,  July  13th 

Morning  Session 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  J.  Duffy. 

The  roll  call  showed  all  delegates  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  adopted.  ‘ 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report,  which  was  laid  over  at  Thursday 
afternoon’s  session  was  then  taken  up  and  voted  on  by  sections,  as  follows: 

SECTION  1. 

We  would  recommend  that  all  agreements  and  rules  regulating  speed  be  rigorously 
enforced,  and  it  is  the  sense  of  this  convention  that  such  actions  as  that  of  the  dipper  re- 
ferred to  in  the  President’s  report,  or  any  similar  dishonest  action  in  any  department  of  the 
pottery,  be  considered  an  offense  against  our  organization,  and  that  a heavy  fine  be  imposed 
upon  any  member,  who  after  being  given  a trial,  is  found  guilty  of  such  conduct;  and  if  any 
member  refuses  to  pay  a fine  so  imposed  that  we  invoke  the  assistance  of  the  manufacturer 
in  collecting  same  and  inform  him  why  such  action  was  taken. 

Motion  by  Cox  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

SECTION  2 

We  recommend  that  this  convention  censure  all  those  who  took  part  in  the  secession 
movement,  and  condemn  their  action  as  being  unworthy  of  true  union  men. 

Motion  by  John  Wood  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

SECTION  3 

We  recommend  that  trade  meetings,  such  as  are  referred  to  in  the  President’s  report, 
be  strictly  forbidden  unless  the  parties  thereto  receive  the  consent  of  the  National  President, 
* after  making  application  to  him  for  such  privilege,  stating  at  the  same  time  the  object  of  the 
meeting. 

Motion  by  Harney  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

SECTION  4 

We  recommend  that  if  an  officer  or  member  of  any  local  union  embezzles  the  organi- 
zation’s money,  because  of  the  local’s  failure  to  observe  the  laws,  such  local  union  shall  be 
compelled  to  make  good  tlje  amount,  if  it  is  money  due  the  National  organization;  and  we 
further  recommend  that  all  local  unions,  for  their  own  protection,  be  urged  by  this  conven- 
tion to  place  all  officers  handling  money  under  bond,  the  cost  of  such  bonds  to  be  paid  by  the 
local  union. 

Motion  by  Hodge  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 
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SECTION  5 

We  recommend  that  the  President  be  given  power  to  suspend  or  expel,  without 
any  formality,  any  local  union  or  member  that  refuses  to  observe  the  provisions  of  our  agree- 
ments, or  disregards  the  law  governing  strikes  and  grievances,  or  refuses  to  obey  instructions 
of  the  National  officers  concerning  disputes. 

Motion  by  Alex.  Smith  that  .the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  by  Devlin  that  Section  5 be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  recon- 
struction. 

Motion  to  refer  lost. 

Motion  to  adopt  lost. 

Motion  by  Reark  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopted;  but  that  the 
words  “Executive  Board”  be  substituted  for  “President.” 

Motion  carried.  ' 

SECTION  6 

We  are  conscious  of  the  good  accomplished  through  the  Organization  Committee  in 
East  Liverpool  and  recommend  that  all  local  unions  everywhere,  immediately  after  this  con- 
vention adjourns,  make  every  effort  to  try  and  extend  the  influence  of  our  organization 
into  every  pottery  and  increase  our  membership. 

Motion  by  Humphrey  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried.  ' 

SECTION  7 

We  recommed  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  management  of  the  Potters  Herald,  for 
the  organ  is  doing  grand  work  in  keeping  our  membership  in  touch  with  each  others  interests 
as  well  as  furnishing  the  trade  with  advanced  trades  union  infoimation.  And  we  feel  that  if 
every  member  of  our  organization  would  cooperate  with  the  management  of  the  Herald  that 
its  influence  for  good  can  be  further  extended. 

Motion  by  Ward  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

SECTION  8 

We  most  energetically  urge  upon  the  convention  the  necessity  of  compiling  data  and 
information  relative  to  sizes,  -shapes,  etc.,  and  recommend  that  every  delegate  goes  back  to 
his  local  union  with  a firm  resolution  to  do  all  he  can  towards  getting  his  local  union  to  com- 
ply with  the  regulations  passed  at  the  16th  Annual  Convention. 

Motion  by  L.  M.  Martin  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

SECTION  9 

We  recommend  that  no  distinction  be  made  between  the  sanitary  and  the  general 
ware  presser;  but  that  no  general  ware  presser  be  allowed  to  start  in  sanitary  as  long  as  the 
organization  can  furnish  a sanitary  presser;  should  the  organization  be  unable  to  furnish  a 
sanitary  presser,  then  a general  ware  presser  shall  be  permitted  to  start,  and  he  must  work 
for  one  year  with  the  firm  starting  him,  to  be  recognized  as  a sanitary  presser. 

Motion  by  Fulton  that  Sec.  9 be  laid  over  until  after  Resolution  No.  29  has  been  acted 

upon. 

Motion  carried. 

Tho  morning  session  then  adjourned. 
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Friday,  July  13th 

Afternoon  Session 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  J.  Duffy. 

The  roll  call  showed  all  members  present.

Motion  by  Alex  Smith  that  we  resolve  ourselves  into  a committee  of  the  whole  and 
take  up  Resolution  No.  29. 

Motion  carried. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  spent  the  entire  afternoon  discussing  Resolution  No.  29. 

At  5 p.  m.  the  committee  arose  and  reported  to  the  convention,  recommending  the 
adoption  of  a substitute  for  the  resolution. 

The  substitute  reads  as  follows: 

That  no  general  ware  presser  be  permitted  to  start  at  sanitary  pressing  so 
long  as  the  organization  can  furnish  a sanitary  presser;  but  should  the  organization  be  unable 
to  furnish  a sanitary  presser  on  demand,  then  a general  ware  presser  shall  be  permitted  to 
start.  Such  general  ware  presser  shall  continue  in  the  employ  of  the  firm  at  which  he  starts 
for  a period  of  at  least  one  year,  to  be  recognized  as  a sanitary  presser.

Akron,  Ohio. 

Gentlemen: — 

On  behalf  of  the  Jamestown  Exposition  Company,  I desire  to  extend  to  the 
National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  a cordial  invitation  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  for 
1907  in  the  City  of  Norfolk. 

In  that  year  a great  International  Naval,  Military,  Historical  and  Industrial  Exposition 
will  be  held  on  and  near  the  waters  of  Hampton  Roads,  Virginia,  within  twenty  minutes 
ride  of  the  cities  of  Norfolk,  Portsmouth,  Newport  News,  Hampton  and  Old  Point  Comfort,  in 
commemoration  of  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  first  permanent  English  settlement 
in  America,  at  Jamestown,  Virginia,  in  1607. 

This  section  is  the  most  historic  on  the  American  Continent.  During  ordinary  times 
the  vicinity  bordering  on  Hampton  Roads  possesses  attractions  to  warrant  its  selection  as  a 
meeting  place,  while  during  the  exposition  period  the  natural  advantages  will  be  augmented 
by  many  other  attractions.

to  take  up  this  matter,  gather  statistics  and  all  information  they  can,  and  formulate  some 
plan  for  presentation  to  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Convention,  and  that  it  be  printed  with  the 
Resolutions  that  will  be  sent  out  before  the  next  Convention. 

Motion  by  Wilson  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  adopted.

Report  of  Proceedings 


OPENING  SESSION 

Turner  Hall,  East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  July  8th,  1907. 

The  Seventeenth  Annual  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  Second  Vice-President  Samuel 
W.  Crawford  at  10:15  a.  m. 

Brother  Crawford  then  made  a short  address,  after  which  a communication  from  Mayor 
Blake,  who  was  unable  to  be  present,  in  person,  to  welcome  the  delegates  to  the  city,  was 
read  as  follows: 

“Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention:  I desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to 

President  Duffy  for  the  invitation  to  open  your  convention  by  a few  words  welcoming  the 
delegates  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  I wa3  doubly  glad  to  have  the  honor  and  privilege  because  of 
the  opportunity  afforded  of  meeting  some  of  my  old  compatriots  with  whom  I worked  at  the 
bench  years  ago.  However,  through  no  fault  of  my  own  I cannot  be  present,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  I have  been  subpoenaed  by  the  probate  judge  to  appear  at  his  court  at  the  county 
seat.  To  say  that  I am  very  much  disappointed  at  not  being  able  to  be  present  is  putting  it 
mildly.  As  a law  abiding  citizen  I must  obey  the  mandate  of  the  court. 

“I  would  like  to  meet,  greet  and  shake  the  hand  of  every  delegate  and  bid  him  a hearty 
and  cordial  welcome  to  our  Ceramic  Gity.*  There  is  nothing  in  the  industrial  arts  that  con- 
tributes more  to  ornamentation  than  pottery,  and  its  utility  stands  unsurpassed.  It  has  re- 
ceived the  homage  of  the  great,  and  mankind  of  every  nation  admires  it.  It  is  the  most  an- 
cient of  industries  and  no  artisan  surpasses  the  potter  in  skill. 

“The  representatives  in  your  convention  assembled  are  men  of  probity  and  conscience, 
men  of  pluck  and  courage,  men  who  are  stimulated  by  grand  and  patriotic  motives,  earnest 
and  fearless  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  There  is  nothing  stronger  or  nobler  in  life  than 
the  unconquerable  purpose  of  duty.  You  may  have  many  perplexing  problems  to  solve,  many 
difficulties  and  probably  many  disappointments  to  encounter  in  the  convention,  but  you  must 
remember. that  men^we  their  success  in  life  to  their  conflict  with  difficulties;  it  is  not  what  - 
a man  has,  but  what  a man  is,  that  constitutes  his  honor,  glory  and  bliss. 

“As  mayor  of  this  city,  and  as  an  old  potter,  I extend  to  you  a hearty  and  cordial  wel- 
come. I want  every  delegate  to  feel  that  he  is  at  home.  There  is  a delightful  and  delicious 
sense  of  freedom  in  feeling  at  home,  unsuspicious  of  evil  and  free  of  care,  without  anything 
to  chain  your  thoughts  except  the  elevating  and  uplifting  of  your  union.  T trust  that  your 
deliberations  may  be  characterized  with  much  wisdom,  stimulating  your  energies,  increasing 
your  power  and  momentum.  Your  organization  is  beginning  to  reap  the  fruitage  of  years 
of  toil  and  splendid  effort.  I know  you  are  happy  today  in  the  harvest  of  high,  noble  and 
lofty  aspirations;  happy jn  the  knowledge  that  your  efforts  are  for  the  welfare  and  better- 
ment of  your  fellow  craftsmen ; happy  in  the  meeting  with  friends  and  ripening  of  true 
friendship,  giving  you  additional  strength;  your  hopes  are  higher,  views  clearer,  visions 
loftier  and  nobler. 

“It  is  a laudable  ambition  in  man  to  excel  and  achieve  distinction,  and  the  greatest 
legacy  we  leave  behind  us  which  will  resist  the  corroding  hand  of  time  is  character.  Men 
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differ  as  the  stars.  We  cannot  all  be  great  in  the  general  acceptance  of  the  term,  but  we 
can  be  great  as  God  loves  that  man  should  be  great;  great  in  the  majesty  of  honesty  and  up- 
rightness of  purpose;  great  in  the  conscientious  discharge  of  duties  and  responsibities;  great 
in  the  observance  of  the  law  and  respect  for  the  rights  of  your  fellow  man;  great  in  the  love 
and  loyalty  to  his  union,  home,  country  and  his  God. 

“Well,  boys,  may  God  bless  you  all.  Welcome,  thrice  welcome.  May  this  be  the  pleas- 
antest and  most  profitable  convention  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  has 
ever  held. 

“As  chief  executive  of  this  city  and  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  East  Liverpool,  I again 
bid  you  welcome.

President  Duffy,  on  behalf  of  the  delegates  present,  then  spoke  as  follows: 

“On  behalf  of  the  delegates  here  present  I wish  to  say  that  we  greatly  appreciate  the 
cordial  welcome  that  has  been  extended  by  our  Honorable  Mayor.  In  a sense  it  is  a welcome 
home.  It  was  in  this  city  that  our  organization  was  given  birth;  and  it  was  here  that  it  first 
displayed  the  perseverence,  wisdom  and  energy  which  have  been  the  means  of  concentrating 
the  strength  and  the  efforts  of  the  entire  country  under  our  standard  and  in  our  organization. 

“Sixteen  years  ago  yesterday  our  organization  held  its  first  annual  convention  in  this 
city.  At  that  convention  there  were  12  delegates,  representing  six  local  unions,  with  a total 
membership  of  less  than  200.  There  was  nothing  to  encourage  these  pioneers.  Every  effort 
to  arouse  the  workmen  had  failed,  and  there  were  no  prospects  of  an  immediate  increase  in 
membership.  The  opposition  of  the  employers  was  active  and  seemed  impregnable.  In  the 
treasury  of  the  organization  there  was  nothing  but  hope;  and  during  the  next  few  years  even 
this  almost  entirely  disappeared.  But  still  these  men  labored  on,  sowing  the  seeds  that 
have  blossomed  and  bloomed  into  the  organization  we  have  today.  Through  the  efforts  of 
our  organization  the  dreams  of  that  day  have  become  the  realities  of  today.  We  now  count 
our  members  by  the  thousands  and  our  funds  by  the  hundreds  of  thousands.  Our  record  of 
achievements  is  such  that  all  can  feel  proud  of  what  has  been  accomplished.  We  have  not 
only  bettered  the  condition  of  the  workmen,  but  we  have  changed  the  sentiment  of  this  com- 
munity. We  have  given  the  business  man,  the  employer  and  the  public  in  general  a truer 
and  a higher  conception  of  the  trade  unionist  and  of  trade  unionism.  We  have  demonstrated' 
that  the  man  who  unites  is  the  most  willing  to  respect  the  rights  of  others;  we  have  shown 
that  tire  man  who  has  the  ambition  and  the  courage  to  demand  and  insist  upon  fair  wages 
and  fair  conditions  is  the  man  who  best  loves  his  home  and  who  makes  the  greatest  effort  to 
so  raise  and  educate  his  family  that  they  will  be  well  equipped  to  discharge  the  duties  of  cit- 
izenship and  to  fight  the  battle  of  life,  and  thereby  become  useful  members  of  society;  we 
have  proved  that  a well  fed,  well  housed,  well  clothed  and  well  educated  God  fearing  man  is 
better  for  society,  better  for  the  employer  and  better  for  the  nation  than  an  underfed,  poorly 
clad  and  ignorant  laboring  man. 

“Our  progress  has  not,  and  must  not.  depend  upon  a large  membership  and  a well  filled 
treasury.  These  things  are  valuable  auxiliaries,  but  with  them  we  cannot  accomplish  much 
unless  we  are  wise  in  our  policy,  reasonable  in  our  demands  and  aim  to  be  just  with  our  em- 
ployers as  well  as  with  ourselves.  We  must  not  lack  courage  to  insist  upon  having  that 
which  we  think  is  just;  neither  must  we  hesitate  to  do  justice  to  others.  Our  mission  is  to 
further  the  cause  of  justice  and  promote  the  happiness  of  mankind.  I do  not  maintain  that 
man’s  happiness  depends  absolutely  on  material. things.  “Man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone.”

Often  where  bread  is  most  plentiful — where  luxury  and  plenty  abide,  there  happiness  is 
unknown. 

“Happiness  does  not  come  so  much  from  a full  stomach  as  from  a clear  conscience,  a 
pure  heart  and  a bright  and  cheerful  mind  The  aim  of  the  labor  movement,  then,  when 
rightly  understood,  is  to  make  the  struggle  for  bread  less  intense — to  place  food  and  clothing 
within  easy  reach  of  man — so  that  the  laborer  will  have  more  time  and  opportunity  to  develop 
the  higher  things  of  life — to  dream  with  the  philosophers,  to  sing  with  the  poets,  to  know 
and  worship  his  God  and  to  improve  his  own  inner  self,  his  heart,  his  mind,  his  conscience 
and  to  help  his  fellowmen  to  do  the  same.  This  is  the  idea  we  should  keep  before  us  in  all 
we  aim  to  do  And  if,  in  our  eiforts,  we  are  guided  by  this  spirit  then,  to  use  the  words  of 
another,  “Our  work  shall  last,  and  our  names  shall  shine  as  the  stars  on  high,  when  deep,  in 
the  dust  of  a ruined  past,  the  labors  of  evil  souls  shall  lie.’ 

“In  conclusion  let  me  again  say  that  we  greatly  appreciate  the  warm  welcome  of  our 
worthy  mayor  and  deeply  regret  that  circumstances  have  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  be 
with  us  on  this  occasion.” 

This  ended  the  opening  session  and  President  Duffy  then  called  the  convention  to  order 
in  executive  session.

The  Committee  on  Law  recommended  rejection.

AMENDMENT  TO  ARTICLE  III,  SECTION  3,  NATIONAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

NOMINATION  AND  ELECTION  OF  NATIONAL  OFFICFRS  / 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1.  The  nomination  for  the  several  officers  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Oper- 
ative Potters  shall  take  place  on  last  day  of  session. 

Sec.  2.  The  above  nominations  of  the  several  officers  shall  be  submitted  to  the  trade 
for  vote  on  or  before  January  1st  of  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot  unless  there  is  but  one  candidate.  All  candi- 
dates must  receive  a majority  of  all  votes  cast  before  being  declared  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Union  shall  vote  for  the  national  officers  immediately  at  its  next 
meeting.  All  tally  sheets  must  be  certified  to  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  each  Local 
Union  and  tha  seal  attached  thereto.  Said*  tally  sheets  must  be  returned  to  the  national 
secretary  within  30  days  after  receipt  of  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  above  tally  sheets  must  remain  sealed  until  the  canvassing  board  shall 
meet.  The  canvassing  board  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  evening  of  February  at  7 :30 
p.  m. 

Sec.  6.  The  canvassing  board  shall  consist  of  one  member  from  each  Local  Union  in 
East  Liverpool,  Ohio,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  December  of  each  year.  A major- 
ity of  said  members  shall  constitute  a quorum.  Said  board  shall  elect  a president,  a vice 
president  and  a secretary. 

Sec.  7.  If  at  the  meeting  of  said  board  it  is  found  that  any  office  has  not  received  a ma- 
jority vote,  then  the  said  board  shall  immediately,  through  the  national  secretary,  submit 
those  remaining  for  another  vote,  which  vote  must  be  taken  by  the  different  locals  and  re- 
turned to  the  national  secretary  within  15  days  after  receipt  of  same,  signed  and  sealed  as 
before. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  board  shall  again  meet  as  before,  and  after  going  over  the  several  tally 
sheets  they  shall  report  their  findings  to  the  national  president  and  secretary  signed  by  all 
members  of  said  board  present. 

Sec.  9.  The  national  president  and  secretary  shall  at  once  report  the  result  to  the  sev- 
eral unions  giving  vote  for  each  candidate  in  detail,  and  publish  same  in  official  journal. 

Sec.  10.  If  after  the  second  vote  it  is  shown  that  any  office  has  not  received  the  neces- 
sary vote,  the  vote  shall  then  go  over  until  the  national  convention.  Said  convention  shall  on 
first  day  elect  such  officer  from  names  on  the  ballot  sheet. 

Sec.  11.  The  installation  of  the  officers  elect  shall  take  place  on  the  last  day  of  session, 
being  the  last  order  of  business. 

Sec.  12.  The  national  secretary  shall  notify  all  officers  elected  to  present  themselves  on 
last  day  for  installation.  The  expense  of  said  officers  elect  shall  be  paid  from  the  general 
fund. 

Sec.  13.  No  member  can  be  elected  or  appointed  a member  of  the  canvassing  board 
who  has  been  nominated  for  any  national  office. 
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The  Committee  recommended  that  Resolution  No.  53  be  referred  to  the  Convention  as  a 
Committee  of  the  whole. 

Motion  by  Dennis  that  we  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee,  and  that  the  matter  be 
taken  up  at  Friday  morning’s  session. 

At  this  point  delegate  Geo.  Smith  questioned  the  right  of  the  Convention  to  act  upon  the 
resolution  since  a similar  proposition  had  been  rejected  by  a vote  of  the  trade.

Resolved,  That  the  prices  for  making  new  shapes,  alterations,  or  additions  to  old  ones, 
shall  be  determined  as  follows; 

First.  The  maker  or  makers  of  the  shape  in  question  shall  in  conjunction  with  the  shop 
committee  fix  a sufficient  and  just  price  for  the  same. 

Second.  Should  the  employer  object  to  the  said  price,  he  may  refer  the  matter  for  set- 
tlement to  the  standing  committee,  whose  decisions  shall  be  final,  but  in  the  meantime  he 
shall  pay  said  price. 

Third.  Should  the  standing  committee  decide  that  said  price  is  too  great,  then  in  that 
case  the  makers  shall  return  to  the  employer  the  difference  between  said  price  and  the 
amount  fixed  by  the  standing  committee' 

Fourth.  The  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  guarantees  to  the  employer  the  payment  of  said  difference. 

Fifth.  Should  the  standing  committee  decide  that  said  price  is  too  small,  then  and  in 
that  case  the  employer  shall  pay  the  maker  the  difference  between  said  price  and  the  amount 
fixed  hy  the  standing  committee.

We,  your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  cost  of  building  and  maintaining 
a home  for  indigent  potters,  have  collected  data  bearing  on  the  question  and  feel  that  the 
time  is  not  opportune  to  take  up  such  a project;  therefore  we  recommend  that  no  action  be 
taken  on  the  matter  for  the  present  at  least.

Report  of  Committee  on  Insurance: 

Resolution  No.  99  by  Committee  on  Insurance. 

Having  been  appointed  by  the  national  president  to  draft  a set  of  rules  to  govern  the 
payment  of  sick  benefits  to  the  members  of  the  Brotherhood  wishing  to  participate  in  such  a 
fund,  we,  the  undersigned  committee,  are  of  the  opinion  that  a system  administered  inde- 
pendently of  the  national  union  by  the  local  bodies  would  be  the  most  successful,  as  sick 
relief,  to  be  effective,  must  be  paid  immediately,  which  would  be  impossible  if  conducted  Hy 
the  national  union;  therefore  we  submit  the  following  for  your  consideration: 

Section  1.  This  Society  shall  be  known  as  the  Sick  and  Dividend  Society  of  Local  Union 
No. 

Sec.  2.  Only  members  in  good  standing  in  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Pot- 
ters shall  be  allowed  to  become  members  of  this  Society. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a President,  Vice  President  and 
Secretary-Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  one  year. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good  standing  in  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters, 
who  is  in  good  health  and  of  good  moral  character,  is  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Society. 

Sec.  5.  Meetings  of  this  Society  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  five  (5)  members 
in  good  standing. 

Sec.  6.  At  the  beginning  of  each  dividend  period  the  President  shall  appoint  three  mem- 
bers to  act  as  the  Visiting  or  Sick  Committee;  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  visit  the  sick  mem- 
ber once  a week,  and  report  their  findings  to  the  President. 

Sec.  7.  Each  member  shall  pay  an  initiation  or  entrance  fee  of  50  cents. 

Sec.  8.  The  dues  shall  be  12|  cents  per  week,  payable  bi-weekly,  and  any  member  four 
weeks  in  arrears  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  for  the  space  of  four  weeks  after  such 
arrearage  shall  have  been  paid  in  full,  and  any  member  becoming  sick  during  the  four  weeks 
that  he  is  not  in  good  standing  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  during  that  sickness. 

Sec.  9.  No  benefits  shall  be  allowed  for  the  first  week’s  sickness,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided;  or  for  the  fractional  part  of  any  week;  or  for  sickness  resulting  from  intemperance, 
debauchery  or  other  immoral  conduct. 

Sec.  10.  All  dues  and  assessments  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  by  him 
placed  in  a reliable  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Society;  subject  to  withdrawal  by  check  signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer. 
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Sec.  11.  Any  member  who  is  in  good  standing  in  his  Local  Union  and  does  not  owe  more 
than  four  weeks  dues  to  this  Society,  shall  be  entitled,  when  taken  sick  or  disabled  in  Buch  a 
manner  as  to  prevent  him  from  attending  to  his  usual  vocation,  to  a sum  of  five  dollars  per 
week  after  the  first  week’s  sickness  or  disability;  but  should  a member,  who  has  been  reported 
sick  to  the  Secretary,  be  reported  well,  after  one  full  week’s  sickness,  and  again  take  sick 
within  the  dividend  period,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  from  the  date  of  the  beginning  of 
the  second  sickness;  provided  that  he  has  not  already  received  the  full  amount  of  benefits 
allowed. 

Sec.  12.  No  member  shall  receive  benefits  for  a longer  period  than  fourteen  weeks, 
during  one  continuous  sickness,  or,  within  one  dividend  period. 

Sec.  13.  When  the  funds  of  this  Society  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  sick  benefits  an 
assessment  of  twenty-five  cents  per  member  may  be  levied,  and  any  member  failing  to  pay 
such  assessment  shall  be  excluded  from  the  Society  and  forfeit  all  claims  to  benefits  and 
dividends. 

Sec.  14.  Any  member  becoming  sick  or  injured  shall  notify  the  Secretary  within  three 
days,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a record  of  the  length  or  duration  of 
such  sickness  or  injury. 

Sec.  15.  Any  doubt  being  entertained  as  to  the  sickness  or  disability  of  a member 
claiming  benefits,  the  Society  shall  have  power,  through  its  Visiting  Committee,  to  get  the 
statement  of  a physician  of  repute,  and  demand  a certificate  as  to  date,  nature  and  cause  of 
sickness  or  disability. 

Sec.  16.  In  case  a member  is  working  where  the  distance  is  too  great  to  allow  of  visits 
by  the  Visiting  Committee,  a physician’s  certificate,  duly  attested  before  a notary  public, 
must  be  produced  before  benefits  will  be  paid. 

Sec.  17.  Any  member  having  his  dues  paid  up  and  removes  to  another  locality,  upon 
request,  may  receive  an  equal  share  of  all  money  on  hand,  except  entrance  fees;  or  he  may 
remain  a member  of  this  Society  until  the  end  of  the  dividend  period,  when  he  shall  receive 
his  full  share  pro  rata,  including  his  entrance  fee;  provided  he  intends  to  transfer  member- 
ship to  a sister  Society,  in  which  case  his  entrance  fee  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
such  sister  Society;  but  in  no  case  shall  a member  be  entitled  to  the  entrance  fee,  except  in 
accordance  with  this  clause. 

Sec.  18.  All  claims  against  this  Society,  receiving  the  indorsement  of  the  President, 
Vice  President  and  a majority  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Sec  19.  The  last  meeting  night  of  the  Local  Union  preceding  July  4th,  and  the  last 
meeting  night  of  the  Local  Union  preceding  December  25th,  shall  mark  the  beginning  and 
end  of  dividend  periods  when  the  funds  on  hand,  except  the  entrance  fees,  shall  be  divided 
equally  among  the  members  of  the  Society,  whose  dues  and  assessments  have  been  paid  in 
full  to  the  end  of  the  dividend  period. 

The  Committee  on  Insurance  recommended  adoption  with  the  understanding  that  each 
local  union  shall  have  the  privilege  of  adopting  its  own  by-laws,  with  the  exception  of  the 
initiation  fees;  all  changes  to  be  forwarded  to  the  National  President  for  approval. 

Motion  by  R.  H.  Smith  that  we  concur  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Motion  carried. 
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The  following  communications  were  then  read: 

July  9,  1907. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Duffy,  East  Liverpool,  Ohio. 

Dear  Sir: — 

/ The  enclosed  communication  from  East  Palestine  Pottery  Co.,  is  submitted  for  your 

attention  as  it  is  thought  you  may  find  an  opportunity  to  consider  at  the  present  Convention 
some  means  for  providing  sufficient  workmen  to  operate  all  the  potteries. 

There  seems  to  be  little  question  that  the  operation  of  your  apprentice  rule  is  responsible 
for  the  shortage  of  workmen,  and  for  the  inability  of  the  outside  potteries  to  run  contin- 
uously, and  it  is  just  such  results  as  these  that  cause  bitter  criticism  to  which  Labor  Unions 
are  subjected  from  all  sides  on  account  of  the  unreasonable  limitation  of  apprentices.  Any 
rule  that  brings  about  such  a condition  as  this  can  only  be  regarded  as  wholly  unfair  to  the 
manufacturer  as  well  as  to  workmen  in  other  branches. 

After  the  Convention  I shall  be  pleased  to  have  your  advice  as  to  whether  anything  has 
been  done  to  relieve  this  situation.

Dear  Sir: — I understand  that  you  are  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  negotiate 
with  the  Brotherhood  to  make  provision  for  necessary  kilnhands  where  there  is  a shortage. 
I am  in  receipt  of  a report  of  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  from  our  Canonsburg 
plant,  which  will  make  you  acquainted  with  the  conditions  at  that  place.  We  placed  67  bis- 
que and  95  glost  kilns  from  January  1st  to  July  1st.  We  should  have  made  78  bisque  and 
117  glost,  making  a shortage  of  11  bisque  and  22  glost.  Conditions  there  several  times  dur- 
ing this  period  found  us  with  only  six  glost  kilnhands  to  meet  our  requirements.  You  can 
see  that  this  also  works  a hardship  upon  the  other  departments,  even  in  the  interests  of  the 
employes  at  that  place,  and  I would  think  that  some  equitable  arrangements  could  be  made 
with  the  Brotherhood  to  meet  the  necessary  conditions  in  different  localities.  You  can  realize 
that,  while  you  may  have  a sufficient  number  of  kilnhands  in  East  Liverpool,  very  often  they 
are  not  willing  to  go  to  some  of  the  outside  factories. 

We  have  also  been  considerably  hampered  by  shortage  of  kilnhands  in  East  Palestine  at 
our  two  plants  here,  but  not  to  the  extent  that  I have  mentioned  at  our  Canonsburg  factory. 

Mr.  Duffy  no  doubt  is  acquainted  with  the  numerous  appeals  that  we  have  made  to  his 
office  for  the  shortage  herein  mentioned.  If  there  could  be  any  equitable  arrangements  made 
whereby  we  could  operate  our  Canonsburg  plant  to  its  fullest  capacity,  would  be  pleased  to 
have  you  take  it  up  with  the  Brotherhood. 

Incidentally  I might  also  call  your  attention  to  page  7 in  the  China,  Glass  and  Lamps  of 
this  week.  It  might  be  a good  article  to  which  to  call  the  attention  of  Mr.  Duffy  for  their 
Convention,  which  I understand  is  meeting  in  East  Liverpool  at  the  present  time.

Dear  Sir: — The  writer  was  at  Canonsburg  yesterday  and  found  the  condition  there  in  re- 
gard to  shortage  of  kilnhands  very  detrimental  to  the  operating  of  our  plant,  especially  in 
the  glost  department.  We  should  have  eleven  men  working  on  the  glost  bench,  but  there 
were  only  seven  yesterday,  with  two  others,  possibly,  in  sight. 

There  seems  to  be  a disposition  on  the  part  of  some  few  who  dissipate  to  take  advantage 
of  the  existing  shortage  by  neglecting  their  work,  which  is  very  detrimental  to  our  company, 
as  well  as  to  the  employes  in  the  other  departments,  which  you  realize  we  cannot  operate 
without  the  necessary  kilnmen. 

I have  made  Mr.  Wells  acquainted  with  the  conditions  at  Canonsburg  which  have  existed 
the  first  six  months  of  this  year.  Through  a lack  of  sufficient  kilnhands  we  have  lost  eleven 
bisque  and  twenty-two  glost  kilns  at  that  place  during  the  above  period.  We  are  at  the 
present  time  in  East  Palestine  short  four  glost  and  two  bisque  kilnhands.  While  we  have 
lost  but  few  kilns  at  East  Palestine  in  the  last  six  months,  the  time  books  will  show  that  our 
men  have  been  over-worked  to  the  detriment  of  our  company  first,  and  later  to  themselves 
and  their  organization. 

I trust  that  your  organization  will  see  the  necessity  of  investigating  these  conditions, 
and  that  we  may  be  able  to  make  some  arrangements  upon  an  equitable  basis  to  meet  the 
necessary  requirements.  The  officers  of  your  organization  have  always  manifested  a spirit 
of  fairness  in  matters  of  this  kind,  and  I trust  that  you  can  see  the  necessity  of  giving  this 
matter  your  careful  attention,  and  also  consider  the  injustice  to  other  workmen  in  our  em- 
ploy, whom  you  realize  are  hampered  in  securing  full  time. 

I do  not  wish  to  usurp  the  position  of  the  committee  that  has  been  appointed  to  meet 
with  your  organization  by  the  manufacturers.  I simply  present  the  above  as  evidence  for 
your  consideration.

Report  of  Committee  on  President’s  report: 

We,  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  recommen- 
dations: 

Sec.  1.  We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Board,  through  the  sanitary  standing  com- 
mittee, take  up  the  10  per  cent  increase  that  was  promised  at  the  last  sanitary  conference. 

Sec.  2.  We  recommend  that  there  be  a more  stringent  safeguard  to  protect  the  mem- 
bers doing  shop,  or  any  other  committee  work;  and  we  further  recommend,  that  any  member 
having  been  victimized  through  doing  work  for  the  organization,  the  National  President  or 
First  Vice-President  shall  make  an  immediate  investigation,  and  when  the  evidence  warrants 
the  reinstatement  of  the  member  in  dispute,  the  investigating  officer  shall  have  the  support 
of  the  organization  to  the  extent  of  calling  out  the  workmen  in  the  shop. 

Sec.  3.  We  recommend  that  the  standing  committees  be  continued  as  in  the  past,  and 
we  further  recommend  that  the  Executive  Board  request  the  Eastern  manufacturers  to  re- 
move James  E.  Norris  from  the  Eastern  standing  committee,  as  we  believe  this  to  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned;  owing  to  his  unfair  attitude  on  the  committee. 

Sec.  4.  We  recommend  that  on  the  arrival  of  a new  workman  in  the  shop,  the  shop 
committee  shall  immediately  investigate  his  standing  in  the  organization.  This  clause,  we 
believe,  if  strictly  enforced,  will  be  the  means  of  thoroughly  organizing  the  trade,  and  it  will 
also  prevent  unfair  workmen  from  starting  in  fair  shops. 

Sec.  5.  Inasmuch  as  we  have  members  in  our  organization  having  no  agreement  with 
the  manufacturers,  we  deem  it  no  more  than  just  and  proper  that  they  should  have  protec- 
tion; therefore  we  recommend  that  a uniform  list  be  compiled  for  decorating  kiln  workers 
and  all  organized  trades  having  no  agreements. 

Sec.  6.  Whereas,  We  believe  that  a great  deal  of  the  bad  work,  complained  of  lately, 
is  caused  by  excessive  speed  and  carelessness;  therefore  we  recommend  that  an  effort  be 
made  to  curtail  this  excessive  speed  and  thereby  promote  a higher  standard  of  workmanship 
in  all  branches  of  the  trade. 
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Sec.  7.  We  recommend  that  each  local  uijion  be  required  to  send  a copy  of  the  report 
of  the  auditing  committee  to  the  national  office  every  six  months.  Such  report  to  be  made 
up  in  the  same  form  as  the  report  of  the  national  auditing  committee. 

Sec.  8.  We  recommend  that  each  local  elect  or  appoint  an  official  correspondent  to  the 
Herald,  as  we  believe  that  it  will  further  the  interest  of  the  organization;  and  we  further 
recommend  that  the  present  manager  be  continued  and  that  his  salary  be  increased  from 
$18.00  to  $21.00  per  week. 

Sec.  9.  We  recommend  that  the  present  system  of  collecting  defense  assessments  be 
continued,  and  that  the  laws  governing  same  be  rigorously  enforced. 

Sec.  10.  We  recommend  that  the  statisticians  of  local  unions  be  more  active  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties;  and  we  further  recommend  that  blank  forms  be  printed  for  gathering 
sanitary  statistics,  and  that  a standard  size  list  be  compiled  for  the  sanitary  trade. 

Motion  by  P.  Duffy  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  adopted  as  read. 

Amendment  by  Moss  that  the  report  be  taken  up  seriatim  for  action. 

Amendment  lost.

The  following  communications  from  W.  E.  Wells,  chairman  Labor  Committee  of  the 
United  States  Potters  Association,  were  then  read: 

June  22,  1907. 

Mu.  T.  J.  Duffy, 

East  Liverpool,  Ohio. 

Dear  Sir: — In  view  of  the  probability  that  the  subject  of  a new  wage  agreement  will  be 
considered  by  your  approaching  Convention,  I desire  to  call  to  your  attention  the  letter  ad- 
dressed to  you  July  6th,  1906,  touching  the  antagonistic  attitude  of  some  of  your  members 
toward  the  observance  of  important  features  of  the  Philadelphia  Agreement. 

The  recent  incident  of  the  Kilnmen’s  strike  at  Newell  brought  out  prominently  the  dis- 
position to  disregard  the  obligations  of  contract,  and  this  was  well  illustrated  by  an  influen- 
tial kilnman  who  declared,  when  told  the  action  of  No.  9,  was  in  violation  of  agreement,  that 
“No.  9 would  be  responsible  for  its  own  acts.” 

When  the  Manufacturers  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Brotherhood  it  is  with  the  as- 
sumption the  Brotherhood  is  responsible  for  all  acts  of  any  and  every  local  having  a bearing 
upon  that  agreement.  It  is  admitted  the  officials  of  your  organization  have  apparently  done 
all  within  their  power  to  honorably  fulfill  their  obligations  under  the  agreement,  but  on  ac- 
count of  disloyalty  of  certain  members  and  locals  the  Manufacturers  have  suffered  severe  loss 
and  inconvenience. 

It  is  therefore  proper  to  notify  you  that  before  the  manufacturers  will  entertain  a new 
contract  they  will  demand  either  to  be  shown  your  National  Officers  are  vested  with  such 
power  and  authority  as  to  absolutely  guarantee  to  the  Manufacturers  a strict  and  literal  ob- 
servance of  every  condition,  without  compelling  them  to  fight  for  it,  or  there  must  be  posted 
a substantial  and  sufficient  guarantee  in  cash  to  indemnify  any  employer  who  sustains  a loss 
through  the  refusal  of  any  part  of  your  membership  to  abide  by  the  agreement. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  superfluous  to  state  that  any  committee  acting  for  the 
United  States  Potters  Association  in  negotiating  a new  agreement  will  have  full  and  final 
power  to  act  for  their  principals  upon  all  propositions  originating  from  either  side,  and  any 
similar  committee  you  may  decide  to  appoint  can  be  recognized  only  if  vested  with  the  same 
authority  by  their  principals.

City: 

Dear  Sir: — Owing  to  the  decided  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  many  members 
of  the  United  States  Potters  Association,  on  account  of  the  violation  of  labor  agreement  by 
some  of  your  locals,  and  on  account  of  the  difficulty  encountered  in  introducing  some  of  the 
rules,  I feel  it  my  duty,  as  President  of  the  Association,  to  bring  the  subject  before  you.  At 
the  time  the  last  agreement  was  entered  into  at  Philadelphia,  it  was  assumed  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  both  parties  to  the  agreement  were  vested  with  full  power  to  act  by  their  prin- 
cipals, and  that  both  manufacturers  and  employes  would  live  up  to  that  agreement  in  letter 
and  in  spirit. 

It  has  therefore  been  a matter  of  surprise  and  regret  that  violent  opposition  has  been 
encountered  in  introducing  some  of  the  rules,  especially  that  applying  to  the  time  limit  of 
kiln  placing. 

The  manufacturers  were  unanimous  in  desiring  that  some  plan  be  introduced  to  guaran- 
tee less  speed  and  greater  care,  and  they  were  led  to  believe  that  many  of  the  workmen  coin- 
cided on  this  point.  The  Manufacturers  practically  all  made  an  earnest  effort  to  introduce 
and  enforce  the  rule,  but  the  opposition  to  it  from  the  kilnmen  has  been  vigorous,  persistent, 
unreasonable  and  almost  universal.  They  have  hammered  at  this  so  hard  that  I am  reliably 
informed  they  have  defeated  it  at  every  plant  in  the  country  with  three  or  four  exceptions. 
In  the  case  of  these  exceptions  the  firms  have  succeeded  in  enforcing  the  rule  only  by  the 
adoption  of  the  most  severe  methods,  and  some  of  the  kilnmen  at  these  plants  openly  declare 
they  are  imposed  upon  by  the  enforcement  of  the  rule. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  of  the  Manufacturers  by  members  of  the  Brotherhood  be- 
cause they  did  not  more  generally  insist  upon  the  kilnmen  working  to  the  time  limit,  but  this 
criticism  is  unreasonable  and  unjust.  The  Manufacturers  have  a right  to  assume  when  they 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Brotherhood,  that  the  conditions  thereto  will  be  cheerfully 
lived  up  to,  and  that  they  shall  not  be  obliged  to  fight  in  order  to  obtain  what  you  have 
agreed  to  give  them.  There  is  no  instance  on  record  where  the  workmen  have  been  obliged 
to  use  extreme  measures  to  obtain  from  the  Manufacturers  any  point  granted  them  in  a joint 
agreement. 

But  serious  as  is  this  situation  with  the  kilnmen,  it  has  not  caused  the  same  discontent  as 
the  recent  instances  at  Trenton  where  saggermakers  and  turners  deliberately  struck  in  direct 
violation  of  the  agreement,  causing  the  closing  down,  and  great  inconvenience,  of  one  or 
more  factories. 

The  Trenton  Manufacturers  were  reluctant  to  accept  the  Uniform  Scale,  as  they  ques- 
tioned the  ability  of  the  Brotherhood  to  control  its  own  people,  and  it  appears  that  these  re- 
cent incidents  have  justified  that  opinion. 

Personally  I believe  that  theoretically  at  least,  the  ideal  way  in  which  to  handle  wages 
and  conditions  in  an  industry  as  great  and  important  as  ours,  is  through  joint  agreement  be- 
tween the  representatives  of  the  Manufacturers,  and  the  men,  but  if  both  sides  cannot  depend 
upon  the  absolute  good  faith  of  the  other;  if  these  agreements  are  to  be  binding  only  on  one 
side,  while  the  other  is  to  disregard  them  and  oppose  them  at  will,  the  time  used  in  making 
such  agreements  is  wasted,  and  it  will  be  idle  to  consider  such  a plan  in  the  future. 

I feel  confident,  from  expressions  of  Manufacturers  generally,  that  if  another  agreement 
is  proposed  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  one,  the  Manufacturers  will  insist  upon  a guar- 
antee of  good  faith  on  both  sides  in  the  form  of  a substantial  cash  deposit  which  shall  be  for- 
feited in  case  of  violation. 
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It  seems  to  me  a pity  that  there  is  not  sufficient  honor  on  both  sides  to  justify  us  in 
dealing  upon  honor  as  we  have  always  done  in  the  past,  and  no  one  can  regret  more  sincerely 
than  I that  upon  the  very  first  occasion  where  any  concession  has  been  made  the  Manufac- 
turer in  any  agreement,  we  should  encounter  a totally  unsuspected  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
men,  showing  a disrespect  to  their  own  officers  and  organization,  and  a total  lack  of  concep- 
tion of  the  force  and  character  of  an  honorable  agreement.

Report  of  Delegates  to  A.  F.  of  L.  Convention: 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  17th  Annual  Convention  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P. 

Sisters  and  Brothers: 

The  26th  Annual  Convention  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  was  called  to  order  in  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  on  Monday,  November  12,  1906. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  S.  H.  McNally  on  behalf  of  Trades  and  Labor  As- 
sembly; A.  E.  Merrill,  acting  Mayor,  on  behalf  of  the  city  and  Governor  Johnson  who  had 
travelled  many  miles  in  a special  train  in  order  to  be  present  on  the  occasion. 

A fitting  response  was  made  by  President  Samuel  Gompers. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  favorably  on  the  credentials  of  300  delegates, 
representing  84  National  and  International  Unions,  21  State  Federations,  60  Central  Bodies 
and  16  Local  and  Federal  Labor  Unions.  In  additional  to  these  there  were  fraternal  dele- 
gates from  Great  Britain,  Canada,  The  American  Society  of  Equity,  Women’s  International 
Union  Label  League,  Women’s  Trade  Union  League  and  the  Department  of  Church  and  Labor 
(Presbyterian  Church). 

The  reading  of  the  report  of  President  Gompers,  which  occupied  a half  day,  was  listened 
to  with  unusual  attention  and  received  many  manifestations  of  approval  by  the  delegates, 
particularly  that  part  which  referred  to  Labor’s  Political  Campaign. 

The  Executive  Council  made  a report  of  great  length.  The  following  are  some  of  the 
important  matters  covered  by  this  report: 

Charters  were  granted  during  the  year  to  6 International  Unions,  4 State  Federations, 
53  Central  Bodies,  167  Local  Trade  Unions  and  87  Federal  Labor  Unions. 

The  membership  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  on  November  1,  1906,  consisted  of  the  following: 
119  International  Unions,  36  State  Federations,  538  Central  Bodies  and  759  Local  Trade  and 
Federal  Labor  Unions. 

The  Executive  Council  reported  that  many  of  the  affiliated  unions  were  opposed  to  the 
adoption  of  a universal  label,  and  as  they  had  not  been  able  to  harmonize  the  differences  of 
opinion  that  existed  they  could  not  offer  any  satisfactory  plan  that  would  change  the  present 
conditions  concerning  the  multiplicity  of  labels. 

A display  of  Union  Label  products  at  the  Jamestown  Exposition  was  recommended. 

Having  endeavored  to  ascertrin  how  many  organizations  were  willing  to  exchange  cards 
with  foreign  workmen  of  the  same  craft,  without  the  payment  of  initiation  fee  the  Executive 
Council  reported  that  58  foreign  unions  had  expressed  their  approval  of  such  an  arrange- 
ment, some  of  whom  already  have  the  rule  in  operation. 
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It  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Convention  to  know  the  position  of  the  Potters  Organiza- 
tions, in  foreign  countries  on  this  matter. 

The  Hollow  Ware  and  Sanitary  Pressers  Union  of  Hanley,  England,  recognizes  the  cards 
of  all  members  of  any  foreign  trade  union  of  their  craft. 

The  Pottery  Engravers  Union  of  Burslem,  England,  reported  that  they  were  in  favor  of 
such  an  arrangement. 

The  Association  of  Porcelain  Workers,  Austria,  aiso  reported  favorable  to  the  propo- 
sition. 

In  the  United  States  17  International  Unions  reported  that  they  favored  the  proposition 
while  two  International  Unions  reported  that  they  would  not  favor  any  exchange  of  cards 
which  omitted  the  payment  of  initiation  fee. 

The  Executive  Council  also  reported  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  settle  any  of  the 
many  jurisdiction  fights  between  the  affiliated  unions. 

The  American  Society  of  Equity,  which  is  composed  of  2,000,000  farmers  sent  represen- 
tatives to  the  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  formulating  some  plan  whereby  the  trade  union- 
ists and  farmers  could  work  together  for  the  accomplishment  of  their  respective  aims  and 
objects.  These  representatives  were  enthusiastically  received  and  were  given  voice  and  vote 
in  the  Convention. 

A resolution  embodying  the  plan  of  cooperation  proposed  by  the  Society  of  Equity  was 
adopted.  This  resolution  called  upon  all  members  of  trade  unions  to  purchase  the  products 
of  union  farmers,  and  recommended  that  all  Central  Bodies  cooperate  with  the  Society  of 
Equity  to  further  the  sale  of  the  farm  products  of  the  members  of  that  society.  The  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Society  of  Equity  in  return  pledged  the  support  of  their  members  to  the 
labor  movement  in  the  way  of  purchasing  union  label  products-  They  also  stated  that  they 
would  endeavor  to  better  the  conditions  of  the  farm  boys  and  farm  laborers,  so  that  they  will 
no  longer  be  a menace  to  union  workmen  when  on  strike  or  striving  to  better  their  condi- 
tion. They  reasoned  that  if  the  wages  and  conditions  of  the  farmers  were  made  better  it 
would  not  be  so  easy  to  enlist  them  as  strike  breakers. 

Among  the  numerous  measures  passed  were  resolutions  asking  Congress  to  establish  a 
parcel  post  system;  the  granting  of  woman  suffrage;  favoring  a law  that  would  make  all 
railroad  tickets  and  mileage  transferable  and  good  to  bearer;  reaffirming  all  former  actions  in 
condemnation  of  all  enactments,  state  and  municipal,  that  forbid  ticket  brokerage;  favoring 
government  ownership  and  control  of  the  telegraph  system;  favoring  a law  to  compel  em- 
ployers of  labor  to  furnish  the  department  of  Labor  and  Commerce  with  all  data  necessary  to 
enable  the  commissioners  to  determine  the  number  of  days  employes  have  worked,  the  num- 
ber of  hours  per  day  and  the  rate  of  wages  paid;  endorsing  the  demand  of  the  postoffice 
clerks  for  increased  pay;  favoring  the  election  of  Federal  Judges  by  popular  vote;  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  income  and  inheritance  tax;  the  passage  of  State  laws  forbidding  the  employ- 
ment of  children  under  16  years;  the  passage  of  a bill  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Commerce 
and  Labar  to  investigate  and  make  a report  on  the  industrial,  social,  moral,  educational  and 
physical  conditions  of  women  and  child  workers  in  the  United  States;  favoring  the  admission 
of  Porto  Rica  to  statehood;  calling  for  a rigorous  enforcement  of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act; 
favoring  the  removal  from  the  “We  Don’t  Patronize  List”  of  the  name  of  any  boycotted  firm 
in  cases  where  the  International  Union  fails  to  make  a report  every  three  months,  stating 
what  action  their  organization  is  taking  to  make  the  boycott  effective. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  year  was  $217,815,18;  expenditures,  $218,540.04; 
balance  an  hand  Oct.  1,  1906,  $113,540.60. 
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The  amount  of  money  subscribed  to  the  political  campaign  was  $8,056.89;  expenditures, 
$7,834.11;  balance  on  hand,  $222.78. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  Convention  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  Sam- 

uel Gompers;  First  Vice-President,  James  Duncan;  Second  Vice-President,  John  Mitchell; 
Third  Vice-President,  James  O’Connell;  Fourth  Vice-President,  Max  Morris;  Fifth  Vice-Presi- 
dent, D.  A.  Hayes;  Sixth  Vice-President,  D.  J.  O'Keefe;  Seventh  Vice-President,  fm.  Huber; 
Eighth  Vice-President,  Joseph  Valentine;  Treasurer,  J.  B.  Lennon;  Secretary,  Frank  Morri- 
son; Delegates  to  the  British  Trades  Congress,  J.  T.  Dempsey  and  W.  E.  Klapetzky;  Delegate 
to  the  Canadian  Trades  Congress,  Robert  S.  Maloney. 

The  next  Convention  will  be  held  at  Norfolk,  Va. 

After  singing  Auld  Lang  Syne,  under  the  direction  of  fraternal  delegate  Gee  the  Con- 
vention adjourned  Saturday,  November  24,  at  3:40  p.  m.

Smith  that  the  question  of  giving  and  taking  two  weeks  notice  be  left  in 
the  hands  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  try  and  settle  the  matter  so  it  will  operate  justly  to 
both  sides.

Resolved,  That  whenever  an  apprentice  is  to  be  put  on  in  any  branch  of  the  trade  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  shop  committee  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  firm  is  entitled  to 
such  apprentice;  make  note  of  the  branch  at  which  he  is  to  serve  his  apprenticeship,  together 
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with  the  date  on  which  he  started  to  learn  his  trade;  obtain  from  him  his  name,  age  and 
address,  also  the  name  and  address  of  his  parents  or  guardian;  should  he  have  served  an 
apprenticeship,  or  any  part  of  an  apprenticeship  at  any  other  branch  of  the  trade,  make  note 
of  the  branch  and  the  exact  time  served.  This  data  shall  be  turned  into  the  local  union 
having  jurisdiction,  at  the  first  meeting  after  such  apprentice  has  been  put  on.  The  statis- 
tician of  the  local  union  shall  keep  a record  of  same  in  a book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  furnish  the  Recording  Secretary  with  an  exact  copy  which  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
National  Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Law  recommended  rejection. 

On  motion  by  Humphrey  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  concurred  in. 

RESOLUTION  No.  3 

By  Local  Union  No.  11  (General  Ware,  Mixed)  Baltimore,  Md.

Whereas,  We  believe  that  it  would  be  advisable  at  this  time  to  provide  some  means  for 
our  members  to  receive  some  benefit  from  the  defense  fund,  in  such  a manner  as  not  to 
interfere  with  the  purpose  and  quantity  of  such  fund  by  causing  an  additional  interest  on  the 
part  of  our  members  and  serve  as  an  inducement  to  be  more  careful  in  the  payment  of  our 
assessments,  and  thereby  causing  fewer  suspensions  of  members,  because  of  substantial 
inducements  in  the  way  of  benefits,  in  such  manner  and  quantity  as^  to  stimulate  prompt  pay- 
ment to  the  extent  that  such  added  inducement  will  be  self-sustaining;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  amend  Art.  XVI,  Sec.  1,  National  Rules  and  Regulations  to  make  the 
last  clause  read:  “This  fund  to  be  used  for  defense  purposes  and  death  benefits  only.” 

Resolved;  That  we  pay  a death  benefit  out  of  the  defense  fund  on  the  death  of  any 
member  who  has  complied  with  the  following  rules,  such  benefits  to  be  paid  through  the  local 
of  which  deceased  was  a member,  to  his  or  her  heirs,  or  applied  to  the  funeral  expenses,  as 
the  local  may  decide  : 

Rule  1.  To  participate  in  death  benefits  a member  must  be  in  good  standing  for  one  year. 

Rule  2.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a member  who  is  in  arrears  for  defense  assessments  on 
last  blank  such  parties  shall  not  receive  death  benefits,  unless  marked  not  working,  on  such 
blank. 

Rule  3.  Should  death  occur  after  the  first  year  of  continuous  good  standing  such 
member  shall  receive  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  or  its  equivalent. 

Rule  4.  Should  death  occur  after  a member  has  been  in  good  standing  for  six  years  or 
more  he  shall  receive  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  or  its  equivalent. 

Rule  5.  When  death  occurs  to  a member  the  local  of  which  deceased  was  a member 
shall  send  or  cause  to  be  sent  to  the  National  Secretary  suitable  proof  of  such  death,  also 
statement  showing  his  or  her  standing. 

The  National  President,  the  National  Secretary  and  the  National  Treasurer,  or  any  two 
of  these  officers  shall  examine  proofs  and  if  found  0.  K.  shall  within  15  days  from  receipt  of 
proof  issue  warrant  on  the  National  Treasurer  for  the  claim,  charging  same  to  the  defense 
fund,  and  forward  amount  to  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  local  of  which  deceased  was 
a member,  who  within  15  days  shall  turn  it  over  to  the  heirs  or  apply  it  to  the  funeral 
expenses,  as  the  local  may  designate  and  file  receipt  for  same  with  the  local  Secretary. 

Rule  6.  Should  death  occur  to  any  member  who  has  complied  with  these  rules,  after 
October  1,  1908,  he  or  she  shall  receive  benefits  commensurate  with  the  time  which  they 
have  been  in  good  standing. 

The  Committee  on  Law  recommended  rejection,  with  the  understanding  that  the  incom- 
ing Executive  Board  shall  gather  data  on  the  subject  to  lay  before  the  next  Convention.

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Statistician  of  each  local  to  get  the  measure- 
ment and  design  of  all  such  new  pieces  of  ware  that  are  made  under  his  jurisdiction,  in  the 
future,  and  to  report  same  to  his  or  her  local  not  later  than  two  weeks  after  said  new  piece 
is  placed  on  the  beneh  to  be  made;  and,  be  it  further

a report  of  said  new  pieces  every  quarter,  along  with  the  regular  quarterly  report  to  the

5th  to  12th,  1904,  a law  to  govern  the  apprentice  helper  in  the  saggermaking  branch  of  the 
trade  while  serving  his  apprenticeship  and  specifying  that  he  shall  receive  one-third  of  the 
earnings  of  the  saggermaker  at  the  expiration  of  nine  months;  and, 

Whereas,  This  law  has  never  become  effective  in  the  east  for  various  reasons,  one  of 
them  being  that  local  union  No.  63  is  composed  of  nearly  equal  portions  of  general  ware  and 
sanitary  ware  makers  and  helpers;  and, 

Whereas,  The  saggermaking  branch  of  the  trade  is  a peculiar  one  from  the  fact  that 
each  maker  requires  an  apprentice  or  helper;  and, 

Whereas,  We  find  that  ninety  (90)  per  cent  of  our  membership  are  journeymen  sagger- 
makers, while  one-half  are  without  making  wheels; 

We,  therefore,  offer  the  following  substitute  to  govern  the  members  working  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  local  union  No.  63  of  Trenton,  N.  J.: 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  wages  of  the  apprentice  helper  in  the  east  shall  be  at  the 
following  rates: 

The  first  three  months  he  shall  receive  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ($1.25)  per  day. 

The  second  three  months  he  shall  receive  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  day. 

The  next  six  months  he  shall  receive  one  dollar  and  sixty-eight  cents  ($1.68)  per  day. 

The  second  year  he  shall  receive  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  day. 

The  third  year  he  shall  receive  33 of  moneys  made  by  maker;  and  the  fourth  year 
he  shall  receive  40%  of  all  money  drawn  from  office  by  maker. 

And  it  shall  be  clearly  understood  where  it  is  necessary  to  put  on  an  apprentice  he  shall 
serve  his  full  time,  where  possible,  with  the  maker  he  starts  with,  unless  by  mutual  consent 
of  both  parties  concerned  in  this  agreement;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  time  thereafter  being  duly  qualified  to  do  the  work  required  as  a

aaggermaker  helper,  he  shall  receive  42 of  all  moneys  drawn  from  office  by  the  maker. 
And  that  no  saggermaker  shall  have  or  hire  more  than  one  helper.

Resolved,  That  the  National  President  be  empowered  to  appoint  the  N.  B.  0.  P.  Stand- 
ing Committee  members  and  that  their  term  of  office  shall  be  for  a period  of  one  year,  said 
term  to  commence  August  1st.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report  was  then  read,  and  on  motion  it  was 
decided  to  take  action  on  each  recommendation  separately. 

We  recommend  that  this  Convention  authorize  the  Executive  Board  to  investigate 
the  condition  of  the  fire  clay  workers,  and  should  the  Board  deem  it  advisable,  admit  them 
to  membership'.

2.  We  recommend  that  this  Convention  pass  legislation  denying  the  right  to  delegates; 
to  introduce  resolutions  in  Convention  that  have  not  been  sanctioned  by  their  Local  Unions* 

Motion  by  Geo.  Smith  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Motion  by  Martin  that  Section  2 be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  with 
instructions  to  present  a resolution  covering  the  matter.

3.  We  commend  the  President  for  his  action  in  refusing  membership  to  the  unfair 
workmen  of  the  Universal  Sanitary  Pottery,  at  New  Castle,  Pa.

4.  We  recommend  that  the  delegates  of  this  Convention  do  all  in  their  power  to  pre- 
vent any  Local  Union  or  individual  member  thereof  from  violating  any  agreement  entered 
into  between  our  organization  and  the  Manufacturers  Association,  citing  the  fact  that  the 
manufacturers,  at  the  last  conference,  made  a demand  that  a certain  sum  of  money  be 
deposited  as  a guarantee  of  good  faith  that  our  members  would  not  violate  the  agreement.

Report  of  Delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 

Convention 

‘‘We,  your  delegates  to  the  Twenty-seventh  Annual  Covention  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  which  was  held  at  Norfolk,  Va.,  November  11-23,  1907,  submit  the  following 
report: 

“The  first  day’s  session  was  held  in  the  Auditorium  on  the  Jamestown  Exposition 
grounds. 

“Rev.  Calvin  S.  Blackwell  opened  the  first  session  with  prayer.  This  was  followed  by 
addresses  of  welcome  by  the  Hon.  H.  St.  George  Tucker,  President  of  the  Jamestown  Exposi- 
tion; the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Norfolk,  the  Mayor  of  Newport  News,  a representative  of 
the  Business  Men’s  Association  of  Norfolk,  the  President  of  the  Virginia  Federation  of  Labor, 
and  the  Hon.  Claude  A.  Swanson,  Governor  of  Virginia,  whomade  a splendid  address  full  of 
good  advice  to  the  laboring  people. 
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“President  Gompers  responded  in  a very  appropriate  and  eloquent  manner. 

“The  report  of  th9  Credential  Committee  showed  that  there  were  356  delegates  present, 
representing  86  International  and  National  Unions,  29  State  Federations,  93  Central  Bodies, 
and  26  Local  Trade  and  Federal  Labor  Unions.  In  addition  to  this,  Rev.  Charles  Stelzle  rep- 
resented the  Department  of  Church  and  Labor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Miss  Anna  Fitz- 
gerald represented  the  International  Union  Label  League,  W.  B.  Trotter  represented  the 
Canadian  Trade  and  Labor  Congress,  and  D.  J.  Shackleton  and  J.  Hodge  represented  the 
British  Trade  Union  Congress. 

“Secretary  Morrison’s  report  showed  that  charters  had  been  issued  to  373  National, 
International,  State,  Central,  Local  Trade  and  Federal  Labor  Unions  during  the  year  1907,  of 
which  3 were  National  and  International  Unions,  1 State  Federation,  72  Central  Labor  Unions, 
93  Federal  Labor  Unions  and  204  Local  Trade  Unions.  The  average  paid  up  membership  in 
1907  affiliated  in  the  A.  F.  of  L.  was  1,538,970. 

“The  American  Federationist  as  a publication  and  the  official  organ  of  the  A.  F.  of  L, 
had  a balance  to  its  credit  of  $1,749.86. 

“Treasurer  Lennon’s  report  showed  that  the  totat  receipts  for  the  twelve  months,  includ- 
ing the  balance  on  hand  for  the  year,  were $285,870.86 

The  total  expenses  for  the  year  were  ....  159,960.84 

Balance  on  hand  October  1,  1907,  was  . . . $125,910.02 

“Among  the  important  resolutions  adopted  by  the  convention  are  the  following: 

“Instructing  the  President  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  to  hold  conference  in  Washington  with  five 
members,  consisting  of  one  person  from  each  of  the  label  organizations,  to  devise  some  plan 
to  further  the  use  of  the  union  label  and  the  purchase  of  union  label  products. 

“Approving  of  all  labor  unions  that  could  to  send  organizers  into  West  Virginia  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  the  laboring  people  of  that  State. 

“Demanding  that  States  and  National  Government  enact  laws  providing  for  some  plan  of 
compulsory  life  or  other  insurance  that  will  give  adequate  security  to  the  toiling  mabses. 

“To  ask  Congress  to  establish  postal  savings  banks  on  the  same  basis  as  those  that  exist 
in  Great  Britain. 

“Declaring  in  favor  of  a graduated  income  and  inheritance  tax. 

“To  require  the  enactment  of  laws  abolishing  child  labor. 

“In  favor  of  direct  primaries  for  the  nomination  of  all  municipal,  county,  state  and 
federal  officials,  and  the  restriction  of  the  use  of  money  by  candidates  seeking  nomination  or 
election  to  public  office. 

“Disapproving  the  action  of  certain  independent  boot  and  shoe  unions,  and  endorsing 
the  action  of  the  Douglas  and  other  companies  in  observing  the  terms  of  their  contracts  even 
agait  the  attack  of  the  hostile  body  of  boot  and  shoe  workers. 

“Re-affirming  the  boycott  against  the  American  and  Continental  Tobacco  trusts,  and 
also  against  the  McKinney  Bread  Company,  of  St.  Louis,  and  also  re-affirming  its  former 
action  against  the  Washburn-Crosby  Milling  Company  as  a firm  refusing  to  recognize  union 
labor. 

“To  instruct  the  Legislative  Committee  at  Washington  to  have  an  opportunity  given  to 
the  representatives  of  the  postoffice  clerks  to  appear  before  committees  in  Congress  on  any 
question  affecting  their  interest  both  as  to  hours  of  labor  and  wages  paid. 

“To  have  a law  enacted  giving  to  employes  of  the  naval  yards,  naval  stations,  arsenals 
and  gun  factories  a Saturday  half  holiday. 

“Setting  forth  that  the  right  of  citizenship  be  granted  to  the  people  of  Porto  Rico,  and 
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naming  a number  of  measures  that  should  be  passed  by  Congress  for  the  government  of  the 
people  of  that  island. 

“In  favor  of  parcels  post  system. 

“One  of  the  very  interesting  matters  of  the  convention  was  President  Gompers  explana- 
tion of  the  attempt  to  bribe  him  by  representatives  of  the  National  Association  of  Manu- 
facturers. As  this  matter  was  given  in  full  in  our  official  organ,  it  would  be  useless  to  take 
up  time  with  its  repetition  in  this  report. 

“The  report  of  the  special  committeo  on  eight-hour  work-day  strongly  commended  the 
recommendations  of  President  Gompers  with  reference  to  the  eight-hour  work-day  and  urged 
persistent  agitation  to  shorten  the  hours  of  labor  in  each  trade  and  industry  by  such 
processes  as  would  be  most  practicable  to  establish  the  eight-hour  day. 

“A  building  trades  section  was  authorized  by  the  convention  of  A.  F.  of  L.,  to  have 
headquarters  located  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  to  work  under  the  direction  of  and  in  har- 
mony with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  The  object  of  forming  what  is  known  as  the 
Section  of  the  Building  Trades  is  to  bring  about  closer  relations  of  the  unions  controlling 
building  employes. 

“Since  the  convention  this  building  trade  section  has  been  duly  organized. 

“The  Committee  on  Executive  Councils  report  recommended  re-affirmation  of  the 
following: 

1.  “The  abolition  of  all  forms  of  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a punishment  for 

crime. 

2.  “Free  schools,  free  text  books,  and  compulsory  education. 

3.  “Unrelenting  protest  against  the  issuance  and  abuse  of  injunction  process  in  labor 

disputes. 

4.  “A  work-day  of  not  more  than  eight  hours  in  the  twenty-four  hour  day. 

5.  “A  strict  recognition  of  not  over  eight  hours  per  day  on  all  federal,  state  or 

municipal  work  and  at  not  less  than  the  prevailing  per  diem  wage  rate  of  the 
class  of  employment  in  the  vicinity  where  the  work  is  performed. 

6.  “Release  from  employment  one  day  in  seven. 

7.  “The  abolition  of  the  contract  system  on  public  work. 

8.  “The  municipal  ownership  of  public  utilities.. 

9.  “The  abolition  of  the  sweat-shop  system. 

10.  “Sanitary  inspection  of  factory,  workshop,  mine  and  home. 

11.  “Liability  of  employers  for  injury  to  body  or  loss  of  life. 

12.  “The  nationalization  of  telegraph  and  telephone. 

13.  “The  passage  of  anti-child-labor  laws  in  States  where  they  do  not  exist,  and  rigid 

defense  of  them  where  they  have  been  enacted  into  law. 

14.  “Woman  suffrage  co-equal  with  man  suffrage. 

15.  “Suitable  and  plentiful  glaygrounds  for  children  in  all  cities. 

16.  “The  initiative  and  referendum  and  the  imperative  mandate  and  right  of  recall. 

17.  “Continued  agitation  for  the  public  bath  system  in  all  cities. 

18.  “Qualifications  in  permits  to  build  of  all  cities  and  towns,  that  there  shall  be  bath- 

room and  bathroom  attachments  in  all  houses  or  compartments  used  for  habi- 
tation. 

19.  “We  favor  a system  of  finance  whereby  money  shall  be  issued  exclusively  by  the 

government,  with  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  will  protect  it  from 
manipulation  by  the  banking  interests  for  their  own  private  gain. 

20.  “We  favor  a system  of  United  States  Government  Postal  Savings  Banks. 
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"The  salary  of  the  President  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  was  fixed  at 
$5,000.00  per  annum;  the  Secretary’s  salary  at  $4,000.00  per  annum;  the  Treasurer’s  salary 
at  $500.00  a year.

RESOLUTION  No.  82 

By  Local  Union  No.  45  (Sanitary  Pressers)  Trenton.  N.  J. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  whatever  expense  may  be  incurred  by  gathering  statistics  for  the 
uniform  size  list  in  sanitary  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  National  Union’s  General  Fund. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  resolution: 

SUBSTITUTE 

Resolved,  That  a sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  be  appropriated  from  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  data  for  the  Sanitary  Uniform  Size  List.  This  sum 
to  be  divided  among  the  Sanitary  Locals  pro  rata  per  piece  measured.  Should  there  be  a 
deficit  the  same  to  be  borne  by  the  Local  Unions  involved  and  should  there  be  a surplus  the 
same  to  be  returned  to  the  General  Fund. 

Motion  by  J.  Hutchins  that  the  substitute  offered  by  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Amendment  by  Deibert  that  we  strike  out  “three  hundred  dollars”  and  insert  “five  hun- 
dred dollars.” 

Amendment  lost. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  95,  by  Local  Union  No.  17,  was  then  read  and  referred  to  Committee  on 
Appeals  and  Grievances. 

The  morning  session  then  adjourned. 
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TUESDAY,  JULY  FOURTEENTH 

Afternoon  Session 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  T.  J.  Duffy. 

The  roll  call  showed  Patrick  Toomey  to  be  the  only  delegate  not  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  40  was  then  taken  up  by  the  Convention  as  a Committee  of  the  Whole. 

After  discussing  the  proposition  for  two  hours  and  forty-five  minutes  the  Committee  re- 
ported to  the  Convention  and  recommended  rejection. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

RESOLUTION  No.  40 

By  Local  Union  No.  45  (Sanitary  Pressers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Whereas,  It  becomes  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  constantly  increasing  surplus  of 
general  ware  pressers,  over  and  above  the  demand  of  the  general  ware  trade,  is  manifestly 
menacing  the  sanitary  pressing  trade  in  no  small  degree,  and  while  we  realize  that  our  trade 
is  partially  protected  by  the  Akron  law,  which  restricts  the  entrance  of  the  general  ware 
pressers  to  certain  conditions,  the  law  in  itself  is  wholly  inadequate  to  control  the  situation 
at  all  time,  since  the  National  organization  sanctions  a ratio  of  two  apprentices  to  three 
journeymen  in  the  general  ware  trade;  and, 

Whereas,  We  believe  the  peace  and  tranquility  of  all  the  various  clay  working  trades 
connected  with  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  demand  that  there  be  a separation  of  each  individual  trade 
from  all  others  and  that  the  innumerable  benefits  accruing  from  such  separation  of  all  such 
trades  justifies  this  action  in  the  highest  degree,  particularly  the  sanitary  pressing  trade, 
whose  future  welfare  is  jeopardized  by  reason  of  the  over-production  of  general  ware 
pressers;  and, 

Whereas,  We  pledge  the  unqualified  support  of  the  sanitary  trade  to  the  utmost 
extremity  for  any  proposition  that  will  tend  to  reduce  the  apprentice  ratio  in  the  general 
ware  pressing  trade  to  an  equitable  basis,  that  all  who  choose  to  learn  this  trade  may  have  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  follow  the  trade  of  their  choice  after  having  served  the  legal  ap- 
prenticeship. It  is  truly  a perplexing  condition  that  the  general  ware  pressers  are  compelled 
to  tolerate  a condition  that  virtually  precludes  the  possibility  of  more  than  50.%  of  the  men 
enjoying  the  fruits  of  their  five  years’  apprenticeship  by  robbing  them  of  the  opportunity  to 
work  at  their  chosen  trade;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  each  and  every  clay  working  trade  be  and  are  hereby  declared  separate 
and  distinct  from  all  other  clay  working  trades;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  no  member  of  one  clay  working  trade  be  permitted  to  take  a position  in 
any  other  clay  working  trade  other  than  as  a legitimate  apprentice,  such  apprentice  to  serve 
the  legal  term  of  apprenticeship  as  required  by  the  trade  at  which  he  starts  and  be  discount 
off  the  list  as  prescribed  by  laws  and  agreements  governing  apprentices  in  the  various  trades; 
and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  no  general  ware  presser  having  worked  one  year  or  more  at  the  sanitary 
pressing  trade  be  permitted  to  go  back  to  general  ware  pressing  while  a general  ware  presser 
who  has  not  worked  in  sanitary  is  available. 

Motion  by  Habig  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

The  Committee  on  Law  then  offered  the  following  recommendation: 
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We,  your  Committee  on  Law,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  to  take  the 
place  of  Section  3 of  Article  IV  of  the  National  Rules  and  Regulations: 

DUTIES  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY-TREASURER 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  give  a report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  National 
Brotherhood  of  Operative  PotterB.  He  shall  read  all  communications,  reports,  etc.;  he  shall 
affix  the  seal  of  this  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  to  all  documents  when  nec- 
essary. When  this  organization  is  supporting  a strike  he  shall  notify  the  trade  to  remain 
away  from  such  places  until  a satisfactory  agreement  has  been  reached;  he  shall  prepare  for 
publication  a copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters 
within  one  month  after  the  close  of  each  annual  or  special  session;  he  shall  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  this  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters;  he  shall  keep  a record  of  the 
names,  numbers,  dates  of  institution  and  location  of  all  local  unions;  he  shall  have  charge  of 
the  seals,  books,  papers,  and  private  work  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters 
in  conjunction  with  the  President,  to  whom  he  shall  be  subordinate;  he  shall  keep  a true  and 
correct  account  between  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  and  all  local  unions; 
he  shall  present  to  this  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  at  each  annual  session  a 
full  and  correct  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  year.  He  shall  hold 
and  keep  securely  all  moneys  received  by  him  and  pay  all  bills  attested  by  the  President;  he 
shall  at  the  end  of  each  month  make  a settlement,  and  pay  over  all  surplus  above  two 
thousand  dollars  of  the  General  Fund  and  two  thousand  dollars  of  the  Defense  Fund  in  his 
hands  to  the  Trustees.  He  shall  have  his  accounts  posted  regularly  and  ready  for  settle- 
ment and  exhibition  to  the  proper  officers  whenever  they  may  require  it,  and  he  shall  make 
to  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  at  its  annual  session  a full  and  correct 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters’  treasury,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  order  require.  He  shall  deliver  to 
the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters,  or  to  its  proper  officers,  whenever  called  up- 
on to  do  so,  all  moneys,  papers  and  other  property  in  his  hands  belonging  to  this  organiza- 
tion.

The  Convention  then  went  into  session  as  a Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  Resolu- 
tion No.  84. 

Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 

RESOLUTION  No.  S4 

The  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters,  assembled  in  convention,  at  Atlantic 
City,  New  Jersey,  recognise  the  fact  that  the  pottery  industry  of  the  United  States  depends 
to  a very  large  extent  upon  the  protection  afforded  it  by  Congress,  and  that  the  maintenance 
of  our  present  scale  of  wages  depends  upon  the  honest  and  impartial  administration  of  the 
present  tariff  laws  in  the  collection  of  the  full  amount  of  duties  thereunder;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  developed  during  the  recent  investigations  by,  and  hearings  before  the 
United  States  Customs  authorities,  that  the  values  at  which  much  of  the  china  and  earthen 
ware  imported  into  this  country  is  invoiced,  and  on  which  duty  is  paid,  is  greatly  below  the 
values  required  by  the  Dingley  Tariff  Law,  viz:  the  Foreign  Market  Value;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  largest  importing  houses  are  taking  advantage  of  the  so-called 
“German  Tariff  Agreement”  (the  provisions  of  which  have  been  extended  to  many  other 
European  nations)  to  continue  and  to  increase  this  illegal  practice  under  the  shelter  of  the 
broadest  interpretation  of  this  agreement,  to-wit:  “Market  value  as  defined  by  Section  19  of 

the  Customs  Administrative  Act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  EXPORT  price  whenever 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  arje  sold  wholly  for  export,  or  sold  in  home  market  only  in  lim- 
ited quantities,  by  reason  of  which  fact  there  cannot  be  established  a market  value  based 
upon  the  sale  of  such  GOODS,  wares  and  merchandise  in  usual  wholesale  quantities,  packed 
ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States.”  The  importer  claiming  that  if  a dinner  set,  a cup 
and  saucer,  a plate  made  of  a particular  shape  or  design  exclusively  for  the  United  States 
buyer,  has  no  market  value  other  than  the  value  they  may  place  thereon  for  export  pur- 
poses; whereas  “such”  or  similar  goods  are  sold  very  generally  throughout  Europe.  And, 

Whereas,  The  importer  is  further  taking  advantage  of  provision  “F”  of  the  said  agree- 
ment. to-wit:  The  certificate  as  to  value  issued  by  German  chambers  of  commerce  shall  be 
accepted  by  appraisers  as  competent  evidence  and  be  considered  by  them  in  connection  with 
such  other  evidence  as  may  be  adduced”  to  demand  that  certificates  written  on  the  bottom  of 
an  invoice  by  the  invoice  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  manufacturer,  and  signed  by  the  secretary 
of  some  local  chamber  of  commerce,  with  nothing  to  indicate  that  a thorough  investigation 
had  been  made  by  said  official,  shall  be  accepted  as  binding  upon  the  appraising  officer  of 
the  United  States.  And 

Whereas,  The  Special  Agents  of  our  Government,  whose  duty  it  is  to  ascertain  true 


market  values  abroad,  are  dow  restrained  in  a manner  so  that  their  services  are  of  little 
value,  on  account  of  their  natural  desire  to  retain  their  offices  and  residence  in  the  foreign 
country,  as  they  must  now,  pccording  to  the  tariff  agreement,  be  personae  gratae  to  the 
said  foreign  government,  to- wit:  “Special  Agents,  Confidential  Agents  and  others  sent  by 

the  Treasury  Department  to  investigate  questions  bearing  upon  customs  administration  shall 
be  accredited  to  the  German  Government  through  the  Department  of  State  at  Washington 
and  the  Foreign  Office  at  Berlin,  and  such  agents  shall  cooperate  with  the  several  chambers 
of  commerce  located  in  the  territory  apportioned  to  such  agent.  It  is  hereby  understood 
that  the  general  principle  as  to  personae  gratae  shall  apply  to  these  officials.”  And, 

Whereas,  Under  these  provisions  dutiable  values  other  than  the  true  foreign  market 
value,  as  provided  by  the  Dingley  Tariff  Law  have  been  arrived  at,  and  duty  assessed  thereon, 
to  the  great  injury  of  our  industry  as  a whole;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  disapprove  these  methods  of  depriving  us  of  the  protection 
afforded  us  under  the  act  of  Congress; 

That  we  demand  that  the  provisions  of  the  Dingley  Tariff  Law  be  enforced  in  letter  and 
spirit; 

That  the  disregard  of  the  tariff  protection  provided  for  us  by  our  representatives  in 
Congress,  for  diplomatic  reasons,  be  immediately  discontinued,  and  that  our  rights  as  Ameri- 
can citizens  living  in  the  United  States  be  first  considered. 

That  we  request  our  representatives  in  both  houses  of  our  National  Congress,  regardless 
of  political  party  affiliations,  to  see  that  some  action  be  taken  that  will  insure  our  industry 
the  protection  Congress  intended  we  should  have; 

That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be  personally  presented  to  the  Congressman  of  each 
district  and  Senator  of  each  State  represented  by  this  Brotherhood. 

That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate and  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  O’Keffe  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in.

RESOLUTION  No.  72 

By  Local  Union  No.  73  (Sanitary  Mixed)  Cameron,  W.  Va.,  as  amended  by  the 
Sanitary  Price  List  Committee 

Whereas,  There  is  no  established  price  for  day  work  for  jiggering  and  sticking-up  san- 
itary ware,  and  at  times  the  absence  of  such  a list  makes  it  inconvenient  to  the  workmen 
when  called  upon  to  make  new  work  and  specialities  on  which  no  piece  price  has  been 
established;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  day  wage  rate  for  sanitary  jiggermen  shall  be  $5.00  per  day,  the 
firm  to  stand  all  risk  for  defective  ware,  and  pay  all  help. 

We  recommend  that  in  the  case  of  the  round  tank  now  being  jiggered  at  the  Eljer  Pot- 
tery Co.,  Cameron,  W.  Va.,  that  50  pieces  constitute  a jiggerman’s  day’s  work,  and  12  pieces 
■constitute  a day’s  work  for  sticker-up. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  piece  price  for  jiggering  the  round  tank  at  the  Eljer  Pot- 
tery Co.,  Cameron,  W.  Va.,  be  fixed  at  16  cents  each,  a day’s  work  not  to  exceed  50  pieces 
per  day. 

That  the  piece  price  for  sticking-up  and  finishing  the  round  tank  at  the  Eljer  Pottery 
Co.,  Cameron,  W.  Va.,  be  fixed  37^  cents  each,  the  sticker-up  to  stand  no  loss.  A day’s 
work  not  to  exceed  12  pieces  per  day. 

Motion  by  Wellslager  that  Resolution  No.  72  as  amended  by  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried. 


RESOLUTION  No.  21 

By  Local  Union  No.  26  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Kokomo,  Ind. 

Resolved,  That  the  law  passed  at  the  Akron  convention  placing  certain  restrictions  on 
the  starting  of  journeymen  general  ware  pressers  at  the  sanitary  trade  be  amended  to  read: 
“No  general  ware  presser  shall  be  permitted  to  start  at  sanitary  pressing  so  long  as  the 
organization  can  furnish  a sanitary  presser;  but  should  the  organization  be  unable  to  furnish 
■a  sanitary  presser  on  demand,  then  a general  ware  presser  shall  be  permitted  to  start  as  a 
journeyman.  Such  general  ware  presser  shall  continue  in  the  employ  of  the  firm  at  which  he 
starts  for  a period  of  at  least  one  year,  to  be  recognized  as  a sanitary  presser”;  but  in  case 
the  firm  should  quit  business  such  presser  shall  be  recognized  as  a journeyman  sanitary 
presser  and  allowed  to  seek  employment  in  any  sanitary  pottery. 
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The  Committee  on  State  of  Order  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  Habig  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  concurred  in. 
Motion  carried. 


RESQLUTION  No.  57 

By  Local  Union  No.  72  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Evansville,  Inch 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  sanitary  presser  is  fully  protected  by  the  law  passed  at 
the  Akron  convention,  which  reads: 

“No  general  ware  presser  shall  be  permitted  to  start  at  sanitary  pressing  so  long  as  the- 
organization  can  furnish  a sanitary  presser;  but  should  the  organization  be  unable  to  furnish 
a sanitary  presser  on  demand,  then  a general  ware  presser  shall  be  permitted  to  start.  Such 
general  ware  presser  shall  continue  in  the  employ  of  the  firm  at  which  he  starts  for  a period 
of  at  least  one  year,  to  be  recognized  as  a sanitary  presser;”  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  change  to  this  law  as  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  40  by  local 
union  No.  45  would  be  detrimental  to  any  new  firm  starting  to  manufacture  sanitary  ware 
at  a time  when  sanitary  pressers  were  fully  employed,  which  has  happened  in  the  past  and 
undoubtedly  will  happen  in  the  future;  for  the  dull  times  through  which  we  are  passing  will 
sooner  or  later  be  followed  by  a boom  period,  when  new  industries  will  be  launched  and  the 
sanitary  presser  will  again  be  in  demand,  and  if  a new  firm  cannot  draw  upon  the  general 
ware  pressers  whenever  it  is  impossible  to  procure  sanitary  pressers,  it  will  work  an  injury 
both  to  the  employers  and  the  pressing  trade.  Again  closets  are  being  cast  successfully 
in  England  and  Germany,  and  in  several  potteries  in  this  country  experiments  have  been 
made  with  some  success,  so  it  is  just  possible  that  they  may  be  made  here,  and  if  so,  it  will 
reduce  the  number  of  men  now  required  to  do  a given  amount  of  work;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  local  union  No.  72,  unanimously  recommend  the 
non-adoption  of  Resolution  No.  40  by  local  union  No.  45. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  Order  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  Habig  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried. 


RESOLUTION  No.  96 

By  Local  Union  No.  45  (Sanitary  Pressers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Whereas,  Two  general  ware  pressers  are  now  working  in  the  Tiffin  Pottery  as  sanitary 
pressers  contrary  to  our  present  agreement;  and 

Whereas,  They  as  individuals  and  the  Local  as  a body  have  placed  themselves  in  direct 
opposition  to  our  National  Officers  and  the  laws  of  the  organization;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  condemn  the  action  of  L.  U.  No.  7 in  their  stand  on  this  question. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  Order  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  Wellslager  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  adopted.

The  following  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Mercer  County  Central  Labor 
Union  was  then  read  :

“Dear  Sir: — By  motion  of  the  Central  Labor  Union,  I am  instructed  to  again  write  you 
regarding  the  non- affiliation  of  several  of  the  Potters  Local  Unions  of  Trenton  with  the 
Central  Labor  Union,  and  the  non-attendance  of  delegates  from  those  Potters  Local  Unions 
which  are  affiliated,  with  the  hope  that  some  action  may  be  taken  at  your  Convention,  which 
will  instruct  or  recommend  that  all  Locals  of  Potters  be  represented  in  the  Central  Labor 
Union  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  laws  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  of 
which  the  N.  B.  of  0.

Resolved,  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  agreement  between  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P. 
and  United  States  Potters  Association,  no  new  apprentices  shall  be  allowed  to  start  at  the 
general  ware  pressing  trade  for  a period  of  at  least  two  years,  at  the  end  of  which  term  the 
ratio  shall  be  readjusted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  times. 

The  Committee  on  General  Ware  Price  List  recommended  rejection.

RESOLUTION  No.  98 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  0. 

Whereas,  Any  one  may  procure  a sticking-up  job  and  in  the  meantime  can  practice 
making  ware,  which  will  enable  one,  in  time,  to  take  a job  as  a journeyman  presser.  This 
evil  has  been  growing  of  late  years  and  has  proven  a detriment  to  the  pressing  trade; 
thereforf  be  it 

Resolved,  That  no  one  be  eligible  to  a job  sticking-up  unless  he  is  a journeyman  clay 
worker  and  satisfactory  to  the  firm.

In  case  of  vacancy  m any  clay  branch  of  the  general  ware  trade  when  it  is  found  impos- 
sible to  secure  a competent  journeyman  of  the  particular  branch  in  which  the  vacancy 
exists,  it  shall  be  permissible  for  any  journeyman  in  any  other  clay  branch  of  the  general 
ware  trade  to  accept  such  position.  And  we  recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to 
secure  an  agreement  with  the  manufacturers  to  this  effect.

Report  of  the  Delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 

Convention. 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P. 

The  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  was  called  to 
order  by  President  Gompers  at  10:00  a.  m.  on  Monday,  November  9,  1908,  in  the  Auditorium 
at  Denver,  Col. 

An  appropriate  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  Governor  Buchtel  of  Colorado.  He  was 
followed  by  Mayor  Speer  of  Denver  who  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  city  of  Denver.  Mr. 
George  Hally,  President  of  the  Colorado  State  Federation  of  Labor,  and  Mr  L.  M.  French, 
President  of  Denver  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly,  also  made  addresses  of  welcome. 

President  Gompers  responded  to  these  addresses  of  welcome  in  a very  appropriate  manner. 

The  report  of  the  Credential  Committee  showed  that  there  were  308  delegates  represent- 
ing 108  National  and  International  Unions,  24  State  Branches,  55  Central  Bodies,  14  Local 
and  Federal  Labor  Unions  and  6 Fraternal  Organizations,  making  a total  of  181  organizations 
represented  with  a voting  strength  of  15,203  votes. 

The  fraternal  delegates  present  were:  John  Wadsworth  and  J.  H.  Skinner,  representing 
the  British  Trade  Union  Congress;  P,  M.  Draper,  representing  the  Trades  and  Labor  Congress 
of  Canada;  Mrs.  Raymond  Robbins,  representing  the  National  Women’s  Trade  Union  League; 
Rev.  Charles  Stelzle,  representing  the  Department  of  Church  and  Labor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church;  Miss  Anna  Fitzgerald,  representing  the  Women’s  International  Union  Label  League, 
and  George  B.  Lang,  representing  the  Farmers’  Educational  and  Co-operative  Union. 

The  report  of  President  Gompers  showed  that  new  charters  had  been  issued  during  the 
year  to  two  Industrial  Departments,  four  State  Federations,  seventy  three  Central  Bodies, 
one-hundred  local  trade  unions  having  no  national  organization  and  fifty-five  federal  labor 
unions.  According  to  this  report  there  were  affiliated  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
on  September  30,  1908,  116  National  and  International  Unions,  2 Industrial  Departments,  38 
State  Federations,  606  city  Central  Bodies  and  583  Local  and  Federal  Labor  Unions.

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Under  the  head  of  “The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report,”  the  Conven- 
tion adopted  the  following  quotations  from  the  report  of  President  Gompers: 

“We  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  by  assuming  that  business  is  property  that 
the  barest  shadow  of  justification  can  be  found  for  the  acts  of  the  judiciary  on  injunction 
lines. 

“Business  consists  of  a location,  of  stock  and  patronage.  Location  and  stock  are  prop- 
erty; patronage  is  not.  Patronage  rests  upon  nothing  but  the  good  will  of  the  patron. 
There  can  be  no  business  without  patronage;  hence  business  cannot  be  property. 

“Courts  used  to  be  concerned,  and  justly  so,  with  the  preservation  of  property  as  such; 
not  with  the  profitable  or  unprofitable  use  thereof. 

“When  courts  shall  have  been  compelled  to  retrace  their  steps  back  to  this  fundamental 
position,  government  by  law  and  equal  freedom  will  to  this  extent  have  been  restored. 

“We  contend  that  equity,  power  and  jurisdiction,  discretionary  government  by  the  judi- 
ciary, for  well  defined  purposes  and  within  specific  limitations,  granted  to  the  courts  by  the 
constitution,  has  been  so  extended  that  it  is  invading  the  field  of  government  by  law,  and  en- 
dangering individual  liberty. 

“As  government  by  equity,  personal  government,  advances,  republican  government 
by  law,  recedes.  Despotic  power  under  the  ermine  is  as  dangerous  as  despotic 
power  under  the  crown.  They  (the  judges)  cannot  divest  themselves  of  their  hu- 
manity by  putting  on  the  judicial  ermine  any  more  than  the  king  can  divest  himself  of  his 
by  putting  on  the  crown. 

“We  affirm  that  government  by  law  and  government  by  injunction  can  not  exist  together, 
and  we  again  state  that  the  usurpation  which  undertakes  to  deprive  us,  as  working  people,  of 
our  rights  as  citizens,  if  allowed  to  continue  unresisted,  cannot  and  will  not  stop  until  it 
has  invaded  all  fields  of  human  activity  and  made  the  judiciary  the  irresponsible  arbiter  of 
all  relations  between  employer  and  employee,  buyer  and  seller,  man  and  man.” 

The  action  of  President  Gompers  and  the  Executive  Council  in  the  case  of  the  Buck’s 
Stove  & Range  Company  was  endorsed,  and  a vote  of  thanks  given  to  President  Gompers 
for  his  willingness  to  risk  the  consequences  of  discussing  the  boycott  of  the  Buck’s  Stove  & 
Range  Company  when  the  injunction  practically  forbid  him  to  so  much  as  mention  the  mat- 
ter in  the  Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

The  famous  “Hatters’  Decision”  was  discussed  at  great  length,  and  the  Convention 
adopted  a recommendation,  urging  the  officials  of  labor  organizations  to  study  the  points  in- 
volved in  this  case,  with  a view  of  bringing  the  seriousness  of  it  before  their  members  in 
order  that  each  individual  may  fu'ly  appreci  ate  its  meaning  and  the  danger  to  which  the 
organizations  themselves,  their  individual  members  and  their  joint  and  individual  property 
are  exposed. 

This  matter  was  covered  fully  by  President  Gompers  in  his  report,  but  as  it  was  pub- 
lished in  our  official  organ  at  that  time  we  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  repeat  it  in  this  re- 
port. 

The  Convention  endorsed  the  efforts  of  the  representatives  of  labor  to  secure  remedial 
legislation — both  the  effort  made  to  get  measures  through  Congress  and  the  effort  to  win 
same  at  the  polls  in  the  last  election. 

Along  that  line  the  following  recommendation  was  ad  pted:  “Executive  officers,  when 
they  are  elected,  are  aware  of  the  declared  policies  and  purposes  of  the  Federation.  They 
assume  the  office  for  the  purpose,  so  far  as  they  can,  of  sustaining  and  giving  effect  to  such 
declarations  and  policies  as  have  been  adopted.  If,  after  more  mature  consideration,  they 
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find  themselves  unable  to  agree  with,  and  feel  that  they  must,  in  order  to  be  trne  to  them- 
selves, proceed  to  oppose  these  adopted  policies,  or  any  adopted  policy,  your  Committee  be- 
lieve it  to  be  their  duty,  as  it  certainly  is  their  right,  to  resign  from  such  office,  and  thus 
place  themselves  squarely  within  the  Minneapolis  declaration.  Such  action  would  be  honor- 
able to  themselves  and  advantageous  to  the  movement.” 

It  seemed  to  be  the  general  inpression  among  the  delegates  that  this  recommendation  was 
aimed  at  Vice-President  O’Keefe  who  early  in  the  Campaign  had  supported  Labor’s  Political 
Demands  and  had  signed  some  of  the  appeals  sent  out  to  the  voters,  but  later  on  went  over  to 
the  other  side  and  opposed  Labor’s  effort.  Since  then  he  has  been  appointed  Emigration 
Commissioner.  Whether  this  was  the  intention  or  not,  it  had  the  effect  of  causing  O’Keefe  to 
withdraw,  at  the  last  moment,  from  the  race  for  Sixth  Vice-President  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

The  Executive  Council  reported  that,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Nor- 
folk Convention,  the  representatives  of  the  label  organizations  had  held  a conference  to  pro- 
mote the  use  of  the  label.  This  conference  decided  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  a Union  Label 
Law  Digest,  covering  the  laws  and  court  decisions  for  the  protection  of  Union  Labels,  and 
also  the  basis  upon  which  suits  may  be  instituted  before  the  courts  for  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  the  organizations  in  their  respective  Union  Labels.  The  expense  of  this  digest  will 
be  borne  by  the  Label  Organizations. 

The  Convention  endorsed  the  national  movement  for  the  conservation  of  natural  resour- 
ces. It  also  instructed  the  officers  to  continue  the  distribution  of  anti-tuberculosis 
printed  matter,  and  recommended  the  fullest  co-operation  of  all  affiliated  organizations  in 
the  efforts  for  the  extermination  of  this  disease. 

The  subject  of  Old  Age  Pensions  received  consideration  at  the  Convention.  In  connection 
with  this  the  Executive  Council  submitted  a report  of  the  legislation  existing  in  European 
countries,  providing  for  Old  Age  Pensions.  The  Executive  Council  was  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  effort  to  secure  legislation  along  that  line  for  the  workers  of  this  country. 

The  subject  of  industrial  education  received  the  attention  of  the  convention.  The  Execu- 
tive Council  had  collected  considerable  data  which  showed  that  there  wTere  two  groups  advo- 
cating industrial  education — one  whose  policy  will  be  of  genuine  service,  the  other  being  en- 
tirely inadequate  and  inimical  to  the  trade  union  movement.  It  was  decided  that  a committee 
of  fifteen  be  appointed  to  investigate  further  and  report  to  the  next  convention. 

A resolution  was  adopted  providing  for  the  erection  of  an  office  building  at  Washington, 
D.  C.,  for  the  headquarters  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Among  the  other  resolutions  adopted  were  the  following: 

To  have  the  bookbinding  for  public  libraries  done  in  the  United  States. 

Indorsing  the  principle  of  the  Civil  Service. 

Asking  for  legislation  to  secure  better  pay  and  less  hours  of  work  for  postal  clerks. 

To  restrict  emigration  by  an  illiteracy  test. 

To  have  uniform  laws  to  protect  human  life. 

To  have  the  Chinese  exclusion  law7  include  Japanese,  and  to  have  the  terms  of  the  meas- 
ure extended  to  exclude  from  the  United  States  and  its  insular  territory  all  races,  native  of 
Asia,  other  than  those  exempted  by  the  present  terms  of  the  act. 

Asking  for  law’s  requiring  the  government  to  furnish  suitable  quarters  for  laboring  men 
engaged  in  government  constructon  wrork. 

A number  of  jurisdiction  disputes  were  adjusted.  Other  jurisdiction  disputes  were  re- 
ferred to  special  committees  to  make  an  effort  to  bring  the  contendirg  parties  to  some  agree- 
ment. 
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The  addresses  of  fraternal  delegates  Skinner,  Wadsworth  and  Draper  were  instructive 
and  interesting,  each  giving  a glimpse  of  the  industrial  conditions  existing  in  his  own  coun- 
try, which  showed  that  the  problems  here  are  about  the  same  as  those  that  the 
workers  of  Great  Britain  and  Canada  have  to  meet,  and  that  the  forces  opposed  to  them 
pursue  about  the  same  tactics  as  our  opponents  in  this  country. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Charles  Stelzle,  Mr.  Raymond  Robbins  and  Mrs.  Raymond 
Robbins,  all  of  which  were  very  interesting,  especially  that  of  Mr.  Robbins  which  was  the 
most  inspiring  address  delivered  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

The  following  officers  were  elected: 

President,  Samuel  Gompers;  First  Vice-President,  .lames  Duncan;  Second  Vice  Presi- 
dent, John  Mitchell;  Third  Vice-President,  James  O’Connell;  Fourth  Vice-President,  Max  Mor- 
ris, Fifth  Vice-President,  D.  A.  Hays;  Sixth  Vice-President,  W.  D.  Huber;  Seventh  Vice-Pres- 
dent,  Joseph  F.  Valentine;  Eighth  Vice-President,  John  R.  Alpine;  Secretary,  Frank  Mor- 
rison; Treasurer,  John  Lennon:  Fraternal  delegates  to  Great  Britain,  John  P.  Frey  and  B. 
A.  Larger;  Fraternal  Delegate  to  Canada,  Jerome  Jones. 

Toronto,  Canada,  was  selected  as  the  place  of  holding  the  next  convention.

Whereas,  We  consider  it  an  injustice  to  a journeyman  to  be  given  work  on  which  it  is 
impossible  for  him  to  earn  any  more  than  apprentices  who  are  working  on  a better  class  of 
ware.  Such  is  the  practice  at  Mannington  and  Kokomo.  Whenever  they  want  to  get  rid  of 
a journeyman,  having  little  or  no  excuse,  they  give  him  such  work  as  tall  and  short  hoppers, 
No.  3s,  french  closets  and  the  like;  therefore  we  request  this  Convention  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  or  one  of  similar  import: 

Resolved,  That  no  apprentice  sanitary  presser  shall  be  allowed  to  make  tanks,  lavatories, 
jets  or  syphon  action  closets  until  the  last  year  of  his  apprenticeship,  unless  all  journeymen 
in  the  shop  are  employed  on  such  work,  and  in  no  case  shall  a journeyman  be  given  tall  and 
short  hoppers,  No.  3s  and  french  closets  unless  all  the  apprentices  in  the  shop  are  employed 
on  such  work.  In  the  making  of  oval  basins  the  apprentice  shall  be  given  the  preference. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  George  M.  Martin  that  we  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee.

Resolution  No.  73 

By  Local  Union  No.  72  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Evansville,  Ind. 

Whereas,  The  present  laws  covering  shop  grievances  are  so  lacking  in  detail  that  much 
trouble  and  confusion  often  results  therefrom;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  matters  to  which  we  refer  is  the  working  of  bad  moulds,  which  is 
often  the  cause  of  considerable  loss  to  the  presser;  therefore  we  would  request  that  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  or  others  of  similar  import  be  adopted  by  your  honorable  body: 

Resolved,  That  when  a presser  puts  in  a set  of  moulds  and,  in  his  opinion,  such  moulds 
are  not  fit  for  use  he  shall  call  upon  the  shop  committee  for  their  decision,  and  should  the  com- 
mittee decide  that  the  moulds  are  not  fit  to  use  the  firm  shall  be  notified,  and  unless  good 
moulds  are  given  to  said  presser  he  shall  cease  work  and  no  other  presser  allowed  to  start  at 
that  shop  until  the  matter  has  been  adjusted.  He  shall  be  allowed  benefits  after  the  first 
week  he  is  off;  such  benefits  to  be  ten  dollars  per  week. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  non-concurred  in  the  resolution  and  recommended 
that  the  National  President  investigate  conditions  at  the  National  Pottery,  Evansville,  Ind., 
and  take  definite  action. 
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Motion  by  George  M.  Martin  that  we  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee.

Resolved,  That  our  representatives  to  the  next  wage  conference  be  and  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  exert  every  effort  within  their  power  to  bring  about  this  change  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  counting  flat  ware  placed  in  the  first  ring  of  the  bisque 
kilns  is  such  as  to  compel  the  placing  of  five  bungs  for  one  and  one-fourth  days,  while  five

(9)  The  firm  shall  furnish  all  help  necessary  to  take  off,  sponge  and  gather  ware,  and 
furnish  all  sponges. 

(10)  All  glaze  to  be  thoroughly  ground  and  seived  through  a silk  lawn  not  coarser 
than  a 14s.

Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  July  4th,  1909 

Mr.  T.  J.  Duffy, 

Atlantic  City,  N.  J. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I have  been  instructed  to  write  you  in  regard  to  two  young  men, 
James  Billington  and  Thomas  Radcliff,  who  came  here  from  Trenton  to  accept  positions  at  the 
Riverside  pottery. 

Previous  to  their  coming  the  firm  had  asked  for  the  privilege  of  setting  on  a general 
ware  presser.  This  request  was  refused  because  we  believed  that  all  of  the  sanitary  pressers 
were  not  employed. 

The  firm  then  asked  the  Shop  Committee  to  get  them  five  or  six  good,  steady  men.  This 
was  communicated  to  Bro.  Hutchins,  which  resulted  in  the  coming  of  the  two  men  mentioned 
above.  These  men  brought  evidence  to  show  that  they  were  members  of  L.  U.  No.  45, 
Billington  showing  his  due  book  and  Radcliff  a shop  card  paid  to  June  30,  1909,  but  not  bear- 
ing the  seal,  which  is  considered  a grievous  error  on  the  part  of  L.  U.  No.  45  in  sending  shop 
cards  out  without  the  seal  attached.  However,  they,  were  permitted  to  start,  and  very  soon 
it  became  evident  to  the  other  men  working  in  the  shop  that  Billington  and  Radcliff  were  not 
sanitary  pressers,  particularly  so  in  RadclifFs  case  as  he  showed  no  knowledge  of  making  the 
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simplest  parts  that  go  into  the  construction  of  a closet.  This  can  be  better  explained  by 
our  delegate,  George  Bell.  The  poor  showing  made  by  the  men  and  the  fact  of  Radcliff’s 
shop  card  not  bearing  the  seal  was  cause  for  much  comment  throughout  the  shop  and  we 
finally  decided  to  write  Bro.  Hutchins  and  ask  for  an  investigation  of  the  matter. 

Bro.  Hutchins  replied  stating  both  men  were  members  of  Local  Union  No.  45  and  that 
we  could  rest  assured  that  they  are  sanitary  pressers  or  else  Local  Union  No.  45  would  never 
have  admitted  them,  because  we  do  not  admit  anybody  without  they  produce  satisfactory 
proof  that  they  are  what  they  claim  to  be. 

Now,  since  my  writing  to  Bro.  Hutchins  for  an  investigation  I learn  that  Thomas  Rad- 
cliff  has  admitted  that  he  had  never  pressed  any  sanitary,  but  had  done  some  odd  work  about 
a sanitary  pottery  which  had  allowed  him  to  gain  admission  into  a sanitary  local,  and  he 
came  to  Wheeling  a full-fledged  sanitary  presser. 

Bro.  Hutchins  also  tells  us  that  Radcliff  joined  Local  Union  No.  45  last  February  and 
Billington  in  March.  Each  had  brought  from  England  credentials  with  the  signature  of  the 
secretary  and  seal  of  the  Potters’  Association  of  that  country  certifying  to  the  fact  that 
they  were  sanitary  pressers  and  had  worked  at  the  trade  in  that  country  for  a number  of 
years,  and  on  the  strength  of  that  Local  Union  No.  45  had  admitted  them. 

Bro.  Hutchins  also  states  that  quite  a number  of  these  men  come  from  England  and  their 
trouble  is  caused  by  the  difference  in  the  methods  of  the  two  countries  in  pressing  sanitary 
ware. 

Local  Union  No?  46  would  like  these  facts  made  known  to  the  Convention  and  the  evil 
remedied  of  men  coming  from  foreign  shores  with  so  little  knowledge,  if  any,  of  the  sanitary 
trade,  while  we  have  good  general  ware  pressers  who  have  been  walking  the  streets  for 
months. 

I will  leave  the  rest  to  our  delegate,  Bro.  George  Bell.

Resolution  No.  69,  by  Local  Union  No.  82,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Sanitary  Price  List. 
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Resolution  No.  70,  by  Local  Union  No.  85,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  71,  by  Local  Union  No.  85,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  72,  by  Local  Union  No.  85,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Sanitary  Price  List. 

The  preamble  together  with  Resolutions  Nos.  73,  74,  75,  76,  77,  78  and  79, 
by  the  Sanitary  Standing  Committee,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Sanitary 
Price  List. 

Badges  and  the  Financial  Reports  of  the  National  Officers  were  then  passed 
out  to  the  delegates,  after  which  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  2 p.  m. 
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FRIDAY,  JULY  FIRST 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  Duffy. 

At  roll  call  Daniel  O’Connell  was  the  only  absentee. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  was  then  read  and  on  motion  by  Moran  it  was 
taken  up  seriatim  for  action. 

Rule  1.  That  two  sessions  be  held  daily,  except  Monday,  July  4th,  when  all  business 
shall  be  suspended;  the  first  session  to  be  from  9:00  a.  m to  12:00  m.,  the  second  session  to  be 
from  2:30  p.  m.  to  5:00  p.  m. 

Motion  by  O’Keefe  that  the  rule  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “suspended” 
“and  adjourn  at  noon  on  Saturday.” 

Amended  by  Gratton  that  we  adjourn  at  4:00  p.  m.  on  Saturday. 

Amendment  carried. 

Motion  as  amended  carried. 

Rule  2.  There  shall  be  no  smoking  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

Adopted. 

Rule  3.  That  no  resolution  shall  be  accepted  for  consideration  after  the  close  of  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  session. 

Adopted. 

Rule  4.  Each  and  every  delegate  present  shall  vote  individually  on  all  questions. 

Adopted. 

Rule  5.  Any  delegate  retiring  before  10:30  a.  m.  or  3:30  p.  pi.  without  a reasonable 
excuse  shall  be  marked  absent. 

Adopted. 

Rule  6.  Each  delegate  shall  have  a representative  badge  to  wear  in  sight.  Such  badge 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  free  of  cost  to  the  dele- 
gates, and  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  until 
the  Convention  adjourns,  and  any  member  attending  a session  without  his  badge,  unless  a 
reasonable  excuse  is  offered,  shall  be  fined  one  dollar. 

Adopted. 

Rule  That  visiting  members  be  admitted  to  the  rear  of  the  hall,  but  must  not  mingle 
with  the  delegates  while  the  Convention  is  in  session. 

Adopted. 

Rule  8.  That  no  information  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  be  furnished  the 
press,  except  by  the  Press  Committee,  and  that  the  President  instruct  the  delegates  of  the  im- 
portance of  this  rule,  at  the  close  of  each  session. 

Rule  9.  That  no  delegate  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  ten  minutes  on  any  one  ques- 
tion, unless  by  permission  of  the  Convention. 

Adopted. 

On  motion  by  Moran  the  rules  as  amendede  were  then  adopted  as  a whole. 

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  President  and  First  Vice-President  were  then  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report. 
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Report  of  the  Delegates  to  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  Convention 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  was  held  in 
Toronto,  Ontario,  Canada,  November  8th  to  the  20th,  1909.  One  hundred  and  ninety-two 
organizations  were  represented,  87  National  and  International,  23  State  Branches,  63  Central 
Bodies,  13  Trade  and  Federal  Labor  Unions,  and  fraternal  delegates  from  the  following  organ- 
izations: British  Trade  Union  Congress,  Canadian  Trade  and  Labor  Congress,  Women’s  Inter- 
national Union  Label  League,  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  of  America,  Farmer’s 
Educational  and  Co-Operative  Union  of  America. 

The  report  of  secretary  Morrison  showed  a balance  of  $167,303.46  in  the  treasury  on 
October  1,  1909.  $115,877.14  of  this  amount  belongs  to  the  defence  fund  for  the  local  trade 
and  federal  labor  unions  holding  charters  direct  from  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

The  convention  was  one  of  the  most  important  and  interesting  in  the  history  of  the  A. 
F.  of  L.  Your  delegates,  however,  could  not  do  more  than  make  a very  brief  reference  to  a 
few  of  the  many  things  that  came  before  the  convention,  as  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  take 
up  the  time  or  space  on  this  occasion  in  an  effort  to  completely  cover  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention. 

Since  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  the  Loewe 
company  against  the  United  Hatters,  under  which  the  Sherman  anti- trust  law  was  interpreted 
as  placing  a ban  upon  labor  organizations,  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  an  amendment  to 
the  Sherman  anti-trust  law,  relieving  labor  organizations  of  its  operations.  H.  R.  3058, 
introduced  by  Congressman  Wilson  of  the  Miners,  was  endorsed  by  the  convention  as  embody- 
ing the  essential  provisions.  The  convention  directed  the  officials  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  its 
affiliated  organizations  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  further  the  passage  of  this  bill. 

The  committee  on  Industrial  Education  appointed  by  direction  of  the  Denver  convention, 
submitted  a partial  report  which  covered  very  elaborately  every  phase  of  the  question  as  it 
relates  to  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  American  labor.  The  report  also  outlined  a system 
of  education  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  would  be  most  practical  and  successful. 
One  of  the  principal  objects  sought  in  this  matter  is  to  wipe  out  the  evil  of  the  specialization 
of  labor,  which  is  preventing  the  opportunity  of  developing  the  capabilities  of  the  American 
workmen,  and  give  the  young  man  a well-rounded  education  which  will  make  him  a better 
mechanic  and  tradesman. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  with  directions  that  the  committee  be  continued 
and  make  a final  report  to  the  1910  convention. 

Owing  to  the  sentence  that  is  hanging  over  President  Gompers,  Vice-President  Mitchell 
and  Secretary  Morrison  in  connection  with  the  injunction  of  the  Buck’s  Stove  and  Range 
Company, the  question  of  injunction  was  given  more  than  usual  consideration.  Vice-President 
Mitchell  made  a remarkably  eloquent  and  impressive  speech  on  this  question  in  which  he 
declared  that  he  would  exercise  his  American  right  of  free  speech  regardless  of  what  it  might 
cost  him.  On  this  question  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report  was 
adopted: 

“When  the  court  arrogates  to  itself  the  power  to  issue  injunctions,  never  contemplated 
by  the  rules  of  equity,  and  in  direct  violation  of  the  constitutional  and  statutory  law  and  as- 
sumes the  right  to  issue  injunctions  for  the  enforcement  of  criminal  law,  it  departs  from  the 
domain  of  property  rights  and  invades  that  of  personal  rights  in  a manner  for  which  there 
can  be  no  excuse  except  that  the  court  thereby  becomes  the  sole  judge  of  the  law  and  the 
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fact  that  if  parties  enjoined  are  declared  guilty  of  contempt  to  determine  the  extent  of  their 
punishment.  All  of  which  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  land  and  the 
Anglo-Saxon  conception  of  human  liberty. 

“The  great  charter  of  human  liberty,  that  Magna  Charta  of  Great  Britain,  the  basis  upon 
which  British  American  freedom  rests,  in  clause  39  declares:  No  free  man  shall  be  taken  or 
imprisoned,  or  disseized,  or  outlawed,  or  banished,  or  anyway  destroyed,  nor  will  we  pass 
upon  him,  nor  will  we  send  upon  him,  save  by  the  lawful  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  by  law  of  the 
land. 

“The  Bill  of  Rights  enunciated  by  the  British  Parliament  for  the  protection  of  the  com- 
mon people  and  signed  by  William  and  Mary  upon  their  accession  to  the  British  throne  as  a 
condition  upon  which  their  title  of  sovereignty  would  rest,  declares: 

“ 'Paragraph  1.  That  the  pretended  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  execution  of  laws, 
by  legal  authority,  without  consent  of  Parliament  is  illegal. 

“ 'Paragraph  2.  That  the  pretended  power  of  dispensing  with  laws,  or  the  execution  of 
laws  by  legal  authority,  as  has  been  assumed,  and  exercised  of  late  is  illegal. 

“The  Declaration  of  Independence  says:  ‘That  all  men  are  created  equal;  that  they  are 

endowed  by  their  creator  with  certain  inalienable  rights,  and  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  and  it  further  assigns  as  one  of  the  causes  for  the  separation 
from  the  mother  country  and  the  establishment  of  an  independent  government,  ‘for  depriving 
us  in  many  cases  of  the  benefits  of  a trial  by  jury.’ 

“The  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  creates  our  judiciary,  gives  it  what  power 
it  can  properly  exercise  and  limits  its  jurisdiction  says: 

“'First  Amendment:  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of 

religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of 
the  press;  or  the  rights  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government 
for  a redress  of  grievance. 

“ 'Sixth  Amendment:  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a 

speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall 
have  been  committed,  which  district  shall  have  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  in- 
formed of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against 
him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to  have  the  assist- 
ance of  counsel  for  his  defense. 

“ 'Ninth  Amendment.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  constitution, 
nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

“ ‘Thirteenth  Amendment:  Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  ex- 

cept as  a punishment  for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist 
within  the  United  States,  nor  any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction.’  ” 

“It  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual  investigator  that  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
hold  the  same  relationship  to  the  government  of  our  country  that  the  courts  of  Great  Britain 
held  and  now  hold  to  the  regal  power.  No  one  will  contend  that  any  judge  in  Great  Britain, 
either  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  our  constitution  or  since  that  time  could  have  any  greater 
power  than  that  conferred  by  regal  authority  expressed  by  the  Parliament  and  approved  by 
the 'King.  It  naturally  follows  that  our  courts  can  have  no  greater  power  than  that  granted 
to  them  by  the  constitution. 

“When  the  constitution  granted  to  our  judiciary  jurisdiction  in  equity,  it  could  not  have 
conveyed  any  wider  authority  than  that  which  existed  in  English  jurisprudence  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  and  the  quotations  we  have  cited  from  the  Magna  Charta, 
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the  Bill  of  Rights  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence  absolutely  deny  the  right  of  the  equity 
courts  to  infringe  upon  personal  liberty  or  existing  law.  Our  government  is  not  only  one  of 
delegated  powers,  but  also  of  reversed  powers.  The  same  instrument  that  creates  the  judici- 
ary and  delegates  power  to  it,  reserves  all  the  powers  that  are  not  thus  delegated  to  the  vari- 
ous states  and  to  the  people.  When,  therefore,  any  court  assumes  to  exercise  powers  not 
delegated  to  it  by  the  constitution,  it  invades  the  rights  specifically  reserved  by  that  docu- 
ment to  the  states  and  the  people;  its  action  becomes  void  from  lack  of  jurisdiction  and 
should  not  be  obeyed. 

“We  are  consequently  in  hearty  accord  with  President  Gompers  when  he  says: 

“ ‘When  a judge  so  far  transcends  his  authority,  and  assumes  functions  entirely  beyond 
his  power  and  jurisdiction;  when  a judge  will  set  himself  up  as  the  highest  authority  in  the 
land,  invading  constitutionally  guaranteed  rights  of  citizens;  when  a judge  will  go  so  far  in 
opinion,  decision  and  action,  that  even  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  have  felt  called  upon  to 
characterize  his  action  “unwarranted”  and  “foolish”;  under  such  circumstances  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  citizens  to  refuse  obedience  and  to  take  whatever  consequences  may  ensue. 

“I  repeat  and  emphasize  this  fact,  that  the  doctrine  that  the  citizen  must  yield  obedience 
to  every  order  of  the  court,  notwithstanding  that  order  transcends  inherent,  natural,  human 
rights  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  of  our  country,  is  vicious  and  repugnant  to  liberty  and 
human  freedom,  and  that  it  is  the  duty,  the  imperative  duty,  to  protest.” 
******** 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Executive  Council  be  instructed  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  this  injunction  case,  and  the  contempt  cases  growing  out  of  it,  to 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  in  order  that  we  may  secure  a decision  that  will  define 
our  rights  in  so  far  as  can  be  done  in  considering  these  cases,  and  we  further  recommend  that 
the  executive  council  be  authorized  to  raise  funds,  either  by  assessment  or  appeal,  if  more  be 
needed,  to  carry  the  former  recommendation  into  effect.  No  matter  what  position  the  su- 
preme court  may  take  upon  the  cases  at  issue,  our  experience  with  injunctions  during  the  last 
thirty  years  makes  it  necessary  to  secure  such  legislation  as  will  clearly  mark  the  dividing 
line  between  equity  courts  and  law  courts  and  prevent  the  equity  courts  from  ever  again 
usurping  powers  of  our  legislatures  and  our  courts  of  law. 

The  convention  endorsed  a bill  providing  for  old  age  pensions,  drafted  by  Congressman 
W.  B.  Wilson  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Council.  Because  of  the  form  of  the  federal 
government  of  the  United  States,  the  limitations  of  its  authority  and  the  sovereignty  of  the 
states  within  their  own  boundaries,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  devise  a direct  method  by 
which  old  age  pensions  can  be  paid  by  the  government.  The  federal  constitution,  however, 
provides  that  Congress  shall  have  the  power  to  raise  and  support  armies  and  Congressman 
Wilson  has  in  his  bill  invoked  this  authority  of  the  government  in  order  to  meet  its  obliga- 
tion of  paying  an  old  age  pension.  The  bill  provides  for  what  shall  be  known  as  an  old  age 
home  guard  of  the  United  States  army,  to  be  composed  of  persons  not  less  than  65  years  of 
age,  who  are  not  possessed  of  a supporting  income. 

The  convention  urged  the  continuance  of  the  efforts  of  the  affiliated  organizations  in  the 
anti-tuberculosis  crusade,  and  that  demands  be  made  upon  the  duly  constituted  authorities, 
boards  of  health  included,  that  laws  and  regulations  be  enacted  prohibiting  the  sale  of  second- 
hand clothing  or  second-hand  bottles,  unless  they  have  been  cleansed  and  renovated  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  representatives  of  the  boards  of  health. 

In  acting  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Boycotts  the  convention  went  on  record 
as  believing  the  boycott  to  be  legal  and  a necessary  moral  weapon,  saying: 
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“We  say  that  when  your  cause  is  just. and  every  other  remedy  has  been  employed  without 
result — Boycott  1 

“We  say  that  when  the  employer  has  determined  to  exploit  not  only  adult  male  labor, 
but  our  women  and  our  children  and  our  reasoning  and  appeal  to  his  fairness  and  his  con- 
science will  not  sway  him — Boycott ! 

“We  say  that  when  labor  has  been  oppressed,  browbeaten  and  tyrannized — Boycott ! 

“We  say  when  social  and  political  conditions  become  so  bad  that  ordinary  remedial  meas- 
ures are  fruitless — Boycott ! 

“And  finally  we  say,  we  have  the  right  to  boycott,  and  we  propose  to  exercise  that 
right.” 

The  convention  decided  that  in  the  event  of  Gompers,  Mitchell  and  Morrison  going  to 
jail,  they  should  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $5,000.00  per  year  during  their  incarcer- 
ation. 

Among  the  many  other  resolutions  which  were  adopted  were  the  following: 

In  favor  of  restoring  the  franchise  to  residents  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Pledging  the  support  of  the  Federation  to  the  agitation  in  the  fight  of  the  women  of  Illi- 
nois to  limit  working  hours  of  women  to  ten  hours. 

Commending  the  educational  campaign  of  the  International  Typographical  Union  for  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis  and  recommending  that  other  organizations  follow  their  example. 

Recommending  that  the  Sunday  preceding  the  first  Monday  in  September  be  observed  by 
the  churches  as  Labor  Sunday. 

In  favor  of  a clause  in  all  government  contracts  for  army  and  navy  providing  for  an 
eight  hour  day  and  union  rate  of  wages. 

Recommending  the  erection  of  labor  temples  in  all  industrial  centers. 

Recommending  the  establishment  of  homestead  or  garden  farms  for  workers. 

The  next  convention  of  the  Federation  will  be  held  at  St.  Louis.

Resolution  No.  3 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 

Whereas,  At  two  elections  in  Local  Union  No.  4 when  one  candidate  had  received  one- 
half  of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  the  other  candidate  had  received  one  vote  less  than 
his  opponent,  and  one  vote  declared  illegal,  the  president  ruled  that  there  had  been  no  elec- 
tion, and 

Whereas,  we  believe  this  ruling  to  be  a mistake,  and  unfair,  as  an  illegal  ballot  should 
not  be  considered  when  figuring  the  total  vote;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  our  laws  be  amended  by  addiDg  the  following  clause:  “That  it  shall 

require  a majority  of  all  legal  votes  cast  to  elect  any  officer  in  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  Blank  and 
unreadable  ballots,  and  ballots  cast  for  persons  other  than  recognized  candidates,  shall  be  de- 
clared illegal  and  not  counted  in  arriving  at  the  total  vote.” 

The  Committee  on  Law  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  T.  M.  Woods  that  the  recomendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in.

Resolved,  That  any  member  in  good  standing  and  otherwise  qualified  by  the  Constitution 
and  Laws  of  the  Order,  who  has  been  a member  for  six  months,  and  has  not  been  suspended 
for  cause,  or  disqualified  on  account  of  being  in  arrears,  or  by  reason  of  having  waived  the 
right  to  benefits,  who  on  account  of  sickness  or  injury  becomes  incapable  of  following  his 
usual  occupation,  or  Some  other  occupation  whereby  he  may  obtain  a livelihood,  provided  that 
such  sickness  or  disability  has  not  been  caused  by  intemperance,  the  use  of  opiates  of  immoral 
conduct,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues  and  assessments  during  such  sickness  or 
disability,  and  in  case  of  death  his  beneficiary  shall  receive  the  amount  of  the  death  insurance 
to  which  the  deceased  was  entitled,  as  set  forth  in  Section  5 of  the  Death  Insurance  Plan. 

The  Committee  on  Law  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  with  the  following 

clause  added  : 

It  is  further  provided  that  any  person  who  has  been  a member  of  the  N.  B.  of  O.P.,  in  good 
standing  for  a period  of  five  years,  or  more,  who  has  been  incapacitated  through  the  above 
mentioned  causes,  but  who  later  recovers  sufficiently  to  take  up  some  other  light  employment 
other  than  his  regular  vocation,  shall  be  placed  on  the  honorary  membership  list  of  the  N.  B. 
of  0.  P.,  with  full  privilege  to  share  in  the  insurance  benefit.

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Resolution  No.  18 

By  Local  Union  No.  22  (Mouldmakers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 

1.  That  10%"  on  mouldmaking  shall  be  restored,  also  the  price  list  on  blocking  and 
casing. 

2.  The  work  of  each  journeyman  mouldmaker  shall  be  counted  separately  and  each  shall 
be  paid  separately  from  the  office. 

3.  The  ratio  of  apprentices  to  journeymen  mouldmakers  in  the  entire  general  ware 
trade  shall  not  exceed  one  to  eight.  The  term  of  apprenticeship  shall  be  five  years.  The  ap- 
prentice shall  be  paid  at  the  following  scale  of  discounts,  the  said  discounts  to  be  given  to  the 
journeyman  who  instructs  him: 


First  year 33|% 

Second  year 25%' 

Third  year 20% 

Fourth  year 15% 

Fifth  year 10% 


No  journeyman  shall  be  discharged  to  make  room  for  an  apprentice,  and  no  apprentice 
at  present  employed  shall  be  discharged  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  foregoing  ratio. 

4.  Each  journeyman  shall  be  expected  to  do  his  share  of  the  blocking  and  casing. 

5.  10%  of  the  wages  of  each  journeyman  mouldmaker,  who  cannot,  or  will  not,  or  who 
does  not  wish  to  block  and  case,  shall  be  given  to  the  man  who  does  his  share  of  the  blocking 
and  casing,  during  such  time  as  he  is  blocking  and  casing. 

6.  The  man  responsible  for  the  blocking  and  casing  shall  be  given  his  choice  of  the 
work. 

7.  Articles  which  are  not  in  the  uniform  price  list,  and  which  are  not  classed  with  dinner 
or  toilet  sets,  shall  be  classed  as  specialties  and  the  prices  settled  on  them  as  such. 

8.  No  mouldmaker  shall  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  one  day  and  no  mouldmaker 
shall  be  required  or  permitted  to  work  on  Sundays,  unless  absolutely  necessary,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  paid  double  time. 

9.  Where  a mouldmaker  is  required  to  do  any  work  which  cannot  be  paid  for  at  piece 
work  prices  he  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $5  per  day.

Resolved,  That  a uniform  piece  work  price  list  for  finishing  hand  made  dishes  and  bakers 
be  established  by  this  Convention.

Whereas,  The  dishmakers  are  taking  various  articles  on  the  pressing  list;  therefore 

be  it 

Resolved,  That  no  dishmaker  shall  be  allowed  to  make  C.  C.  bakers,  from  2\  inch  to  10 
inch;  C.  C.  dishes  from  2£  inch  to  16  inch,  nor  footed  and  unfooted  articles,  which  are  on  the 
general  ware  pressing  list. 

The  Committee  on  General  Ware  Price  List  recommended  that  the  resolution  be  rejected, 
and  offer  the  following  as  a substitute: 

Resolved,  That  no  dishmaker  shall  be  allowed  to  make  any  article,  either  footed  or  un- 
footed, on  the  general  ware  pressing  list. 

Motion  by  J.  T.  Wood  that  the  substitute  offered  by  the  committee  be  adopted. 

Amendment  by  Hutchins  that  dishmakers  shall  be  permitted  to  make  the  dishes  and 
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bakers  on  the  C.  C.  pressing  list,  but  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to  make  footed  or  unfooted 
articles  on  the  general  ware  pressing  list.

Resolution  No.  62 

By  Local  Union  No.  77  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Mannirgton,  W.  Va. 

Whereas,  Throughout  the  sanitary  trade  there  are  a great  many  tanks  being  pressed. 
The  shapes,  sizes  and  prices  of  such  tanks  are  not  uniform,  and  this  makes  it  very  difficult  to 
settle  prices  on  new  tanks;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  sanitary  delegates  to  this  Convention  bring  measurements  and  prices 
of  tanks  being  made  at  their  respective  potteries,  and  turn  over  such  statistics  to  the  Nation- 
al Secretary;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  establish  a price  for  tanks  from  the  statistics  so  gathered. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  that  a committee  be  appointed  to 
pass  on  the  statistics  turned  in  by  the  various  delegates  and  submit  a report  on  same  to  this 
Convention.

Resolution  No.  23

Whereas,  A great  many  shops  have  a three-piece  tank  sagger,  which  causes  the  kilnmen 
considerable  extra  work;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  sanitary  potteries  using  this  three-piece  tank  sagger  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  twenty-five  cents  extra  for  each  bung  of  such  saggers  placed  in  the  kiln. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  adoption  with  the  words  “twenty- 
five  cents”  stricken  out.

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  that  a straight  ten  per  cent  increase 
be  asked  for  all  day  wage  sanitary  packers.

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Resolution  No.  53 

By  Local  Union  No.  63  (Saggermakers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Whereas,  According  to  the  Sanitary  Wage  Scale  the  sanitary  saggermakers  have  the 
privilege  of  settling  individually  any  special  sagger,  not  listed,  that  may  be  introduced;  and 
as  a result  of  this  privilege,  saggers  of  the  same  type  are  being  made  by  different  firms  at 
different  prices;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  special  saggers  not  listed  shall  be  settled  by  a committee  of  sagger- 
makers, and  in  case  they  cannot  come  to  an  agreement,  the  sagger  in  dispute  shall  then  be 
referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  settlement.  All  prices  settled  in  accordance  with 
this  resolution  shall  be  added  to  the  price  list. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  a 
substitute  for  Resolution  No.  53: 

Resolved,  That  all  special  saggers  not  listed  shall  be  settled  by  a committee  of  three 
sanitary  saggermakers,  appointed  by  the  National  President,  and  in  case  they  cannot  come 
to  an  agreement,  the  sagger  in  dispute  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  for 
settlement.  All  prices  settled  in  accordance  with  this  resolution  shall  be  added  to  the  price 
list. 

Motion  by  McGowan  that  the  substitute  offered  by  the  committee  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  54 

By  Local  Union  No.  63  (Saggermakers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Whereas,  Tank  saggers  are  made  in  all  sanitary  potteries,  and  nearly  all  are  different  in 
shape  and  size,  and  we  believe  that  there  should  be  a uniform  list  for  such  saggers,  in  order 
to  avoid  further  difficulties  in  reaching  a settlement  on  such  saggers;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  Oblong  Tanks,  not  exceeding  27J  inches  in  length,  13J  inches  in  width, 
and  8 inches  in  height,  shall  be  15  cents  each;  all  such  saggers  between  8 inches  and  12 
inches  in  height  shall  be  22  cents  each;  all  Oblong  Tanks  from  27^  inches  and  not  exceeding 
30  inches  in  length,  and  not  exceeding  17£  inches  in  width  and  8 inches  in  height,  shall  be  18 
cents  each;  all  such  saggers  between  8 and  12  inches  in  height,  shall  be  25  cents  each;  all 
Half  Moon  Tanks  not  exceeding  27J  inches  in  length,  12J  inches  in  width,  and  8 inches  in 
height,  shall  be  18  cents  each;  all  such  saggers  between  8 inches  and  1 1 inches  it  height 
shall  be  25  cents  each. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  adoption  with  the  following  added: 
“and  all  double  height  Tank  saggers  shall  pay  double  price.” 

Motion  by  Kelly  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  43

We  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  First  Vice  President  in  demanding  an  increase 
on  certain  closets  which  have  more  work  and  greater  risks  involved  in  construction  than  or- 
dinary closets.  This  applies  to  jets,  extended  trap  syphon  action  hoppers  and  several  other 
styles  of  syphon  action  closets. 

We  endorse  the  recommendation  calling  for  the  furnishing  of  price  lists  free  of  cost  to 
the  members  of  the  various  branches  of  the  trade. 

We  recommend  that  the  recommendation  of  the  First  Vice  President  setting  forth  a 
change  in  the  system  of  collecting  defense  assessments  be  left  to  the  Executive  Board,  with 
instructions  to  report  on  same  at  the  next  Convention. 

We  most  heartily  commend  the  work  of  the  Standing  Committees.  By  their  untiring  ef- 
forts and  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  they  have  brought  about  many  satisfactory  settle- 
ments.

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  place  itself  on  record  as  being  morally  opposed  to  this 
organization  of  pseudo  National  Guards;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  and  delegates  to  this  Convention  use  their  best  efforts  to 
discourage  the  members  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  from  joining  the  National  Guards  or  any  other 
such  military  organization.

Resolution  No.  70 

By  Local  Union  No.  85  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Whereas,  The  constabulary  or  mounted  police  and  the  militia  of  the  different  States,  in 
the  past,  have  been  used  by  the  Special  Interests  to  retard  the  efforts  of  organized  labor;  and 

Whereas,  The  pretext  for  calling  out  the  constabulary  or  militia,  in  labor  disputes,  has 
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always  been  the  same  as  that  used  when  an  injunction  is  issued,  i.  e.,  for  the  protection  of 
property;  and 

Whereas,  This  cover  or  pretext,  “for  the  protection  of  property”  has  about  worn  itself 
out,  and  we  have  come  to  realize  the  real  underlying  truth  for  the  calling  out  of  the  constab- 
ulary or  the  militia,  which  is  to  defeat  and  wreck  the  organized  labor  movement;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  go  on  record  as  protesting  against  this  misuse  of  the 
constabulary  and  militia  by  the  Special  Interests  and  their  political  representatives;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  all  organized  labor  and  beseech  them  not  to  join  any  such 
constabulary  or  militia  until  such  time  as  these  organized  bodies  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
they  were  originally  intended. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  substitute  for 
Resolutions  Nos.  55  and  70: 

WThereas,  The  military  organizations  of  the  several  states  having  been  organized  and 
maintained  at  an  enormous  expense  ostensibly  for  the  protection  of  the  person  and  property

TVhereas,  The  use  of  such  organizations  have  been  perverted  from  their  original  purpose 
to  that  of  protecting  corporate  interests  by  inciting  riots  and  committing  unwanton  assaults 
on  and  imprisoning  of  organized  workingmen  during  their  struggles  for  the  betterment  of 
their  condition;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  in  convention  assembled 
hereby  protest  against  the  expenditure  of  public  money  for  the  maintenance  of  military  or- 
ganizations in  industrial  communities  for  the  protection  of  private  corporate  interests,  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  use  every  effort  to  discourage  all  wage  earners  from  joining  all  such 
organizations  as  they  are  being  used  as  a menace  to  organized  labor. 

Motion  by  Joseph  Smith  that  the  substitute  offered  by  the  committee  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried. 

Motion  by  R.  McDevitt  that  the  Press  Committee  be  instructed  to  give  this  resolution 
the  widest  publicity  possible. 

Motion  carried.

Resolution  No.  88

W'hereas,  Under  the  present  law  governing  the  election  of  delegates  no  member  of  any 
local  union  is  eligible  to  election  as  a delegate  who  has  been  absent  more  than  six  meetings 
during  the  six  months  prior  to  the  election  of  delegates,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  which 
shall  be  determined  by  the  local,  and 

Whereas,  The  intention  of  the  law  was  to  make  better  attendance  at  local  meetings,  and 
WThereas,  The  law  has  failed  to  accomplish  what  was  intended;  therefore  be  it 
Resolved,  That  the  law  be  repealed,  and  all  members,  who  are  in  good  standing  in  their 
respective  local  unions,  be  eligible  to  election  as  delegates.

Whereas,  It  being  well  known  to  the  various  locals  and  officers,  that  the  vast  amount  of 
applications  pouring  into  the  hands  of  the  manufacturers  from  the  general  ware  trade,  as  well 
as  the  sanitary,  is  in  most  part  responsible  for  the  every-day  abuse  of  shop  committees  and 
locals;  therefore  be  it

Whereas,  We  believe  that  such  a policy  is  a detriment  to  the  organization,  but  we  realize 
that  the  entire  clay  shop  at  this  time  cannot  be  united  as  one  branch  until  those 
employed  in  the  various  branches  give  the  matter  more  consideration,  thought  and  study.  As 
a beginning  toward  this  most  desirable  end,  the  following  resolution  is  offered — believing  that 
if  it  is  adopted  it  will  help  to  educate  the  other  branches  in  the  clay  shop,  and  make  it  clear 
that  the  present  policy  is  too  narrow  and  selfish,  and  is  not  in  harmony  with  union  principles 
of  brotherly  love;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  dishmaking,  casting  and  pressing  be  classed  as  one  branch,  with  a ratio 
of  apprentices  to  be  agreed  to  at  the  next  conference,  and  that  no  apprentice  be  allowed  to 
start  on  the  dish  bench,  or  casting  bench,  but  must  first  serve  at  least  three  years  on  the 
pressing  bench,  thus  qualifying  him  to  fill  any  position  in  the  combined  branch.

Whereas,  Our  law  makers  of  the  past  have  allowed  this  evil  to  predominate  regardless  of 
the  scientific  means  at  hand  which  will  preserve  life  and  health,  giving  no  consideration  to 
measures  that  would  drive  out  the  terrible  contagious  diseases  which  have  brought  and  con- 
tinue to  bring  so  much  misfortune  and  grief  to  the  thousands  of  homes  of  our  loyal  and 
respected  citizens;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  favor  the  enactment  of  laws  that  will  be  for  the 
preservation  of  life  and  health;  absolutely  prohibit  any  building  permits  to  contractors  or 
builders  where  there  are  no  sanitary  conditions  specified;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  there  be'  appointed  or  elected  a sanitary  inspector  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  see  that  all  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  new  buildings  shall  be  properly  complied  with 
before  issuing  a safety  permit;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases  the  sanitary  inspector  shall  nail  a 
a warning  card  on  the  house  and  privy  vault  where  the  contagion  is  breeding,  and  notify  the 
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owner  of  the  property  to  disinfect  and  destroy  the  vault  and  replace  it  with  a reliable  sani- 
tary convenience  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  serving  such  notice;  and  be  it  further 
Resolved,  That  the  delegates  to  the  Twentieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P. 
be  instructed  to  recommend  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  their  respective  Central  and  State 
bodies  to  be  endorsed  by  same  and  presented  to  the  various  Legislatures  for  enactment  into 
laws  in  accordance  with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  resolution.

Resolution  No.  84

Whereas,  There  is  no  law  covering  the  case  of  an  apprentice  who  loses  his  position 
through  the  plant  burning  down  or  quitting  business;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  any  apprentice  sanitary  presser  who  may  lose  his  position  through  no 
fault  of  his  own,  shall  be  given  preference  when  there  is  an  opening  for  an  apprentice,  but  in 
case  the  apprentice  refuses  to  accept  the  position  wherever  it  may  be,  he  shall  then  go  to  the 
bottom  of  the  list. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  as 
a substitute  for  Resolution  No.  84: 

Resolved,  That  an  apprentice  losing  his  position  through  the  shop  closing  down  indefi- 
nitely, or  quiting  business  entirely,  the  National  President,  in  conjunction  with  the  Executive 
Board,  shall  have  the  power  to  place  such  apprentice  to  enable  him  to  finish  his  time.

Gentlemen  and  Brothers: — 

Owing  to  the  poor  financial  condition  of  our  treasury  Local  Union  No. 
28  finds  itself  unable  to  send  a representative  to  consult  with  your  honorable  body,  and  in  the 
absence  of  sufficient  time  to  gather  the  required  data  with  which  to  embody  a resolution  for 
your  consideration,  we  beg  that  you  will  take  cognizance  of  the  following  recommendation: 

Inasmuch  as  all  sanitary  potteries,  except  the  Riverside,  of  Wheeling,  deliver  the  green 
ware  to  the  bisque  kilnmen  in  the  kiln  shed,  and  as  the  La  Belle  Pottery  will  shortly  begin  to 
make  sanitary  ware,  it  will,  as  a matter  of  course,  operate  upon  the  same  scale  or  basis  as 
the  Riverside  Pottery,  and  we  deem  it  unfair  and  unequitable  to  have  to  carry  out  our 
own  ware,  as  the  loss  of  time  to  the  kilnmen  is  very  considerable;  therefore  we  beg  to  recom- 
mend that  this  Convention  take  some  very  definite  action  towards  regulating  this  matter  in 
an  effort  to  bring  about  working  conditions  equal  to  those  existing  elsewhere,  Cameron  and 
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Manington  for  example,  for  we  feel  that  the  kilnmen  here  are  working  at  a great  disadvan- 
tage as  compared  with  the  kilnmen  of  other  localities. 

Thanking  you  in  advance  for  your  unbiased  deliberation  upon  this  matter,  we  beg  to 
remain  Fraternally  yours, 

Local  Union  No.  28.

Report  of  Committee  on  Tanks 


We,  your  Committee  on  Tanks,  have  compiled  a record,  in  some  instances  only  partial,  of 
ninety-two  tanks,  which  we  have  classed  as  follows:  80  cents,  $1.00,  $1.15,  $1.25  and  $1.50. 

High  tanks  we  have  arranged  in  a class  by  themselves. 

Such  tanks  as  are  made  outside  of  Trenton  we  have  placed  under  the  head  of  “Out  of 
Trenton  Tanks.” 

Tanks  that  for  various  reasons  could  not  be  classified  we  have  designated  as  “Miscellan- 
eous.” 

After  careful  research  and  consideration  we  recommend  the  following  method  as  an 
equitable  and  practical  base  to  adjust  the  prices  of  tanks:  The  three  outside  dimensions  of 

a tank  viz;  height,  length  and  width  should  be  reduced  to  cubic  inches.  One-fourth  of  the 
outside  measurement  deducted  leaves  the  approximate  capacity  of  the  tank.  The  result  thus 
obtained  divided  by  231,  which  is  the  number  of  cubic  inches  in  a standard  gallon,  gives  the 
number  of  gallons  the  tank  will  contain.  For  each  gallon  of  capacity  we  suggest  that  ten 
(10)  cents  be  charged. 

We  also  recommend  that  where  the  fraction  of  a gallon  exceeds  one-half,  the  maker  shall 
be  paid  for  a full  gallon;  where  the  fraction  is  less  than  one-half  gallon,  such  fraction  shall 
be  conceded  to  the  firm. 

All  measurements  shall  be  taken  in  the  bisque. 

On  the  above  report  the  Special  Committee  on  Tanks,  appointed  during  the  Convention, 
recommended  that  the  matter  be  left  to  Local  Union  No.  45’s  Committee  on  Tanks,  as  they 
have  gathered  the  data  bearing  on  tanks  with  the  exception  of  covers.  The  members  of  the 
Committee  to  continue  their  work  and  have  everything  ready  for  the  conference;  and  we  fur- 
ther 

Recommend  that  all  sanitary  locals  furnish  Vice  President  Hutchins  with  the  shape  and 
dimensions  of  all  tank  covers,  particularly  the  height;  and  we  further 

Recommend,  as  there  has  been  considerable  expense  incurred  so  far,  that  Local  Union 
No.  45  be  reimbursed  to  the  amount  of  $107.00,  which  is  the  total  outlay  to  the  present  time, 
and  whatever  extra  expense  may  be  incurred  in  gathering  further  information.

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  President  and  First  Vice-President  were  then  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  President’s  Report. 


Report  of  the  Delegates  to  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 

Convention. 

To  the  delegates  of  the  21st  Annual  Convention  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Opera- 
tive Potters. 

The  annual  convention  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  was  held  at  Liederkranz 
Hall,  St.  Louis,  beginning  on  Monday,  November  14,  and  adjourning  Saturday,  November  26. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  Mayor  Kriesman,  Owen  Miller,  President  of  the 
Missouri  State  Federation  of  Labor,  Louis  Phillipi,  President  of  the  St.  Louis  Central  Body, 
and  Edward  Smythe,  President  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  St.  Louis.  President  Gom- 
pers  responded,  on  behalf  of  the  delegates,  by  an  appropriate  speech. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  convention  Governor  Hadley,  of  Missouri,  addressed  the  conven- 
tion on  the  subject  of  Workmen’s  Compensation  for  Injuries.  His  address  was  learned  and 
eloquent,  and  made  a very  favorable  impression  on  the  delegates. 

The  addresses  of  the  fraternal  delegates  Turner,  Brace  and  Pettipiece  were  also  very 
eloquent  and  fraught  with  much  valuable  information. 

As  in  the  past  much  of  the  time  of  the  convention  was  taken  up  with  jurisdiction  dis- 
putes between  the  various  crafts. 

Among  the  many  controversies  of  this  nature  the  two  that  attracted  most  attention  and 
consumed  most  time  were  the  dispute  between  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  and  the 
Machinists  and  other  crafts,  and  the  dispute  between  the  Ried  and  McNulty  faction  of  Elec- 
trical Workers. 

The  dispute  in  which  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  was  involved  arose  over  their 
asking  for  a charter  of  affiliation  covering  the  same  jurisdiction,  as  to  subsidiary  branches  of 
their  trade,  as  is  now  held  by  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  America.  The  Machinists,  Black- 
smiths, Electrical  Workers,  Carpenters,  Teamsters,  and  some  others  objected  to  granting  a 
charter  to  the  Western  Federation  of  Miners,  unless  that  body  agreed  to  turn  over  the  black- 
smiths, machinest,  etc.,  working  around  the  mines  and  smelters,  to  their  respective  organiza- 
tions. This  occasioned  a very  warm  discussion  and  it  looked  as  though  much  ill  feeling  would 
be  the  result.  The  matter  was  finally  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  with  instructions  to 
try  and  adjust  matters  between  the  contesting  parties. 

The  dispute  between  the  two  factions  of  the  Electrical  Workers  was  also  referred  to  the 
Executive  Council  with  instructions  to  try  and  bring  the  parties  together  in  some  satisfactory 
agreement.  The  discussion  on  this  controversy  was  very  bitter  and  the  argument  brought  out 
points  that  clearly  indicate  that  both  factions  are  to  blame  for  the  unfortuntate  condition  of 
discord  among  the  Electrical  Workers  today. 

Mr.  Job  Harriman,  attorney  for  the  trade  unionists,  of  Los  Angeles,  made  a very  forceful 
and  eloquent  address  to  the  delegates  concerning  the  situation  at  Los  Angeles.  He  told  of 
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the  strong  forces  that  were  at  work  trying  to  eradicate  the  labor  movement  from  that  section- 
of  the  country.  He  showed  by  a very  logical  argument  that  the  evidence  indicated  very  clearly 
that  the  Times  Building  was  blown  up  by  a gas  explosion  and  not  by  dynamite  at  all.  He 
claims  that  the  real  fight  of  Organized  Labor  was  being  waged  at  Los  Angeles  and  appealed 
to  the  delegates  to  make  some  provision  to  supply  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  the  fight 
successfully.  A resolution  was  adopted  instructing  the  executive  Council  to  issue  an  appeal 
to  the  affiliated  unions  for  funds  to  help  in  the  struggle  at  Los  Angeles  and  the  Pacific  Coast. 
The  affiliated  unions  were  also  asked  to  provide  organizers  to  make  a special  effort  to  organize 
the  workers  of  their  respective  crafts  in  that  section. 

The  only  resolution  presented  by  any  of  your  delegates  was  one  by  delegate  McDevitt 
appealing  from  the  decision  of  President  Gompers  in  upholding  the  action  of  the  Central  La- 
bor Union  of  Trenton  for  rejecting  the  credentials  of  Jules  Scarcerieux,  who  had  been  elected 
to  represent  L.  U.  No.  45  in  that  body.  This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Law.  In  some  manner  it  failed  to  reach  the  committee.  On  the  last  day  of  the  session  when 
the  committee  had  announced  its  final  report  without  having  reported  on  this  resolution,  dele- 
gate McDevitt  arose  and  asked  what  had  become  of  the  resolution.  The  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee stated  that  they  had  not  received  the  resolution.  The  chair  then  ordered  the  com- 
mittee to  report  on  the  resolution.  The  committee  later  reported  and  recommended  that, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  time  of  adjournment  was  close,  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Council  for  action.  This  was  adopted. 

Time  and  space  would  not  permit  us  to  mention  the  numerous  resolutions  that  were 
adopted  touching  upon  the  welfare  of  the  workers  in  all  branches  and  covering  every  conceiv- 
able phase  of  the  industrial  problem. 

The  convention  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  The  meetings  were 
interesting,  the  discussions  were  entertaining  and  educative.  The  reports  of  the  officers 
showed  that  the  affiliated  unions  had  added  over  200,000  to  the  membership  during  the  past 
year. 

There  are  in  the  Federation  at  the  present  time  120  international  unions,  39  State  Feder- 
ations, 632  city  central  bodies,  431  local  trade  unions  and  216  federal  labor  unions.

We  note  the  following  errors  in  the  printed  copy  of  the  financial  reports  of  the  National 
Officers: 

On  page  30,  L.  U.  No.  16,  the  total  should  be  $194.94. 

On  page  89,  item  omitted,  “Thos.  Henry,  $5.00.” 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  but  earnestly  recommend  that  the  National  Trustees 
maintain  a separate  book  account  showing  the  condition  of  the  various  funds  in  their  hands, 
where  such  sums  are  on  deposit,  etc.  We  find  that  such  an  account  has  not  been  kept  and  the 
lack  of  it  has  caused  the  committee  considerable  trouble  in  ascertaining  the  true  condition  of 
the  Brotherhood’s  finances.  This  we  think  should  be  corrected  at  once.

Whereas,  The  enormous  growth  of  the  Sanitary  trade  in  the  past  five  years,  has  been 
such  that  we  are  compelled  to  awaken  to  the  fact  that  we  are  sorely  in  need  of  a system 
which  will  enable  us  to  control  the  supply  and  demand  of  the  sanitary  pressers  in  the  future 
other  than  that  which  has  served  us  in  the  past;  and 

Whereas,  The  manufacturers  having  complied  with  the  wishes  and  requests  of  the  N.  B. 
of  0.  P.  in  applying  to  locals  for  sanitary  pressers  when  in  need  of  them,  they  also  reserve 
the  right  and  do  discriminate  against  a sanitary  applicant  out  of  employment  and  wishing  to 
change,  for  a petty  grievance,  which  they  seldom  reveal;  and 

Whereas,  It  being  well  known  to  the  various  locals  and  officers,  that  the  vast  amount  of 
applications  pouring  into  the  hands  of  the  manufacturers  from  the  general  ware  trade,  as  well 
as  the  sanitary,  is  in  most  part  responsible  for  the  every-day  abuse  of  shop  committees  and 
locals;  and 

Whereas,  The  substitute  to  this  resolution,  enacted  by  our  1910  Convention,  requiring 
the  applicant  to  apply  to  the  local  union  as  well  as  to  the  firm,  seems  to  have  the  ill  will  of 
all  the  victimized  Brothers  throughout  the  trade;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  condition  existing  in  the  sanitary  shops  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  be 
mailed  to  the  Statistician  of  the  various  shops  by  the  Statistician  of  each  shop, twice  a month; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  applications  for  positions  in  different  shops  be  filed  with  the  statis- 
tician of  each  shop,  twice  a month;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  general  ware  pressers,  wishing  to  enter  the  sanitary  trade,  must  make 
application  to  the  nearest  local  of  the  shop  in  which  he  wishes  to  start,  and  not  to  the  firm; 
and  said  applicant  must  be  in  good  standing  with  his  own  local  at  the  time  of  application, 
and  any  general  ware  pressers  failing  to  comply  with  this  law  shall  not  be  permitted  to  start.

Resolved,  That  we  ask  the  prices  here  given  for  the  following  articles:  Laughlin  China 
Co.,  mustard  covers,  pressed,  22  cents  per  dozen;  Newport  nappies,  square,  pressed,  all  sizes, 
27  cents  per  dozen;  Graham  egg  cups,  sticking-up,  18  cents  per  dozen;  Buckwheat  covers,  fin- 
ishing, 5 cents  per  dozen;  9s  ewers,  paying  less  than  92  cents  per  dozen,  shall  be  advanced  to 
92  cents  per  dozen;  9s  ewers,  now  paying  92  cents,  shall  be  advanced  to  $1  00  per  dozen; 
sauce  boats  46  cents  per  dozen,  and  sugars,  one  size  only  to  set,  65  cents  per  dozen.  Stick- 
ing-up,  9s  Cable  chambers,  30  cents  per  dozen,  spittoons,  low  parlor,  plain,  11  cents  per  doz- 
en; spittoons,  low  parlor,  festoon,  15  cents  per  dozen,  and  all  butters,  complete,  20  cents  per 
dozen.  Casting,  Block  creams,  double  snip,  13  cents  per  dozen;  Block  creams,  handled,  15 
cents  per  dozen;  Rocaille  Restaurant  creams,  21  cents  per  per  dozen;  jugs,  36s,  40  cents  per 
dozen;  42s,  34  cents  per  dozen;  48s,  31  cents  per  dozen,  and  54s,  28  cents  per  dozen.

Whereas,  In  many  of  the  shops  kilnmen  are  often  compelled  to  carry  saggers  from  one 
kiln  to  another,  on  account  of  a shortage  of  saggers,  or  due  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  kiln- 
shed,  thus  causing  the  men  a great  deal  of  unnecessary  labor  for  which  they  receive  no  pay, 
which  is  an  injustice  to  the  trade  and  should  be  remedied;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  kilnmen  shall  not  be  required  to  go  beyond  the  kiln  door  or  equal  distance 
in  the  rear  of  the  next  kiln  from  the  one  in  which  they  are  working,  for  their  saggers,  except 
where  the  kilns  are  built  in  such  a manner  that  it  is  impossible  to  put  the  saggers  around 
them.  This  condition  shall  be  a matter  for  settlement  between  the  local  and  the  firm.

Motion  carried. 


Resolution  No.  14 

By  Local  Union  No.  9 (Kilnmen)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 
Whereas,  Some  of  the  Western  shops  have  a rule  which  compels  their  kilnmen  to  carry 
fret,  bitstone  and  supplies  from  the  stock  room  to  the  kiln  in  which  these  articles  are  used, 
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which  in  some  instances  the  distance  is  the  entire  length  of  the  plant,  and  in  our  opinion  it  is 
an  injustice  that  is  uncalled  for;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  props,  bats,  tile,  door  liners,  bitstone,  fret  and  stain  be  delivered  to 
the  kiln  door  by  the  firm.  Fret,  stain  and  bitstone  to  be  in  saggers  ready  for  the  kiln.

Resolution  No.  15 

By  Local  Union  No.  9 (Kilnmen)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  October  1st,  1911,  the  wages  of  kilnmen  shall  be  in- 
creased to  $2.25  per  day,  212  cubic  feet  to  constitute  a day’s  work  in  bisque  and  162  cubic 

feet  in  gloat.

At  the  close  of  Mr.  McAndrew’s  address  the  following  resolution  was  introduced : 

Whereas,  The  Tobacco  Workers’  International  Union  has  been  striving  for  the  past  fif- 
teen years  to  advance  the  interests  of  its  membership,  and  for  shorter  hours  for  the  toilers 
in  the  tobacco  industry;  and 

Whereas,  True  and  permanent  advancement  is  only  secured  by  the  mutual  aid  and  assist- 
ance rendered  by  the  trade  unionists  to  each  other;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  in  convention  assembled  in 
Atlantic  City,  July  3rd,  1911,  reaffirms  its  endorsement  of  the  Blue  Label  of  the  Tobacco 
Workers’  International  Union;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters  have 
agreed  in  purchasing  tobacco,  cigarettes  and  snuff,  to  buy  only  such  tobacco  as  bear  the  Blue 
Label  of  the  Tobacco  Workers’  International  Union;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  when  we  buy  products  that  do  not  bear  the  Label,  we  are  employing  non- 
union labor  and  working  against  our  own  interests. 

On  motion  by  Ward  the  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously. 


Report  of  Committee  on  General  Ware  Price  List 

Resolution  No.  3 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio

Resolved,  That  the  distance  for  putting  in  new  moulds,  or  throwing  out  old  moulds,  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  feet;  where  the  distance  is  greater  than  one  hundred  feet,  the  firm 
shall  pay  the  jiggerman  and  crew  75  cents  per  hour  when  engaged  at  such  work,  and  where 
any  jiggerman  is  required  to  change  moulds,  after  once  being  placed  in  use,  on  account  ot 
the  order  system,  he  and  his  crew  shall  be  allowed  75  cents  per  hour  while  making  such 
changes.

Report  of  Committee  on  President’s  Report 

We,  your  Committee  on  President’s  Report,  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  practice 
which  obtains  in  some  locals  of  just  merely  making  a motion  to  “carry”  a member  who  for 
some  reason  is  not  able  to  pay  his  dues.  This  does  not  protect  such  a member  in  the  Insur- 
ance Fund,  and  we  would  recommend  that  if  a member  is  unable  to  pay  his  dues,  at  some  par- 
ticular time  or  during  a certain  peroid,  and  the  local  union  wishes  to  carry  him  as  a member 
in  good  standing,  the  only  way  in  which  this  can  be  done  is  by  the  local  union  ordering  the 
proper  officer  to  draw  a warrant  on  the  treasurer  of  the  local  union  and  pay  same  to  the  finan- 
cial secretary  to  be  credited  to  the  member’s  account.  The  amount  should  be  receipted  for 
and  entered  on  the  books  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  member  had  paid  it  himself.  This  is 
the  only  way  in  which  a local  union  can  carry  a member  and  protect  him  in  the  Insurance 
Fund. 

Some  local  unions  exempt  certain  officers  from  monthly  dues  in  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices. The  books  of  the  financial  secretary  would  not  show  these  officers  to  be  in  good  stand- 
ing in  the  Insurance  Fund.  To  overcome  this  we  would  recommend  that  all  officers. of  loca 
unions  be  required  to  pay  dues  just  the  same  as  other  members,  and  instead  of  exempting 
them  from  the  payment  of  monthly  dues  let  the  local  union  give  them  a salary  which  would 
be  equivalent  to  the  amount  paid  in  monthly  dues. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  when  the  delegates  here  present  return  to  their 
respective  locals  that  they  call  the  attention  of  their  members  to  the  laws  concerning  griev- 
ances and  impress  upon  them  that  these  laws  must  be  strictly  observed  in  the  future  whenever 
a dispute  arises  in  the  shop  or  shops  under  their  jurisdiction. 

We  also  heartily  endorse  the  action  taken  by  the  First  Vice-President  in  the  Lambert- 
ville  lockout. 

Motion  by  Wellslager  that  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  be  adopted. 

Motion  carried.

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Sec.  5 The  man  who  does  the  blocking  and  casing  shall  be  given  his  choice  of  the  work. 

Sec.  6 Articles  which  are  not  mentioned  in  the  uniform  price  list,  and  which  are  not 
classed  with  dinner  ware  or  toilet  sets,  shall  be  classed  as  specialties,  and  the  prices  settled 
on  them  as  such,  also  that  the  Manufacturers  appoint  a Committee,  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
the  Mouldmakers,  to  make  a uniform  price  on  all  unlisted  articles.

The  advice  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  in  this 
matter,  has  been  followed  by  quite  a number  of  organizations,  Labor,  Fraternal  and  Civic, 
and  they  have  done  a great  amount  of  good.  But  we  are  sorry  to  say,  the  potters  have  taken 
no  steps  to  help  in  this  fight.  We  believe  we  are  safe  in  saying  that  there  are  fifty  or  more 
deaths  in  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  every  year  from  this  disease. 

In  order  to  bring  this  matter  before  the  21st  annual  Convention  for  some  action,  as  we 
believe  it  is  high  time  that  something  should  be  done,  we  beg  to  submit  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  be  empowered  to  obtain  from 
the  United  States  Government  a tract  of  land  in  a suitable  location.  That  a sum  of  money, 
not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  be  drawn  from  the  proper  fund  to  establish  a hospital  or 
camp  for  the  care  and  cure  of  members  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  who  become  stricken  with  this 
dread  disease.

Whereas,  At  said  meeting  the  manufacturers  guaranteed,  on  the  part  of  their  national 
association,  to  subscribe  an  amount  equal  to  any  sum  subscribed  by  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  from  the  Defense  Fund 
to  start  this  most  worthy  movement.  Said  sum,  together  with  a like  amount  appropriated  by 
the  manufacturers,  shall  be  administered  by  a joint  committee  of  ten  men ; five  to  be  appointed 
by  the  manufacturers  association,  and  five  by  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved  That  this  joint  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  make  all  laws  for  the  dis- 
bursement of  the  above  sum;  such  laws  shall  become  operative  when  approved  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  each  association;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  manufacturers  refusing  to  bear  their  share  of  the 
burden  of  this  appropriation  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  shall  start  the  movement  in  its  own  behalf.

Resolution  No.  151 

By  Local  Union  No.  76  (General  Ware,  Mixed)  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Whereas,  Considerable  discontent  has  been  caused  by  the  present  law  governing  the  in- 
surance plan  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  last  clause  of  Sec.  3 be  stricken  out  which  reads  as  follows: 

“and  has  been  in  continuous  good  standing  from  the  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  in- 
surance fund”. 

Resolved,  That  Sec.  4 be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Any  member  guilty  of  paying  less  than  one  per  cent  of  his  earnings  into  the  defense 
fund  or  in  arrears  more  than  one  month,  for  dues  or  assessments,  without  further  action  shall 
lose  entirely  his  status  as  a beneficiary  member,  but  may  reinstate  himself  in  the  right  to 
full  benefits  by  the  payment  of  all  arrearages  of  every  kind  within  sixty  days  from  the  date 
of  such  forefeiture  to  the  right  to  participate  but  should  any  member  fail  to  so  reinstate 
himself  within  the  required  sixty  days,  he  shall  not  participate  in  the  insurance  fund  except 
as  provided  in  Sec.  5 of  this  article. 

Resolved,  That  all  claims  disallowed  by  the  National  Officers  the  beneficiary  of  the  de- 
ceased member  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  next  annual  convent- 
ion. Such  appeal  to  be  presented  by  the  regularly  elected  delegates  of  the  local  union  of 
which  the  deceased  brother  was  a member  together  with  all  the  information  obtainable  bear- 
ing on  the  case. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  J.  T.  Wood  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in.

Resolution  No.  4 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 
Whereas,  There  has  been  no  provision  made  in  our  death  insurance  laws  for  members 
who  become  sick  or  out  of  employment;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Section  83  be  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

“At  the  death  of  a member  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  the  sum  of  $150.00  shall  be  paid  to 
such  member’s  beneficiary,  provided  that  the  deceased  was  not  more  than  one  month  in 
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arrears  for  dues,  fines,  or  assessments,  counting  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the 
death  occurs,  and  had  been  in  continuous  good  standing  for  two  and  one-half  years,  except  in 
case  of  sickness  or  lack  of  employment,  when  ninety  days  shall  be  allowed  before  such  mem- 
ber shall  be  considered  in  arrears.” 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  J.  T.  Wood  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  5 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 

Resolved,  That  Section  84  of  the  insurance  law  be  changed  to  read : 

“Any  member  guilty  of  paying  less  than  one  per  cent  of  his  earnings  into  the  defense 
fund,  or  in  arrears  more  than  one  month  for  dues  and  assessments,  except  in  case  of  sickness 
or  lack  of  employment,  as  provided  in  Sec.  83,  for  the  first  offense  $25.00  shall  be  deducted 
from  his  total  insurance,  and  shall  be  required  to  pay  all  arrearages  and  be  in  good  standing 
for  three  months  before  becoming  a full  beneficiary  member;  for  the  second  offense  $50.00 
shall  be  deducted  from  his  total  insurance,  and  shall  be  required  to  pay  all  arrearages  and  be 
in  good  standing  for  six  months  before  becoming  a full  beneficiary  member;  and  for  the  third 
offense  he  shall  lose  all  benefits,  and  shall  be  required  to  be  in  good  standing  two  and  one- 
half  years  before  being  entitled  to  full  benefits,  as  provided  in  Sec.  85.” 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  J.  T.  Wood  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  6 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 

Whereas,  All  labor  unions,  as  a rule,  are  organized  to  help  their  members  in  all  economic 
ways  possible,  and  the  efficiency  of  a union  is  judged  by  the  individual  well  being  of  its  mem- 
bers; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a committee  of  ten  be  appointed  to  gather  statistics  covering  a period  of 
one  year  in  regard  to  members  who  have  been  sick  two  weeks  or  more;  and  be  it  further

The  same  to  be  submitted  to  a referendum  vote  of  the  trade.

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  170 

By  Local,  Union  No.  35  (Kilnmen)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  take  definite  action  toward  the  payment  of  the  death 
claims  of  Edward  Brennen,  John  Gallagher  and  Thos.  Wooley. 

The  Committee  on  Insurance  recommended  that  the  death  claims  of  John  Gallagher  and 
Thos.  Wooley  be  referred  back  to  Local  Union  No.  35,  and  that  the  death  claim  of  Edward 
Brenner  be  rejected,  with  a further  recommendation  that  this  Convention  donate  one  hundred 
dollars  to  his  legal  beneficiary. 
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Motion  by  McGowan  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in.

P.,  install  a system  that  will  be 
satisfactory  to  the  the  entire  trade. 

The  committee  recommended  the  rejection  of  this  resolution  and  offer  the  following  as  a 
substitute  for  Resolution  No.  72: 

Resolved,  That  when  a national  officer  cannot  secure  a shop  collector,  the  local  or  locals 
having  jurisdiction  shall  be  required  to  provide  such  collector  on  the  request  of  the  national 
officer. 

Motion  by  Burford  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 


Resolution  No.  103 

By  Local  Union  No.  46  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Wheeling,  W.  Va. 

Whereas,  Our  present  insurance  laws  do  not  seem  to  be  giving  general  satisfaction, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  simplicity,  and  the  excessive  amount  of  red  tape  embodied  therein. 
The  present  card  system  is  responsible  for  much  of  this,  which  requires  the  recording  of  one 
per  cent  on  the  back  of  the  card  and  dues  on  the  face  of  it,  together  with  the  dates  of  the 
month  and  year,  and  requiring  the  owner  to  retain  the  cards  for  a number  of  years,  so  that 
in  case  of  death  the  cards  may  be  offered  as  evidence  of  the  members  honesty  and  punctuality; 
and 

Whereas,  If  after  the  death  of  any  Brother  the  right  to  the  insurance  is  contested,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  cards  for  a few  years  back  must  be  produced,  and  if  any  of  them  are 
missing  it  is  likely  to  place  the  Brother  in  the  ranks  of  the  unfaithful,  and  deprive  his  bene- 
ficiary of  the  death  claim,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  cards  may  become  lost  or  pocket 
worn;  and 

Whereas,  The  system  of  carbon  writing  and  printing  seems  to  be  the  most  reliable  in 
every  class  of  business,  from  the  United  States  Treasurer  down  to  the  gambler  operating  the 
policy  game;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Brotherhood  furnish  each  local  union  with  blank  tablets,  headed  “one 
per  cent  tablets”  and  carbon  paper,  to  be  used  by  the  one  per  cent  secretary,  in  which  the 
carbon  paper  is  placed  under  the  top  leaf  to  enable  the  secretary  to  get  two  exact  copies  of 
the  names  of  the  members,  and  the  amount  of  one  per  cent  paid  by  them.  One  copy  shall  be 
retained  by  the  local  union  and  the  other  copy  shall  be  mailed  to  the  National  Secretary,  and 
filed  by  both  the  local  union  and  the  National  Secretary  for  the  length  of  time  set  by  the 
Convention  of  1911;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  one  per  cent  secretary  be  authorized  to  collect  dues  and  make  a 
record  of  them  also  on  the  one  per  cent  tablet  leaf  off  to  the  right  of  the  one  per  cent. 
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The  committee  recommended  the  rejection  of  this  resolution,  and  offered  the  following 
as  a substitute: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  endorse  the  present  due  book,  which  provides  for  weekly 
asssessments,  and  that  it  shall  be  known  as  the  official  due  and  assessment  book. 

Motion  by  Burford  that  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  and  adopt  the 
substitute. 

Motion  carried. 

The  Committee  on  Law  recommended  the  rejection  of  Resolution  Nos.  11,  16,  48,  55,  68, 
99,  137,  142  and  150,  pertaining  to  the  referendum  election  of  National  officers,  and  pubished 
in  the  Convention  Program,  and  offer  the  following  as  a substitute  which  includes  the  amend- 
ments adopted  by  the  Convention : 

Resolved,  That  the  National  President,  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth  and 
Seventh  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Western  General  Ware  Standing  Committee, 
Eastern  General  Ware  Standing  Committee,  Sanitary  Standing  Committee,  and  Delegate  to 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor  Convention  shall  be  elected  by  a referendum  vote  of  the 
trade. 

2.  The  Western  General  Ware  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  no 
two  from  the  same  branch,  in  good  standing  and  actively  engaged  at  the  trade  in  East  Liver- 
pool, Ohio,  and  voted  for  by  the  General  Ware  Workers  of  local  unions  located  West  of  the 
Allegheny  mountains.  The  Eastern  General  Ware  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  no  two  from  the  same  branch,  in  good  standing  and  actively  engaged  at  the  trade 
in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  voted  for  by  the  General  Ware  Workers  of  local  unions  located  East  of 
the  Allegheny  mountains.  The  Sanitary  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members 
in  good  standing  and  actively  engaged  at  the  trade  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  and  voted  f or  by  the 
entire  Sanitary  Trade. 

3.  The  referendum  vote  shall  consist  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  members 'of  the  N.  B.  of  0. 
P.,  in  good  standing.  In  the  event  of  failure  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  members  to  vote  at  the 
election  of  officers  said  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  have  been  elected 
by  the  delegates  at  the  following  convention. 

4.  The  candidates  for  the  various  offices  shall  be  nominated  at  each  annual  convention 
of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  The  nominations  shall  not  be  confined  to  the  delegates  present  at  the 
convention;  any  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible  as  a candidate. 

5.  The  National  Secretary  shall  prepare  the  official  ballots  and  forward  same  to  each 
local  union.  Local  unions  shall  cast  their  ballots  on  the  date  of  the  first  meeting  in  May. 
Ballot  boxes  may  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  ballots  from  12  o’clock  noon  to  11  p.  m. 
Any  member,  who  has  been  nominated  for  any  office,  shall  accept  or  decline  the  nomination, 
and  so  notify  the  National  Secretary  or  his  name  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  ballot.  Members 
when  voting  shall  be  required  to  register  their  names  on  the  roll  book. 

6.  The  President  of  each  local  union  shall  appoint  a committee  of  three  tellers,  includ- 
ing the  financial  secretary  as  one  of  the  tellers,  in  conjunction  with  himself,  and  they  shall 
tabulate  the  vote  and  forward  the  result  to  the  National  Secretary  not  later  than  six  days 
after  said  vote  has  been  cast.  The  National  Secretary  shall  forward  the  detailed  result  of  the 
election  to  each  local  union,  giving  the  number  of  votes  cast  by  each  local  union  for  each 
candidate,  and  also  publish  the  result  of  said  vote  in  the  Potters  Herald.  All  ballots  shall  be 
kept  intact  for  three  months  for  confirmation  or  investigation. 

7.  In  the  event  of  no  candidate  receiving  a majority  of  all  votes  cast,  the  two  candi- 
dates receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  and  and  any  candidate  receiving  a tie  vote  with 
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either  of  these  two,  shall  be  eligible  as  a candidate  for  the  office  for  which  he  was  nominated. 
Should  a second  election  be  necessary  it  shall  be  held  the  first  meeting  night  in  June,  the  pro- 
ceedure  shall  govern  the  second  election  as  specified  in  Sections  3,  4 and  5. 

8.  In  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  any  official,  the  executive  board  shall  be  empower- 
ed to  elect  any  member  in  good  standing  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

9.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  being  elected,  and  who  is  not  present  at  the  conven- 
tion, the  National  President  shall  notify  him  to  be  present  at  the  convention  at  the  last  day’s 
session,  when  all  officials  who  have  been  elected  shall  be  installed.  The  expense  thus  in- 
curred shall  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund. 

10.  This  law  shall  become  operative  at  the  1911  convention,  as  provided  in  Section  4. 

11.  This  entire  proposition  shall  be  submitted  to  each  local  union  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P., 
for  a referendum  vote,  and  it  shall  require  a majority  vote  of  fifty  per  cent  of  the  members 
of  the  N.  B~.  of  0.  P.,  to  adopt  same.  A special  election  shall  be  held  on  the  date  of  the  sec- 
ond meeting  of  each  local  union  in  September  1911.  Ballot  boxes  may  be  opened  for  the 
reception  of  ballots  from  12  o’clock  noon  until  11  p.  mr  The  same  rules  shall  apply  to  special 
election  as  provided  in  Sections  3 and  5. 

On  motion  by  S.  M.  Moore  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in  and 
the  substitute  adopted  as  amended  by  the  Convention. 

Resolution  No.  171 

By  Local  Union  No.  17  (Kilndrawers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio 

Resolved,  That  no  one  shall  be  allowed  to  start  as  an  apprentice  kilnman  unless  he  has 
been  a member  of  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  for  six  months. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  Burford  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  173 

By  Local  Unions  No.  9,  35  and  45 

Resolved,  That  Local  Unions  No.  9,  35  and  45  be  given  the  privilege  of  electing  their 
own  assessment  collectors  to  collect  the  defense  assessment  from  their  members. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  Burford  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

The  delegates  of  Local  Union  No.  45  asked  permission  to  introduce  a resolution,  and  on 
motion  by  Whitehead  the  request  was  granted  by  a unanimous  vote. 

Resolution  No.  174,  by  Local  Union  No.  45,  was  then  read  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Sanitary  Price  List.

Resolved,  That  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  local  receiving  the  application  for  reinstat- 
ment,  be  required  to  communicate  with  the  local  union  of  which  the  applicant  claimed  mem- 
bership, for  full  information  concerning  such  person’s  suspension. 

The  committee  recommended  the  rejection  of  the  resolution  and  offered  the  following  as 
a substitute: 

Resolved,  That  a flat  rate  of  five  dollars  be  charged  for  the  reinstatement  of  suspended 
members. 

Motion  by  Burford  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in,  and  the 
substitute  adopted.

A motion  was  then  offered  to  repeal  Section  113  of  the  National  Rules  and  Regulations.

Resolution  No.  174 

By  Sanitary  Pressers  of  the  Convention 

Whereas,  There  is  no  law  regulating  the  amount  of  work  to  be  made  by  a lavatory  press- 
er;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a week’s  wages  for  all  standard  lavatory  makers  shall  be  as  follows: 

Up  to  and  including  22  inch  not  to  exceed  $33.00  in  any  one  week,  this  to  include  the 
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type  known  as  the  Podmore;  all  lavatories  over  22  inch  the  wage  limit  shall  not  exceed  $36.00 
in  any  one  week. 

The  committee  recommended  adoption. 

potion  by  Abbot  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 


Tank  Committee  Agreement 

Agreement  made  June  22,  1911,  between  committee  of  Manufacturers  and  committee  of 
N.  B.  of  0.  P,  fixing  the  making  price  of  tanks  as  follows: 

Firgt — That  all  existing  low  tanks,  the  making  price  of  which  is  $1.25  or  more  shall  be 
considered  as  specialties,  and  are  not  to  be  affected  by  this  settlement. 

Second — That  all  low  tanks  now  being  made  for  which  the  making  price  is  less  than 
$1.25  or  any  new  tanks  shall  take  the  cubic  measurement,  which  is  obtained  as  follows:  The 
three  outside  dimensions,  viz.,  height,  length  and  width  must  be  reduced  to  cubic  inches, 
which  is  done  by  multiplying  the  same;  one-fourth  of  totals  deducted,  will  give  approximate 
capacity  of  tank.  The  result  thus  obtained,  divided  by  231,  which  is  the  number  of  cubic 
inches  in  a standard  gallon,  gives  the  number  of  gallons  the  tank  contains. 

Third — For  each  gallon  capacity  10c  shall  be  paid. 

Fourth — For  the  fraction  of  gallon  exceeding  one-half,  the  maker  shall  be  paid  for  a full 
gallon.  Where  the  fraction  is  less  than  one  half,  such  fraction  shall  be  conceded  to  the  firm. 

Fifth — That  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  lever  guide  formed  by  an  indentation  in  the 
back  of  the  tank  except  where  the  depression  exceeds  in  depth. 

Sixth — That  a minimum  price  of  10c  for  chain  pipes  be  established.  All  pipes  exceeding 
1£"  in  widest  or  deepest  part  shall  ne  paid  at  the  rate  of  15c  each. 

Seventh — That  no  charge  shall  be  mad£  for  bosses  which  are  made  in  moulds  on  under 
side  of  tank  where  the  depth  of  the  boss  does  not  exceed  one-third  inch. 

Eighth — Where  two  small  bosses  are  used  for  leveling  front  of  tank  either  inside  or  out- 
side to  adjust  lever  no  charge  shall  be  made.  The  price  of  all  additional  trifles  shall  be  set- 
tled at  the  shop  where  made. 

Ninth — That  all  fronts  on  tanks  requiring  extra  labor  shall  be  paid  for  in  proportion  to 
the  labor  expended. 

Tenth — Tanks  now  being  made  on  account  shall  be  adjusted  by  this  scale,  ie.,  tanks  now 
being  made  awaiting  this  settlement. 

Eleventh — The  minimum  price  of  Covers  shall  be  20c,  the  height  of  same  not  to  exceed 
2\" , for  every  inch  or  major  fraction  of  an  inch,  exceeding  2\n , the  sum  of  5c  shall  be  paid. 
All  covers  requiring  extra  labor  shall  receive  extra  pay. 

Twelfth — That  where  the  maker  is  held  responsible  for  the  loss  of  tank  the  price  of  the 
cover  shall  not  be  deducted  unless  defective. 

Thirteenth — We  recommend  where  possible  that  suitable  facilities  for  tank  making  shall 
be  installed  by  the  manufacturers. 

Fourteenth — All  measurements  shall  be  taken  in  the  biscuit. 
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The  undersigned  representatives  of  the  manufacturers  and  operatives  agree  that  the 
method  of  settling  the  price  of  tanks  shall  become  operative  the  first  pay  in  August,  1911.

Tank  Makers  Protest 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Twenty-First  Annual  Convention: 

Gentlemen : 

The  undersigned  tank  makers  wish  to  enter  their  most  emphatic  protest  against  the  set- 
tlement of  tanks  on  the  cubic  basis  of  10  cents  a gallon.  We  believe  it  will  mean  a reduc- 
tion for  the  bulk  of  the  tank  makers,  besides  giving  to  the  manufacturers  an  opportunity  of 
reducing  the  capacity  of  the  tanks,  which  they  will  readily  take  advantage  of. 

You  can  see  the  position  that  we  have  been  placed  in  by  the  action  of  this  committee.

That  all  journeymen  warehousemen  shall  be  paid  a minimum  wage  of  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  per  day,  and  that  three  consecutive  years’  service  shall  constitute  a full  term 
of  apprenticeship. 

The  rate  of  pay  for  apprentice  warehousemen  shall  be  as  follows: 

For  the  first  six  months’ service,  $1.25  per  day;  on  completion  of  six  months’  service, 
$1.50  per  day;  on  the  completion  of  one  year’s  service,  $1.75  per  day;  on  the  completion  of 
one  year  and  six  months’  service,  $2.00  per  day;  on  completion  of  two  years’  service,  $2.25 
per  day;  and  on  completion  of  the  third  year,  journeyman. 

Each  shop  employing  six  journymen  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  one  apprentice,  and  one 
additional  apprentice  for  every  six  additional  journeymen  employed  in  the  shop. 

No  additional  apprentice  shall  be  put  on  as  long  as  any  qualified  journeyman,  or  one  serv- 
ing a term  of  apprenticeship,  is  seeking  employment. 

This  scale  throughout  shall  be  applied  to  all  persons  employed  at  “cleaning  the  floors,” 
“setting  up  decorated  ware,”  “orler  men,"’  and  “selectors,”  also  all  persons  employed  at  the 
occupation  of  “grinding  and  polishing.” 

The  committee  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  McGowan  that  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee.

Resolution  No.  162

Resolved,  That  the  local  decision  shall  not  be  final,  but  said  report  with  local  decision 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Executive.  Board  for  final  decision,  based  on  the  law  provided  in  this 

clause.

a substitute: 
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Whereas,  We  believe  that  there  are  members  who  have  retired  from  the  trade  before  the 
insurance  laws  were  enacted,  who  should  be  granted  the  privilege  of  taking  out  honorary 
membership  cards;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  such  applicant  shall  present  his  withdrawal  card  to  the  local  issuing  same, 
and  the  president  shall  appoint  an  investigating  committee.  The  committee  shall  report  its 
findings  to  the  local,  and  if  approved  by  the  local  the  entire  matter  shall  be  sent  to  the  Exec- 
utive Board  for  further  investigation  and  final  decision.  In  case  the  decision  of  the  Executive 
Board  is  favorable,  and  the  applicant  had  been  a member  in  good  standing  for  five  years  prior 
to  receiving  a withdrawal  card  he  shall  on  payment  of  25  cents  per  month  to  the  insurance 
fund,  be  entitled  to  $75.00  death  benefits;  if  such  applicant  had  been  a member  in  good  stand- 
ing for  ten  years,  and  pays  25  cents  per  month  to  the  insurance  fund,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
$150.00  death  benefits;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  any  member  who  now  belongs  to  the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.,  and  in  the  future 
wishes  to  retire  from  the  trade  shall,  on  application,  be  granted  an  honorary  membership  card, 
and  shall  participate  in  the  Insurance  Fund  as  above  provided. 

Any  member  holding  an  honorary  membership  card,  and  entitled  to  the  full  amount  of  the 
death  benefit,  who  becomes  delinquent,  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  84; 
and  the  holder  of  such  card  carrying  $75.00  death  benefits,  who  becomes  delinquent,  shall  be 
subject  to  one-half  the  penalty. 

All  laws  which  in  any  way  conflict  with  this  resolution  are  hereby  rescinded.

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Report  of  Delegates  to  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  Convention 

To  the  delegates  of  the  Twenty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the 
National  Brotherhood  of  Operative  Potters. 

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  was  called  to  order  Monday,  November  13,  1911,  at  10  a.  m.,  in 
the  Armory  Auditorium,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  by  Louis  P.  Marquardt,  represent- 
ing the  Atlanta  Federation  of  Trades. 

After  extending  a hearty  and  cordial  welcome  to  the  delegates  on  be- 
half of  the1  Atlanta  Federation  of  Trades,  he  introduced  President 
Gompers, 

President  Gompers  then  introduced  Courtland  S.  Winn,  Mayor  of 
Atlanta,  who  welcomed  the  delegates  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

Other  prominent  men  who  made  addresses  at  the  opening  session  of 
the  convention  were:  Hoke  Smith,  Governor  of  Georgia;  N.  H.  Kirk- 
patrick, President  of  the  Atlanta  Federation  of  Trades;  William  Schley 
Howard,  Congressman  of  the  Fifth  District  of  Georgia;  C.  L.  Ladson, 
Attorney  for  the  Atlanta  Federation  of  Trades,  and  the  State  Federation 
of  Labor;  Jerome  Jones,  representing  the  Georgia  State  Federation  of 
Labor;  and  James  L.  Mason,  city  attorney  of  Atlanta. 

President  Gompers  responded  to  the  addresses  of  welcome  in  an 
appropriate  manner,  after  which  he  declared  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  duly  open  and  ready  for 
business. 

The  report  of  the  Credentials  Committee  showed  that  there  were  351 
delegates  in  attendance. 

According  to  President  Gompers’  report  there  were  issued  by  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  during  the  year  ending  September  30,  1911, 
326  new  charters  of  affiliation,  as  follows:  International  Unions,  3;  City 
Central  Bodies  61,  Local  Trade  Unions  207,  and  Federal  Labor  Unions  55. 
The  same  report  shows  that  there  are  affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  115  International  Unions,  38  State  Federations,  631  City 
Central  Bodies,  493  Local  Trade  Unions,  and  187  Federal  Labor  Unions, 
representing  a membership  of  1,761,835,  which  is  the  largest  membership 
in  the  history  of  the  Organization. 

The  increase  in  membership  during  the  past  year  was  approximately 

|200,000. 

The  115  International  Unions  affiliated  with  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  have  under  their  jurisdiction  28,000  local  unions. 

Secretary  Morrison’s  report  showed  the  amounts  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penses for  the  year  to  be  as  follows:

Especially  is  this  true  of  the  report  of 
fames  Duncan,  who  represented  the  American- Federation  of  Labor  in  the 
convention  of  the  International  Secretariat  at  Budapest,  Hungary,  ana 
:he  address  of  G.  H.  Roberts,  fraternal  delegate  from  the  British  Trades 
Congress. 

Brother  Duncan’s  report  was  pronounced  by  all  who  heard  it  as  being 
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one  of  the  finest  documents  ever  written  of  its  class  . When  he  had  finish- 
ed reading  his  report  the  convention,  to  show  its  appreciation,  extended 
him  a rising  vote  of  thanks. 

His  report  was  not  confined  to  the  work  of  the  convention  alone,  but 
gave  an  interesting  account  of  his  travels  through  Ireland,  Scotland,  Eng- 
land, Germany,  France  and  of  Budapest,  Hungary,  where  the  convention 
of  the  International  Secretariat  was  held.  Neither  did  he  confine  his 

observations  to  the  trade  union  conditions  alone,  but  touched  broadly 
on  the  subject  of  the  general  life  of  the  people  of  all  the  countries  he 
visited. 

The  address  of  Mr.  Roberts,  representing  the  British  Trades  Con-’ 
gress,  while  confined  to  but  the  orle  country,  was  intensely  interesting 
and  instructive,  and  bore  a distinct  message  to  the  labor  unions  of  the 
United  States. 

The  sessions  of  the  convention  lasted  two  full  weeks,  and  during 
that  time  there  were  178  resolutions  presented  and  given  consideration. 
It  would  require  entirely  too  much  time  Jo  state  in  a report  of  this  kind 
the  substance  of  each  resolution  and  the  action  taken  on  each  by  the 
convention;  therefore,  we  will  mention  but  briefly  a few  of  the  most 
important  ones. 

There  were  a number  of  resolutions  introduced  at  the  convention 
dealing  'with  judicial  disputes  and  dual  organizations.  The  convention’s 
action  on  all  of  these  was  very  decisive. 

The  Amalgamated  Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiner's  was  given  until 
July  1,  1912,  to  amalgamate  with  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters 
and  Joiners  on  such  terms  as  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  may  recommend,  and  in  the  event  of  failure  to 
agree  upon  terms  of  amalgamation,  the  President  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  is  empowered  to  revoke  the  charter  of  the  Amalgamated 
Society  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners. 

The  same  action  was  taken  by  the  convention  in  the  case  of  the 
Amalgamated  Wood  Workers.  If  this  organization  fails  to  agree  upon 
terms  of  amalgamation  with  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  and 
Joiners  by  July  1,  1912,  the  President  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  is  under  instructions  to  revoke  the  Wood  Workers’  charter. 

Similar  treatment  was  accorded  the  International  Association  of  Car 
Workers.  This  organization  is  required  to  amalgamate  with  the  Brother- 
hood of  Railway  Carmen,  or  forfeit  its  right  of  affiliation  with  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor. 

In  the  long  standing  controversy  between  the  two  organizations  of 
electrical  workers,  it  was  recommended  to  the  Reed  faction  that  they 
should  submit  the  agreement  reached  at  Rochester  to  a vote  of  their 
memb.ership,  and  appoint  a committee  to  meet  a like  committee  from  the 
affiliated  electrical  workers’  organization  to  carry  that  agreement  into 
effect,  which  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  convention. 

Other  resolutions  of  a similar  nature,  handled  by  the  Committee  on 
Adjustment,  were  disposed  of  in  very  much  the  same  manner  as  those 
w*e  have  just  mentioned.  This  committee  in  concluding  its  report  made 
a declaration  and  offered  recommendations  to  the  effect  that,  “whatever 
argument  or  excuse  there  might  have  been  in  the  past  for  the  existence 
of  two  organizations  of  the  one  craft  such  argument  or  excuse  is  now 
absent.  it  being  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  committee,  many  of 
whose  members  have  had  to  deal  wdth  disputes  caused  by  the  existence 
of  two  organizations  of  one  craft  for  many  years,  that  the  time  has  ar- 
rived for  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  to  openly  and  emphatically 
declare  itself  to  the  effect  that,  large  as  this  country  is,  it  is  not  large 
enough  to  hold  two  organizations  of  the  one  craft.”  The  convention 
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then  put  itself  squarely  on  record  in  favor  of  the  above  declaration,  and 
instructed  the  President  and  Executive  Council  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  to  carry  into  effect  the  principles  and  purposes  involved 
in  the  declaration — one  craft,  one  organization. 

The  convention  adopted  a resolution  calling  for  the  election  of  the 
officers  of  the  American  Federation  by  referendum  vote  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  affiliated  unions  in  good  standing,  if  after  a thorough  investi- 
gation it  is  found  to  be  practicable  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor.  The  Executive  Council  is  to  make  a thorough 
investigation  of  the  practicability  and  desirability  of  electing  the  officers 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  by  referendum  vote  and  make  its 
report  to  the  next  annual  convention. 

There  were  three  resolutions  considered  by  the  convention  asking 
that  the  National  Civic  Federation  be  condemned,  and  that  all  members 
of  organization,  holding  membership  in  that  body,  be  called  upon  to 
sever  their  connection  with  it. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  unfavorably  on  them  as  a 
whole,  setting  forth  its  reasons  in  a very  lengthy  statement. 

The  arguments  advanced  by  the  delegates  who  were  in  favor  of  the 
resolutions  as  presented,  in  most  part,  attacks  on  the  individual  members 
of  the  Civic  Federation  representing  the  employers.  There  was  nothing 
brought  out  in  the  discussion  to  show  that  the  National  Civic  Federation 
itself  had  done  anything,  detrimental  to  the  cause  of  organized  labor. 

On  the  other  hand,  those  who  were  opposed  to  the  resolutions  took 
the  position  that  the  National  Civic  Federation  was  organized  in  part 
for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  adjustment  of  disputes  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employees  through  the  methods  of  friendly  conference, 
conciliation  or  arbitration,  when  mutually  acceptable,  and  the  consumation 
of  joint  contracts  and  agreements  covering  the  terms  of  employment. 
To  prove  that  this  was  and  still  is  the  policy  of  the  Civic  Federation 
numerous  instances  were  cited  of  settlements  of  disputes  between  em- 
ployers and  their  employees,  brought  about  through  the  influence  of  the 
Trade  Agreement  department  of  the  Civic  Federation.  Among  the  settle- 
ments credited  to  this  department  may  be  mentioned,  the  first  great  coal 
strike  in  the  anthracite  region;  a dispute  between  the  American  News- 
paper Publishers’  Association  and  the  Printing  Pressmen’s  International 
Union;  a dispute  between  the  Tobacco  Workers  and  the  cigar  manufac- 
turers of  Boston;  the  machinists’  strike  on  the  Southern  Railway  lines; 
disputes  between  employees  and  employers  of  Street  Railways  in  New 
York  City,  New  Orleans,  Scranton,  Chicago  and  San  Francisco,  and  the 
printers’  eight  hour  strike  against  the  Butterick  Company. 

The  matter  was  under  discussion  for  more  than  eight  hours,  and  it 
was  long  past  the  hour  of  adjournment  when  a roll  call  vote  was  ordered 
taken.  The  committee’s  recommendation,  which  was  to  reject  the  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  by  a vote  of  11,851  for,  to  4,924  against,  465  not  voting. 

By  action  of  the  convention  the  per  capita  tax  of  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor  was  increased  from  one-half  cent  to  two-thirds  of  a cent 
per  member  per  month. 

It  was  voted  to  continue  the  defense  of  Uompers,  Mitchell  and  Mor- 
rison, on  the  contempt  charges,  at  the  expense  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 

The  convention  declared  against  working  convicts  on  private  con- 
tract, or  allowing  their  product  to  come  in  competition  with  free  labor. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  was  instructed  by  the 
convention  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  have  the  different  states  pass  com- 
pulsory education  laws  for  all  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  six- 
teen years;  and  in  all  schools  where  tuition  is  free  to  try  and  have  the 
children  in  such  schools  provided  with  all  necessary  books  free  of  charge. 
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The  convention  declared  itself  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a 
Children’s  Bureau  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  and  in- 
structed the  Legislative  Committee  to  use  its  influence  to  secure  the  en- 
actment of  such  a law. 

All  of  the  officers,  including  Samuel  Gompers,  president;  James 
Duncan,  first  vice  president;  John  Mitchell,  second  vice  president;  James 
O’Connell,  third  vice  president;  D.  A.  Hayes,  fourth  vice  president;  Wil- 
liam D.  Huber,  fifth  vice  president;  Jos.  F.  Valentine,  sixth  vice  presi-; 
dent;  John  R.  Alpine,  seventh  vice  president;  Henry  B.  Perham,  eighth 
vice  president;  Frank  Morrison,  secretary  and  John  B.  Lennon,  treasurer, 
were  re-elected  without  opposition. 

George  L.  Berry,  of  the  Printing  Pressmen,  and  John  H.  Walker,  of 
the  United  Mine  Workers,  were  elected  Fraternal  Delegates  to  the  British 
Trades  Union  Congress. 

John  T.  Smith,  of  the  Cigar  Makers’  International  Union,  was  elected 
Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor  Congress. 

After  selecting  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  as  the  place  for  holding  the  next 
meeting  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  was  declared  adjourned  sine  die.

Day  wage  to  pay  $4.00  per  day  of  eight  hours,  and  50c  per  hour  for  all 
overtime  for  firemen.  Experienced  men  to  get  $3.00  per  day  of  eight  hours, 
and  40c  per  hour  for  all  overtime.  Day  wage  man  to  have  helper  on  each 
and  every  kiln  placed,  and  no  kiln  to  be  closed  later  than  10  o’clock  in  the 
morning.  All  ware  to  be  racked  shall  be  racked  in  the  decorating  shop  ai 
the  firm’s  expense.  All  ware  stilted  in  shop  shall  be  stilted  in  such  con- 
dition so  that  it  can  be  put  in  the  kiln  without  re-stilting.  No  ware  'to  be 
placed  in  kiln  to  be  over  50  feet  from  kiln  shed  door.  ‘ All  hollow  ware, 
jsuch  as  sugars,  creams,  cover  dishes,  bowls  and  cups  to  be  put  in  separate 
boxes  and  piled  in  separate  bungs.  Any  new  kiln  box  to  be  red  leaded, 
whitewashed,  or  anything  done  to  put  it  in  condition  to  be  placed,  shall  pay 
one  dollar  per  kiln.  For  whitewashing  props  and  bats  to  pay  one  dollar  per 
kiln,  and  no  kiln  to  contain  over  60  bats.  No  kiln  firenian'to  hire  any  but 
union  men. 

An  apprentice  shall  serve  three  years  as  follows: 

First  six  months,  $1.75;  second  six  months,  $2.00;  second  year,  $2.25; 
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third  year,  $2.50  per  day;  after  that  journeyman’s  wages.  Not  more  thar 
one  apprentice  to  be  allowed  to  a crew  of  four  journeymen.

nonth  it  would  amount  to  $39,000.00  per  year,  therefore  be  it 
L Resolved,  Section  1.  That  each  and  every  member  of  the  N.  B.  of 
L).  P.  be  assessed  50  cents  per  month  to  be  paid  into  the  defense  fund 
>f  the  N.  B.  of  O.  P. 

Section  2.  That  any  apprentice  starting  to  learn  any  branch  of  the  pot- 
ery  trade  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  the  defense  fund  assessment  for  a 
jeriod  of  six  months,  counting  from  the  day  he  starts  at  the  trade. 

Section  3.  That  any  member  who  is  sick  or  out  of  work  for  more 
han  two  weeks  in  any  one  calendar  month  shall  be  exempt  from  defense 
ssessments  for  the  month,  if  it  is  proven  to  the  local  that  the  member 
ias  been  out  of  work,  or  sick  that  length  of  time.

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  local  treasurer  to  forward  th 
defense  fund  to  the  National  Treasurer  not  later  than  the  15th  of  th 
month,  under  a penalty  of  a fine  of  $25.00. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  local  to  af 
point  a shop  collector  in  every  shop  for  his  branch  of  the  trade,  but  whei 
there  is  a mixed  local  the  president  may  appoint  one  collector  or  moi 
if  necessary  to  collect  from  all  branches  of  the  trade,  and  the  collectc 
shall  receive  for  his  services  five  per  cent,  of  the  money  collected  fc 
the  defense  fund.

Whereas,  The  recent  settlement  on  Tanks  has  brought  about  some 
changes  which  work  a hardship  to  the  makers;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  minimum  price  on  tanks  be  $1.00. 

Resolution  No.  23  as  Amended. 

By  Local  Union  No.  45  (Sanitary  Pressers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Resolved,  First,  That  all  existing  tanks,  the  making  price  of  which 
is  $1.25  or  more,  shall  be  considered  as  Specialties,  and  are  not  to  be  af- 
fected by  this  settlement. 

Second.  That  all  tanks  now  being  made  for  which  the  making  price  is 
less  than  $1.25,  or  any  new  tanks,  shall  take  the  cubic  measurement,  which 
is  obtained  as  follows:  The  three  outside  dimensions,  viz.,  height,  length 

and  width,  must  be  reduced  to  cubic  inches,  which  is  done  by  multiplying 
the  same:  one-fourth  of  the  total  deducted  will  give  the  approximate  ca- 
pacity of  tank.  The  result  thus  obtained,  divided  by  231,  which  is  the 
number  of  cubic  inches  in  a standard  gallon,  gives  the  number  of  gallons 
the  tank  contains. 

Third,  For  each  gallon  of  capacity  ten  cents  shall  be  paid;  the  minor 
fraction  of  a half-gallon  shall  be  conceded  as  a leeway  and  all  above  be 
paid  for  at  gallon  rate,  as  specified. 

Fourth,  That  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  lever  guide  formed  by  in- 
dentations in  the  back  of  the  tank,  except  where  the  depression  exceeds 
one-half  (J4)  inch  at  deepest  or  widest  part.  If  it  exceeds  one-half  inch 
to  pay  10  cents.  Measurements  of  depths  to  be  wall  measurements. 

Fifth,  That  the  minimum  price  of  10  cents  for  chain  pipes  be  estab- 
lished. All  pipes  exceeding  one  and  one-half  inches  in  widest  or  deepest 
part  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  15  cents  each. 

Sixth,  That  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  bosses  which  are  made  in 
the  moulds  on  the  under  side  of  tank  where  the  depth  of  the  boss  does  not 
exceed  one-third  (%)  inch. 

Seventh,  Where  two  small  bosses  are  used  foT  leveling  front  of  tank, 
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either  inside  or  outside,  to  adjust  lever,  no  charge  shall  be  made.  The  price 
of  all  additional  trifles  shall  be  settled  at  the  shop  where  made. 

Eighth,  That  all  fronts  on  tanks  requiring  extfa  labor  shall  be  paid 
for  in  proportion  to  the  labor  expended. 

Ninth,  That  where  the  maker  is  held  responsible  for  the  loss  of  tank 
the  price  of  the  cover  shall  not  be  deducted  unless  defective. 

Tenth,  That  suitable  facilities  for  tank  making  be  installed  by  the  man- 
ufacturers. 

Eleventh,  That  all  measurements  shall  be  taken  in  the  bisque. 

Twelfth,  The  minimum  price  of  covers  shall  be  20  cents,  the  height 
of  same  not  to  exceed  two  and  one-fourth  (2%)  inches;  for  every  inch,  or 
major  fraction  of  an  inch,  exceeding  two  and  one-fourth  (2%)  inches,  the 
sum  of  5 cents  shall  be  paid.  All  covers  requiring  extra  labor  shall  receive 
extra  pay. 

The  committee  recommended  the  rejection  of  Resolution  No.  83  and  the  adoption  of 
Resolution  No.  23  as  amended. 

Motion  by  Martin  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in.

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  Convention. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Twenty-Third  Annual  Convention. . 
Greeting: 

Brother  E.  J.  Whitehead,  who  was  to  have  been  my  co-delegate  to  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  Convention  at  Rochester,  found  it  impossible,  at  the  last  min- 
ute, to  share  that  privilege  on  account  of  very  pressing  business  matters 
at  home. 

The  Thirty-Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  opened  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  November  11,  1912,  and 
adjourned  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month.  There  were  355  delegates  in 
attendance,  representing  ninety  national  and  international  unions,  thirty 
state  branches,  sixty-seven  central  bodies,  eighteen  trade  and.  federal  labor 
unions,  and  seven  fraternal  organizations. 

President  Gompers’  report  was  very  lengthy  and  covered  fully  all  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  organized  labor.  Among  the  most  important  subjects 
treated  in  his  report  may  be  mentioned  Scientific  Management,  Employers’ 
Liability  and  Workmen’s  Compensation,  Contract  Convict  Labor  System, 
Second  Class  Postal  Rates,  Popular  Election  of  United  States  Senators, 
Citizenship  Rights  Restored,  Child  Labor  and  Children’s  Bureau,  Initiative, 
Referendum  and  Recall,  Jury  Trial  in  Contempt  Cases,  The  New  Eight 
Hour  Law,  Old  Age  Pensions,  Occupational  Diseases,  Wider  Use  of  Schools, 
and  others. 

President  Gompers’  review  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor’s  po 
litical  campaign  and  its  results  was  very  interesting,  and  in  part  reads  as 
follows: 

In  1906,  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  served  notice  upon  Congress 
that  it  proposed  to  enter  upon  a campaign  to  secure  justice  through  legis- 
lation. For  many  years  Labor  had  appealed  to  Congress  for  the  passage 
of  remedial  legislation.  These  appeals  to  a considerable  extent  had  fallen 
upon  deaf  ears.  It  was  decided  that  vigorous  action  should  be  taken.  As 
a result  of  this  decision,  a campaign  was  inaugurated  against  one  of  Labor’s 
most  conspicuous  enemies,  Charles  E.  Littlefield,  although  re-elected, 
finally  felt  compelled  to  resign  as  Congressman.  The  sentiment  against 
him  thus  created  was  too  strong  to  withstand. 

This  contest  aroused  the  men  of  Labor.  In  practically  every  State 
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efforts  were  made  to  have  men,  holding  paid-up  union  cards,  seek  nomina- 
tions on  the  various  party  tickets  for  election  as  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress. As  a result,  six  labor  men  were  elected  to  Congress  in  the  fall  of 
1906 — Messrs.  Wilson  and  Nichols  of  Pennsylvania,  coal  miners;  Sherwood 
of  Ohio,  printer;  Hughes  of  New  Jersey,  textile  worker;  and  McDermott 
and  Cary,  telegraphers,  of  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  respectively.  The  influ- 
ence of  these  men  was  felt  in  Congress.  Their  re-election  in  1908  quickened 
labor  men  throughout  the  country  to  the  possibilities  of  directly  increas- 
ing the  strength  of  union  labor  in  the  national  legislature.  In  that  same 
year  additional  union  card  men  were  also  elected — Messrs.  Anderson  of 
Ohio,  musician;  Murphy  of  Missouri,  telegrapher;  Martin  of  Colorado,  loco- 
motive fireman,  and  Jamieson  of  Iowa,  printer.  The  election  of  these  four 
new  members  revealed  the  increasing  influence  of  organized  labor  in  the 
political  and  legislative  field. 

But  Labor  was  not  satisfied.  The  conviction  prevailed  that  by  adopt- 
ing the  slogan  of  “calling  upon  the  workers  of  our  common  country  to  stand 
faithfully  by  our  friends,  oppose  and  defeat  our  enemies,  whether  they  be 
candidates  for  President,  for  Congress,  or  other  offices,  whether  executive, 
legislative  or  judicial,”  material  additions  could  be  made  to  the  Labor 
group  in  Congress.  The  fall  of  1910  witnessed  the  election  of  fifteen  mem- 
bers of  trade  unions  to  the  Sixty-second  Congress.  They  were; 

Messrs.  Wilson,  miner,  Pennsylvania;  Lee,  blacksmith,  Pennsylvania; 
Martin,  fireman,  Colorado,  Cary,  telegrapher,  Wisconsin.  Berger,  printer, 
Wisconsin;  Hughes,  weaver,  lawyer,  New  Jersey;  Buchanan,  structural 
iron  worker,  Illinois;  McDermott,  telegrapher,  Illinois;  Lewis,  'miner  and 
lawyer,  Maryland;  Smith,  telegrapher,  New  York;  Anderson,  musician, 
Ohio.  Sherwood,  printer,  Ohio;  Roberts,  miner,  Nevada;  Farr,  printer, 
PennHyilvan'ia ; Maher,  hatter,  New  York.  « 

The  campaign  made  by  Labor  in  1910  is,  in  a large  measure,  responsible 
for  the  change  in  the  political  complexion  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Labor  was  recognized  in  the  appointment  of  one  of  the  important  com- 
mittees of  the  Sixty-second  Congress.  W.  B.  Wilson  was  named  as  Chair- 
man of  the  House  Committee  on  Labor.  Three  other  labor  men  were 
associated  with  him  on  that  committee,  Messrs.  Maher,  Lewis  and  Buchanan. 
The  other  members  of  the  committee,  although  not  belonging  to  any  labor 
organization,  have  been  friendly  to,  and  sympathetic  with,  all  measures 
coming  before  them  in  which  Labor  is  interested.  This  committee  did 
splendid  work  during  the  past  session  of  Congress,  having  reported  out 
favorably  a number  of  important  bills,  three  of  which  were  also  favorably 
reported  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor,  and  were 
enacted  into  law — 

Labor’s  Eight-Hour  bill,  now  law. 

Children’s  Bureau  bill,  now  law. 

Industrial  Relations  Commission  bill,  now  law. 

Other  bills  and  their  status  are: 

From  the  floor  of  the  House  there  was  inserted  an  eight-hour  provision 
in  the  Fortifications  bill,  providing  for  an  eight-hour  day,  now  law. 

Extension  of  Federal  Compensation  for  Injuries  Act,  now  law. 

Second-class  postal  rates  for  trade  union  publications,  now  law 

Eight  hours  in  the  Naval  Appropriation  bill,  now  law. 
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.Right  of  hearing,  petition  and  association  restored  to  postoffice  em- 
ployes, passed  and  now  law. 

Eight  hours  for  letter  carriers  and  clerks  in  postoffices,  now  law. 

Plate  Printers’  bill,  now  law. 

The  prohibition  of  the  manufacture  of  phosphorus  matches  passed,  now 

law. 

Through  the  efforts  and  with  the  help  of  Labor,  other  remedial  legis- 
lation has  been  enacted,  or  is  on  the  calendar  for  early  consideration. 

The  House  Judiciary  Committee  reported  favorably,  and  the  House 
passed,  the  bill  limiting  the  power  of  the  courts  to  issue  injunctions,  now 
before  Senate  Judiciary  Committee. 

The  same  committee  reported  the  Contempt  bill  which  provides  for 
a trial  by  jury  in  case  of  indirect  contempt,  passed  the  House,  now  before 
the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee. 

House  Committee  on  Labor  reported  favorably  the  Bacon-Barlett  bill 
to  relieve  the  organizations  of  labor  from  the  operation  of  the  Sherman 
Anti-Trust  law. 

Bill  to  regulate  convict  labor,  passed  the  House. 

Department  of  Labor  bill,  with  secretary  a member  of  the  President’s 
cabinet,  passed  the  House,  favorably  reported  out  of  Senate  Committee. 

Committee  reported  favorably  the  Eight-Hour  bill  for  Dredgemen, 
passed  the  House,  reported  out  of  Senate  Committee. 

The  House  Committee  on  Labor  also  reported  favorably  the  resolution 
to  investigate  the  “Taylor  System.”  The  Committees  on  Labor  reported 
favorably  the  Anti-“Taylor  System”  bills. 

The  bill  creating  a Federal  Bureau  of  Health  was  favorably  reported  to 
the  Senate. 

The  Senate  passed  the  Immigration  bill,  including  the  “illiteracy”  test 
for  immigrants.  The  “illiteracy”  test  provision  has  been  favorably  reported 
by  the  House  Committee. 

Seamen’s  bill,  passed  the  House,  now  before  Senate  Committee  on 
Commerce. 

The  Employers’  Liability  and  Workmen’s  Compensation  bill,  passed 
the  Senate. 

A resolution  declaring  that  it  is  against  public  policy  for  ex-Presidents 
of  the  United  States,  ex-presidents  of  State  colleges  and  universities,  ex- 
professors  of  political  economy  in  public  institutions  and  other  public  ser- 
vants to  receive  pensions  from  private  persons  and  privately  endowed  non- 
public  foundations,  was  adopted. 

On  that  portion  of  the  report  of  President  Gompers  under  the  caption 
“Scientific  'Management, ” the  convention  endorsed  the  committee’s  recom- 
mendation, which  reads  as  follows: 

SCIENTIFIC  MANAGEMENT 

We  recommend  that  H.  R.  Bill  22339,  which  is  aimed  to  prohibit  Gov- 
ernment officials  from  making  use  of  the  stop  watch  practice  and  the  pre- 
mium-bonus system  of  compensation,  be  indorsed  and  that  the  Executive 
Council  endeavor  to  secure  its  enactment  into  law.  We  are  opposed  to  any 
system  of  shop  management  which  requires  one  man  to  stand  over  another 
timing  him  with  a stop  watch  in  order  to  speed  him  up  beyond  his  normal 
capacity.  In  addition  to  the  brutality  of  such  a proceeding,  no  stop  watch 
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time  study  can  possibly  be  accurate.  Every  physical  act  performed  by 
man  is  preceded  by  a mental  process.  The  greater  the  amount  of  skill 
required  in  the  work,  the  greater  the  mental  process  preceding  the  physical 
expression  of  it,  and  there  is  no  method  known  to  efficiency  engineers  or 
others  by  which  a time  study  can  be  made  by  a stop  watch  or  any  other 
time  measuring  device  of  the  mental  process  which  precedes  the  physical 
act.  The  mental  process  being  a necessary  part  of  the  work  itself,  the 
failure  to  make  a time  study  of  that  operation  of  the  work  makes  the  study 
inaccurate,  and,  'Secondly,  worthless  as  a basis  for  computing  compensation. 

To  establish  a bonus  or  premium  system  upon  such  a time  study  is 
wrong,  induces  the  workman  to  toil  beyond  his  normal  capacity  and  the 
whole  system  has  a tendency  to  wear  his  physical  and  mental  health  and 
ultimately  land  him  as  a charge  upon  the  community  in  some  of  our  elee- 
mosynary institutions. 


SHERMAN  ANTI-TRUST  LAW 

The  special  order  of  business  for  the  sixth  day  of  the  convention  was 
the  discussion  of  the  effect,  and  the  ways  and  means  to  bring  about  the 
repeal  or  the  amendment,  of  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  law.  The  recent 
award  in  the  (Hatters’  case  revealed  the  imminent  danger  to  the  very 
existence  of  organized  labor  under  that  law  as  interpreted  by  the  courts. 
The  discussion  brought  out  the  necessity  for  change  which  requires  the 
most  practical  and  speedy  methods.  The  Danbury  Hatters’  decision  shows 
that  each  and  every  member  of  a labor  organization  may  be  charged  with 
being  a party  to  an  “illegal  consipracy”  in  restraint  of  trade,  liable  to  a 
fine  of  $5,000  and  imprisonment  for  one  year.  His  home  may  be  sold  to 
satisfy  the  judgment. 

In  discussing  the  many  phases  of  this  important  issue,  different  opin- 
ions were  expressed  as  to  whether  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
should  assume  the  award  against  the  Hatters.  Many  thought  that  policy 
would  make  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  the  victim  of  endless  litiga- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  disrupting  the  organized  labor  movement  and  that 
in  any  event  such  a responsibility  should  not  and  could  not  be  assumed  by 
the  Federation.  The  recommendation  of  the  committee  “that  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  continue  in  its  efforts  to  assist  the  Hatters  in  defense 
of  our  common  right  of  association  for  mutual  protection,”  was  adopted. 
The  convention  directed  that  every  effort  be  made  to  secure  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Bartlett-Bacon  bill  at  the  present  session  of  Congress  amend- 
ing the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  law,  taking  from  its  provisions  as  now  inter- 
preted by  the  courts  the  voluntary  organizations  of  the  working  people. 

Resolutions  providing  for  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
by  the  initiative  and  referendum  method  were  introduced  by  a delegate  of 
the  Western  Federation  of  Miners  and  by  the  delegates  from  the  United 
Mine  Workers.  The  committee  to  which  these  resolutions  and  the  Execu- 
tive Council’s  report  on  the  subject  were  referred  reported  as  follows: 

Your  committee  while  in  full  accord  with  the  declarations  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  on  the  application  of  the  initiative  and  referendum 
to  the  election  of  public  officials  and  the  enactment  of  general  legislation, 
does  not  believe  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  apply  this  method  to  the 
election  of  the  officers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  In  the  polit- 
ical field  and  on  questions  of  legislation  there  is  public  and  common  infer- 
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mation  as  fully  available  to  one  citizen  as  to  any  other  through  the  public 
forum  and  the  press. 

Your  committee  is  aware  that  there  are  organizations  affiliated  with 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  which  elect  their  officers  by  the  initia- 
tive and  referendum;  also  that  some  affiliated  organizations  which  at  one 
time  applied  the  initiative  and  referendum  to  the  election  of  their  officers, 
have  returned  to  the  convention  system  because  of  their  experiences  under 
the  former  method,  and  that  many  affiliated  organizations  have  not  consid- 
ered it  advisable  to  adopt  the  iniative  and  referendum  for  that  purpose. 
On  that  phase  of  the  question  .members  of  unions  electing  officers  through 
the  iniative  and  referendum  have  opportunities  through  trade  information 
of  knowing  something  concerning  the  availability  and  qualifications  of  can- 
didates for  office.  On  the  subject  of  applying  the  iniative  and  referendum 
to  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  sy^ur 
committee  is  as  fully  aware  that  neither  of  the  preceding  opportunities  of 
essential  information  are  apparent.  The  members  of  one  union  have  little 
opportunity  of  receiving  trade  or  other  knowledge  concerning  the  availa- 
bility or  personnel  of  members  and  nominees  of  other  unions,  for  officers 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor.  Apart  from  the  enormous  cost  of 
such  a method  of  election,  the  possibility  of  irregularities  in  connection 
therewith,  the  evident  multiplicity  of  nominations  which  would  follow,  and 
the  impossibility  of  guaranteeing  an  election  by  a number  aproaching  a 
majority  vote,  there  is  the  evident  fact  that  there  are  neither  adequate 
methods  of  conducting  such  elections  nor  are  there  available  opportunities 
for  the  dissemination  of  proper  and  essential  information  to  properly  con- 
duct such  an  election. 

Your  committee  has  examined  the  report  of  the  Executive  Council  upon 
the  subject  under  consideration  and  find  that  in  reply  to  the  circular  letter 
sent  to  all  affliated  organizations  on  this  matter  as  a result  of  the  action 
of  the  Atlanta  Convention  on  the  subject,  the  officers  of  fifty-two  affiliated 
organizations  representing  890,240  members  recorded  themselves  as  opposed 
to  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  by  the 
initiative  and  referendum,  while  the  officers  of  but  twenty-three  affiliated 
organizations  representing  508,116  members  expressed  themselves  in  favor 
of  this  system. 

For  the  reasons  submitted  and  in  view  of  the  present  method  where 
in  representative  conventions  officers  are  elected  with  due  regard  to  their 
ability,  fitness  for  the  office  for  which  they  are  selected,  with  fair  and  just 
consideration  for  the  rights  of  affiliated  organizations,  your  committee 
recommends  non-concurrence  with  the  resolution,  one  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, Delegate  Ward,  being  recorded  as  not  supporting  the  committee’s 
report. 

The  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  the  committee’s  report  was  carried  by  193 
votes  in  the  affirmative  to  fifty-seven  in  the  negative. 

BOY  SCOUT  MOVEMENT 

At  the  Atlanta  Convention  a resolution  was  introduced  condemning  the 
boy  scout  organization  and  the  boy  scout  movement,  which,  after  due  delib- 
eration, was  referred  to  the  Executive  Council  for  investigation  and  for 
report  thereon  to  the  Rochester  Convention.  Their  report  reads  as  follows: 

The  American  Boy  Scouts  was  introduced  into  this  country  some  years 
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ago.  The  movement  originated  in  England.  This  movement  was  trans- 
ported in  its  entirety  and  without  any  changes.  The  scouts  were  required 
to  learn  military  drills  and  use  the  rifle.  The  scout  organization  in  England 
originated  with  Lieutenant-General  Baden-Powell.  It  followed  closely  the 
South  African  War  that  had  alarmed  England  as  to  her  future  fighting 
stock  The  movement  appeared  to  be  military  cabal,  as  the  scouts  were  being 
trained  to  arms  and  inured  to  the  privations  of  camp  life.  There  are 
about  400,000  boys  organized  in  England  and  in  her  colonies.  The  founders 
of  the  movement  in  this  country  suggested  the  organization  of  the  American 
Boy  Scouts  as  a national  institution. 

Prominent  workers  for  boy  welfare  attended  meetings  and  helped 
spread  to  other  cities  and  towns.  Their  efforts  met  with  hearty  support 
from  prominent  men  throughout  the  country. 

Instruction  for  the  boy  scouts  included  the  rudiments  of  military 
training,  camping,  cooking,  signaling,  woodcraft,  (Sanitation,  first  aid  to  the 
injured,  swimming,  boating,  the  rescue  of  persons  from  the  water,  fire,  etc. 
Special  achievements  were  rewarded  by  certificates  and  medals.  Official 
uniforms  were  adopted.  Military  terms  were  used  in  connection  with  organ- 
ization, such  as  enlisting  and  recruiting,  drummers  and  trumpeters  were 
encouraged  to  join  the  organization.  In  addition  to  the  games  and  drills, 
there  was  the  boy  scout  law,  which,  with  the  scout  oath,  made  up  the  code. 
The  second  section  of  the  scout  law  contained  the  following  sentences: 
“A  scout  is  loyal  to  his  parents,  to  his  superiors,  to  his  country  and  to  his 
employers.  He  must  stick  to  them  through  thick  and  thin  against  everyone 
who  is  their  enemy  or  even  talks  badly  of  them.” 

This  organization  of  the  scouts  became  very  popular  and  attracted 
much  attention,  although  exact  information  of  its  aims  and  purposes  was 
not  generally  known. 

The  attention  of  organized  labor  was  attracted  to  the  movement  by  two 
characteristics;  its  tendency  to  foster  militarism  and  possible  interference 
with  organized  labor.  Its  military  tendencies  were  emphasized  by  the 
expressions  of  those  who  were  backing  it  so  that  its  chief  purpose  seemed 
to  be  that  of  a feeder  to  the  army.  Military  ideals  were  held  up  to  im- 
pressionable youths.  The  possibility  of  its  antagonism  to  labor  organiza- 
tions by  using  and  training  the  boys  as  strike  breakers  was  brought  out 
by  two  illustrations.  At  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  boy  scouts  were  used  to  break 
a strike  of  bootblacks  who  wished  to  increase  their  prices.  At  Irontoni, 
Mo,  a scout  musical  band  was  organized  which  competed  with  a band  of 
organized  musicians.  In  Chicago,  some  of  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
who  were  organized  in  the  Chicago  Teachers’  Federation,  became  alarmed 
at  tendencies  and  appointed  a committee  to  investigate  the  organization 
and  its  purposes,  but  this  committee  was  not  permitted  to  attend  any  of  the 
meetings  of  the  officials.  Accordingly  the  Teachers’  Federation,  after  mak- 
ing all  observations  and  investigation  possible,  adopted  resolutions  con- 
demning the  organization,  because  of  its  military  nature,  and  because  it 
appointed  as  teachers  of  immature  boys  persons  not  required  to  conform 
to  the  usual  qualifications  and  standards,  and  because  it  placed  instruction 
that  properly  belonged  to  the  public  schools  under  outside  jurisdiction.  The 
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Chicago  Federation  of  Labor  also  passed  resolutions  condemning  th|e 
movement. 

At  the  Ma;y  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council,  held  in  Washington, 
representatives  of  the  boy  scout  movement,  Mr.  James  E.  West,  the  Exec- 
utive Secretary  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  E S.  Martin,  the  Executive  Secretary 
of  Washington,  appeared  before  the  Council,  explained  the  movement  and 
filed  documents.  This  conference  and  the  data  filed  brought  out  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

There  are  in  the  United  States  two  boy  scout  movements:  The  Amer- 
ican Boy  Scouts  and  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  The  ideals  and  activities 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  are  for  peace  and  the  building  up  of  body, 
mind  and  character.  The  rifle  is  not  a part  of  their  equipment.  It  seems 
that  in  the  launching  of  the  movement,  as  a result  of  increasing  and  in- 
sistent demands  for  information  from  all  over  the  country,  that  a manual 
was  hastily  prepared  for  use.  In  this  rather  unwise  haste  the  manual  was 
taken  bodily  from  that  used  in  England  and  was  not  carefully  edited.  As  a 
result,  there  appeared  in  the  manual  considerable  emphasis  on  militarism, 
and  the  section  just  quoted  which  roused  organized  labor.  As  soon  as 
popular  criticism  called  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Board  to  these  ob- 
jections, the  Board  directed  that  the  plates  of  the  book  be  changed  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Either  these  matters  had  been  allowed  to  creep  into  the  organization 
through  oversight  or  failure  to  consider  all  their  bearings,  or  popular  crit- 
icism had  convinced  the  leaders  that  a change  of  ideals  was  necessary  to 
adapt  the  movement  to  American  boys.  Changes  were  made  in  some  of 
the  scout  laws  and  requirements,  those  containing  the  references  to  im- 
plicit loyalty  and  obedience  to  employers,  which  were  most  offensive  to 
labor,  were  changed  entirely.  The  clause  which  stated:  “A  scout  is  loyal 

to  the  President  and  to  his  officers  and  to  his  parents,  his  country  and 
employers,  he  must  stick  to  them  through  thick  and  thin  against  anyone 
who  is  their  enemy  and  who  even  talks  badly  of  them,’  was  changed  to 
read:  “A  scout  is  loyal,  is  loyal  to  all  to  whom  loyalty  is  due;  his  scout 

leader,  his  home  and  parents  and  country.”  Another  clause,  which  read: 
“A  scout  obeys  orders  from  his  parents,  patrol  leaders  and  scout  masters 
without  question,”  was  revised  to  read:  “A  scout  is  obedient,  he  obeys  his 
parents,  scout  master,  patrol  leader,  and  all  other  duly  constituted  authori- 
ties.” Whatever  the  reason  for  the  change,  the  revision  removes  the  seri- 
ous objection  that  the  organization  was  intended  to  breed  strike  breakers. 

The  objection  to  the  organization  on  the  ground  of  encouraging  mili- 
tarism is  not  so  clearly  refuted.  It  is  quite  evident  that  though  the  letter 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  may  not  openly  favor  military  training,  the 
spirit  of  the  organization  could  very  readily  develop  that  tendency  and 
could  endow  military  purposes  and  ideals  with  a glamor  that  would  allure 
many  an  American  boy.  Then,  too,  the  lecture  given  in  this  country  last 
winter  bjyj  General  Baden-Powell  under  the  auspices  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  upon  the  subject  of  “Scouting  in  War  and  Peace, ,y*  seems  to  indi- 
cate friendly  relations  with  that  organization  and  to  clearly  emphasize  the 
ultimate  military  purposes  of  the  organization,  for  which  General  Baden- 
Powell  himself  stands. 

In  a letter  which  Mr.  James  E.  West  wrote  to  Mr.  Owen  Miller,  Sec- 
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retary  of  the  American  Federation  of  Musicians,  in  regard  to  the  diffi- 
culties which  arose  in  ,St.  Louis,  it  is  stated: 

“It  is  only  fair  that  I should  correct  one  statement  in  your  letter  with 
reference  to  the  American  Boy  Scouts.  That  organization  is  still  in  ex- 
istence, although  practically  all  of  the  branches  throughout  the  country 
have  become  affiliated  with  this  organization.  There  are,  however,  a num- 
ber of  unattached  groups  which  are  working  practically  without  super- 
vision. They  drill  with  rifles,  and  in  fact  most  of  their  activities  are  purely 
military.  To  this  we  are  radically  opposed.” 

ft  is  not  quite  clear  just  what  Mr.  West  implies  by  saying  that 
branches  of  that  old  organization  have  affiliated  with  his  organization.  It 
is  not  plain  whether  or  not  these  affiliated  branches  have  ceased  all  con- 
nection with  the  older  organization. 

As  to  the  specific  charges  of  hostility  to  labor  organizations,  the  fol- 
lowing replies  were  made:  In  regard  to  the  Des  Moines  incident,  it  was 

said  that  the  bootblacks  were  Greek  boys  who  were  endeavoring  to  take 
advantage  of  a temporary  increase  in  demand  due  to  a fair,  and  increased 
their  charges  from  five  cents  to  ten  cents.  A scout  leader  who  was  rather 
indignant  at  the  attempt  at  what  he  termed  “extortion,”  impulsively  asserted 
that  he  could  supply  enough  bootblacks  from  his  boy  scouts  to  do  all  the 
work  at  the  old  price.  Mr.  West  asserted  that  there  was  no  strike  or 
labor  difficulty  involved  and  that  the  speaker  did  not  intend  to  imply  any 
avowed  policy  of  opposition  to  labor  organizations  as  such  The  incident 
was  purely  local  and  did  not  represent  the  ideals  and  purposes  of  the 
movement. 

Referring  to  the  Ironton  band,  he  stated  that  he  had  known  nothing 
of  the  affair  until  the  incident  was  called  to  his  attention,  and  that  it  was 
not  the  purpose  of  the  organization  to  encourage  the  organization  of  scout 
bands,  and  it  certainly  did  not  approve  of  the  organization  of  such  bands 
for  the  purpose  of  competition.  It  was  simply  a case  of  a local  authority 
failing  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  the  ideals  of  the  national  movement. 

In  regard  to  the  resolution  of  the  Chicago  teachers,  it  is  possible  that 
in  this  case  also  the  ground  for  opposition  was  occasioned  by  lack  of  har- 
mony between  the  local  authorities  and  the  avowed  purposes  and  intent 
of  the  organization.  The  argument  of  the  teachers  that  the  work  done  by 
the  boy  scout  organization  in  nature  study,  wood  craft,  physical  culture  and 
ethics  belongs  to  the  teachers  and  the  school,  is  not  altogether  convincing. 
It  is  true  that  some  of  the  more  progressive  schools  have  attempted  some- 
thing along  these  lines,  but  the  greater  proportion  of  the  schools  outside 
of  the  large  cities  do  very  little  of  this  work.  This  is  due  to  lack  of  funds, 
and  to  the  low  salaries  paid  the  teachers,  so  that  well  equipped  and  effi- 
cient instructors  are  not  .secured.  While  to  incorporate  all  of  these  lines 
in  a full  and  complete  education  may  be  the  ideal  toward  which  the  schools 
are  working,  very  few  have  attained  this  ideal  and  there  seems  no  present 
prospect  of  its  universal  attainment.  In  the  meanwhile,  if  these  different 
objects  can  be  worked  out  by  some  outside  organization,  their  practica- 
bility and  feasibility  fully  demonstrated,  their  usefulness  in  child  develop- 
ment fully  illustrated,  it  will  be  much  easier  for  the  public  to  demand  that 
they  be  made  part  of  the  ordinary  school  curriculum  and  that  teachers 
trained  in  these  lines  be  employed. 

Jf  the  full  responsibility  of  instructing  the  youth  of  our  country  in 
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morals  and  ethics  be  placed  upon  the  public  schools  under  their  present 
organization,  the  load  might  be  more  than  they  could  carry.  At  present 
it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  boys  and  girls  under  their  constant  supervision. 
During  the  months  of  summer  vacation,  as  well  as  during  that  part  of  the 
day  not  spent  in  the  school,  there  is  absolutely  no  control.  If  some  outside 
organization  can  supplement  this  moral  and  ethical  instruction,  the  Amer- 
ican school  boy  will  be  the  gainer.  Under  the  present  organization  a 
great  majority  of  the  teachers  are  women,  and  it  would  not  be  practicable 
to  expect  them  to  lead  the  boys  in  cross  country  “hikes,”  outdoor  gym- 
nastics and  camp  life.  To  be  sure,  the  change  would  lead  to  training  and 
employment  of  more  qualified  teachers,  or  to  the  utilization  of  the  present 
force  in  the  school.  But  it  should  be  noted  that  many  of  the  leaders  of  the 
boy  scouts  are  the  trained,  active  and  efficient  men  teachers  in  the  public 
schools,  so  that  after  all  the  school  still  has  an  influence  in  the  boy  scout 
movement  which  should  be  increased  and  developed. 

The  boy  scout  movement  seems  to  be  one  phase  of  a larger  movement, 
sometimes  termed  the  “simpler  life,’  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  counteract 
the  injurious  effects  of  our  increasingly  complex  civilization  and  method 
of  living.  The  idea  is  to  get  back  to  the  elemental  things,  to  close  contact 
with  the  earth,  forest  and  water,  to  develop  a strong  vigorous  physique 
so  that  the  boy  may  know  the  pure  joy  of  mere  living,  and  as  a strong, 
healthy  animal  be  able  to  take  care  of  himself  under  all  circumstances 
without  artificial  assistance.  Our  artificial  method  of  living  and  the  strain 
of  modern  industry  have  so  taxed  the  physical  endurance  of  the  race  that 
scientists  have  been  constantly  warning  us  that  we  must  conserve  our 
physical  resources  or  the  race  will  deteriorate.  The  boy  scout  movement 
rightly  directed  will  help  to  solve  this  problem. 

Another  present  ideal  of  the  organization  is  to  develop  all  of  the  good 
qualities  resulting  from  military  life  without  the  attendant  evils  of  mili- 
tarism. To  gain  these  results,  boys  are  taught  to  regard  as  sports  the 
stalking  of  animals  to  learn  their  customs,  to  catch  a picture  of  them  in 
their  native  haunt,  exploring,  etc.  There  is  much  about  the  activities  of 
the  organization  that  would  serve  as  a school  for  training  the  imagination, 
such  as  the  emphasis  laid  on  legends,  animal  life,  the  weird  mystery  of 
the  camp  fire,  the  long  nights  spent  in  the  open  with  only  the  stars  over- 
head and  the  winds  telling  strange  stories  of  the  stream  and  forest  and 
hillside.  These  things  bring  out  the  poetry  of  life  and  the  poetry  of  the 
world,  and  serve  as  an  antidote  for  much  of  our  too  practical  civilization. 

The  movement  seizes  the  keenest  interests  of  the  boys  of  the  adoles- 
cent age  and  directs  them  toward  pure  and  simple  things,  and  in  this  way 
keeps  them  away  from  much  of  the  evil  and  impure  that  would  otherwise 
occupy  their  thoughts  and  time.  It  deals  with  the  problems  of  child  train- 
ing by  the  simple  process  of  substituting  good  things  for  evil  things  and 
crowding  out  what  would  be  detrimental.  The  lists  of  activities,  any  one 
of  which  each  scout  may  pursue  in  order  to  win  distinction  is  a very  wide 
one,  and  includes  almost  every  form  of  useful  human  activity. 

The  ideals  of  the  movement  seem  to  be  well  chosen  and  calculated  to 
develop  poise,  self  confidence  and  comradship  among  the  boys.  Of  course, 
ifli  any  organization  of  such  a size  and  scope,  there  is  a chance  for  the 
machinery  to  be  misused  by  some  of  the  agents  selected.  This  is  true  of 
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organization,  for  only  through  the  human  agency  can  any  ideal  be  realized, 
and  in  dealing  with  each  human  agent  the  personal  equation  will  modify 
more  or  less  the  purposes  and  instructions  of  the  officials.  Wherever  there 
is  a great  chance  for  good  to  be  done  there  is  also  a great  chance  for  evil 
to  result  through  mismanagement.  The  causes  for  complaint  and  objection 
have  so  far  been  purely  local.  On  the  whole,  however?  the  officials  seenn 
amenable  to  suggestion  and  desirous  of  doing  what  the  public  demands. 

The  officials  have  expressed  a desire  to  shape  the  ideal  and  practices 
of  the  movement  to  accord  with  the  aims  and  ideals  of  organized  labor. 
The  boy  scout  movement  is  now  in  the  formative  period;  it  is  daily  gaining 
in  popularity  and  influence  it  promises  to  have  great  power  in  boy  life,  for 
good  or  evil.  Whether  this  power  shall  be  directed  toward  militarism  or 
toward  idealizing  the  advocations  and  pursuits  pertaining  to  peace  and  civic 
and  social  uplift,  is  now  to  be  determined.  The  movement  has  features  and 
tendencies  that  can  now  be  turned  in  either  direction.  If  organizations 
working  to  promote  the  general  uplift,  endeavoring  to  develop  the  best  that 
is  in  humanity,  should  endorse  the  movement,  it  will  be  within  their  power 
to  keep  the  boy  scout  movement  away  from  militarism,  in  the  direction  of 
pure,  wholesome  ideals.  If  we  keep  in  touch  with  the  movement  we  may 
be  able  to  shape  and  direct  it;  if  we  condemn  it,  we  shall  find  more  difficulty 
in  defeating  the  military  tendencies  that  can  so  easily  develop  and  dominate 
the  movement,  and  thereby  exert  a far  reaching  and  potent  influence  in 
boy  life. 

Much  of  the  work  the  boy  scout  is  doing,  might  and  should  be  under 
the  control  and  supervision  of  the  public  school  system.  There  is  a growing 
demand  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  that  the  scope  ana 
ideals  of  education  should  be  widenend  and  adapted  to  needs  of  all  of  the 
children;  that  the  school  may  not  only  serve  for  the  training  of  the  mind  and 
for  cultural  purposes,  but  shall  train  the  children  to  conserve  and  control 
their  resources — mental,  physical  and  moral;  that  the  school  shall  not  only 
prepare  for  future  life  and  work,  but  shall  enter  into  and  direct  in  the  best 
channels,  child  life,  interests  and  ideals.  The  possibilities  open  to  the 
school  for  influencing  standards  of  honor  and  ethics  is  a function  that  can- 
not be  too  strongly  or  gravely  emphasized.  We  cannot  recommend  too 
heartily  that  every  facility  for  education,  for  the  conservation  and  develop- 
ment of  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  faculties  be  afforded  to  every  child 
within  our  country.  We  are  just  beginning  to  catch  a glimpse  of  the  devel- 
opment possible  under  proper  direction  and  control.  This  is  the  full  duty 
of  the  school — let  it  enter  into  its  heritage. 

We  recommend  that  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  do  not  denounce 
the  boy  scout  movement;  that  on  the  contrary,  the  officers  of  the  A.  F.  of  L. 
shall  keep  in  constant  touch  with  that  movement  so  as  to  prevent  its  activ- 
ities or  purposes  being  directed  toward  any  military  movement,  or  mili- 
tarism in  any  form,  and  that  in  matters  affecting  the  rights  and  interests 
of  the  working  people,  that  the  boy  scout  movement  be  urged  to  a constantly 
closer  sympathetic  attitude  toward  the  organized  labor  movement  in  its 
work  and  struggle  for  the  achievement  of  a higher  material,  political,  moral 
and  social  standard  for  the  toilers  of  our  country. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Council  was  concurred  in  by  the 
committee  handling  the  report,  and  also  by  the  convention. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

The  presentation  to  the  convention  of  individual  reports  by  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Executive  Council,  has  resulted 
in  repetitions  of  unnecessary  labor  due  to  the  fact  that  the  same  subject  has 
often  been  presented  by  several  or  all  of  the  reports.  It  was  decided  that  in 
the  future  one  report  should  he  .made  and  that  by  the  Executive  Council.  The 
reports  of  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Executive  Council,  which  shall  pass  upon  them  and  incoporate  them 
in  its  report. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

The  entire  membership  of  the  Executive  was  re-elected.  There 
were  two  contests  for  the  offices  of  President  and  Third  ViceHPresident.  In 
the  first  contest  Samuel  Gompers  was  re-elected  over  delegate  Max  'Hiayes 
of  the  Typographical  Union,  by  a vote  of  12,088  to  4,959.  Vice-President 
O’Connell  was  re-elected  Third  Vice-President  over  delegate  Johnston  of  the 
Machinists,  by  a vote  of  10,858  to  6,171. 

Charles  L.  Baine,  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers’  Union,  and  Louis 
Kemper,  of  the  International  Union  of  the  United  Brewery  Workmen,  were 
elected  fraternal  delegates  to  the  British  Trade  Union  Congress  in  1913, 
and  Wm.  J.  McSorley,  of  the  International  Union  of  Wood,  Wire,  and  Metal 
Lathers,  was  elected  fraternal  delegate  to  the  Canadian  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress.  Seattle,  Washington,  was  selected  as  the  convention  city  for 
1913.

I am  appealing  from  the  ruling  contained  in  the  closing  part  of  the  letter  marked  No.  1. 
I also  wish  to  enter  a vigorous  protest  against  the  firsc  vice-president  sending  out  false  in- 
formation to  our  locals,  to  work  an  injury  to  our  members.  You  will  notice  in  closing  his 
letter  marked  No.  2 he  quotes  a ruling  of  the  standing  committee  in  regard  to  the  general 
ware  men  starting  at  Philadelphia,  etc.  While  I have  information  from  the  standing  com- 
mittee that  our  case  has  never  been  before  them  either  officially  or  otherwise. 

I cannot  understand  how  any  national  officer  can  send  out  any  such  information  as  this 
when  he  knew  that  it  was  basely  false,  and  will  work  an  injury  on  the  members  of  the  or- 
ganization, who  make  it  possible  for  him  to  hold  his  position  and  draw  his  salary.  Hutchins 
must  have  known  that  it  was  false  when  he  sent  it  out,  for  the  standing  committee  never 
made  such  a ruling. 

If  we  can’t  look  for  honesty  and  truthfulness  in  our  national  officers  where  are  we  to 
find  it,  and  I for  one  enter  a protest  against  any  such  underhanded  business.  The  general 
ware  men  are  being  held  at  Mannington  by  the  local  under  this  decision.

Replying  to  yours  of  recent  date  will  say  that,  while  in  my  judgment  the  general  ware 
men  who  recently  started  at  Philadelphia  have  not  qualified  as  sanitary  pressers  by  serving  a 
year  at  the  trade,  I do  not  see  how  Local  85  could  do  other  than  record  them  on  their  bookB 
as  journeymen  sanitary  pressers  and  naturally  they  would  have  to  give  transfer  cards  desig- 
nating the  branch  of  the  trade  they  are  working  at,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  local,  and 
whether  they  are  journeymen  or  apprentices  at  that  branch  of  the  trade. 

The  standing  of  these  men  in  the  trade  would  depend  on  their  discharge  papers  from  the 
firm,  and  while  there  has  been  some  difference  of  opinion,  as  to  the  status  of  these  general 
ware  men  coming  from  Philadelphia,  my  ruling  is  that  they  will  have  to  serve  a year  in  what- 
ever shop  they  started  before  they  are  entitled  to  discharges  as  journeymen  sanitary  pressers.

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Thursday,  July  Seventeenth 

MORNING  SESSION 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  Menge. 

William  Thomas  was  absent  at  roll  call. 

The  minutes  of  previous  session  were  read  and  adopted  as  read. 

The  first  order  of  business  to  be  taken  up  was  section  13  of  the  Health  Committee’s 
Recommendations. 

Section  13  was  divided  in  two  sections. 

Motion  by  McDevitt  that  Brother  Mushet  be  extended  the  privilege  of  the  floor  on  all 
questions. 

Motion  carried. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Health  Committee  as  passed  by  the  convention  follow: 

Report  of  Health  Committee. 

We,  the  health  committee,  after  carefully  going  over  the  reports  and  suggestions  for  the 
betterment  of  the  health  conditions  in  the  potteries  by  the  eastern  health  inspector,  would 
recommend  that  this  convention  request  all  pottery  manufacturers  to  do  their  share  in  assist- 
ing the  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  in  creating  more  healthful  working  conditions  in  their  respective  factor- 
ies. The  N.  B.  of  0.  P.  is  spending  large  sums  of  money  for  the  cure  of  the  members  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis  and  asthma,  which  diseases  can  greatly  be  reduced  by  each  party  doing 
their  share  to  that  end.  We  would  request— 

First — That  all  workshops  and  kilnsheds  be  properly  and  sufficiently  ventilated  and 
where  they  have  not  been  whitewashed  during  the  past  two  years  they  shall  be  whitewashed 
as  soon  as  possible;  and  in  future  whitewashed  at  least  once  every  two  years. 

Second — That  all  workshops,  stairs,  greenrooms,  vacant  benches  and  kilnsheds  be  swept 
clean  after  each  day’s  work  after  6 p.  m.  and  before  4 a.  m.  the  following  morning,  and  all 
packing  sheds  and  sagger  drying  rooms  at  least  once  a week  and  all  stillyards  and  stove  rooms 
thoroughly  cleaned  every  three  months  by  the  firm  at  their  expense. 

Third — Where  the  workers  have  to  expose  themselves  to  the  weather  to  go  to  the  toilet 
for  want  of  sewage  connection,  that  sufficient  urinals  be  installed  inside  the  workshops,  and 
where  there  is  sewage  sufficient,  inside  toilets  shall  be  provided  for  their  convenience. 

Fourth — That  sufficient  dressing  room  accommodations  be  provided  for  all  female  em- 
ployes and  they  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  dust. 

Fifth — That  all  departments  in  the  potteries  be  heated  as  far  as  practical. 

Sixth — That  all  footed  ware  be  cleaned  in  the  dipping  room  while  moist  and  where  that 
cannot  be  done,  as  in  the  case  of  chinaware,  it  be  cleaned  by  moist  method  or  under  an  ex- 
haust suction  before  being  taken  away  by  the  glost  kilnmen. 

Seventh — Where  ware  is  bedded  in  flint  as  in  the  china  potteries,  it  shall  not  be  taken 
from  the  saggers  at  the  door  of  the  kiln  when  drawing,  but  shall  be  emptied  at  a bench  con- 
structed with  slats  on  top  for  that  purpose  under  an  exhaust  draught. 

Eighth — Where  bisque  kilnmen  place  ware  in  flint  it  must  be  sufficiently  moist  to  prevent 
dust  from  arising  or  else  a hood  must  be  provided  to  carry  all  such  dust  away. 

Ninth — Where  bisque  wareroom  girls  brush  or  sandpaper  ware  that  has  particles  of  flint 
on  it,  it  must  be  done  under  an  exhaust  draught  strong  enough  to  protect  them  from  dust. 

Tenth — That  lunch  room  accommodations  be  provided  for  all  kilnmen,  dippers  and  their 
helpers  and  bisque  wareroom  girls  and  a lavatory  or  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  to  wash 
with  and  lockers  for  their  street  clothing  to  insure  freedom  from  dust. 

I ve  u.  — The  dippers’  requests  which  have  been  agreed  upon  by  the  eastern  manufact- 
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urers  we  present  to  the  convention  for  their  adoption  by  the  entire  trade.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  a lavatory  or  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  be  provided  for  dipper  and  helper. 

2.  That  suitable  lockers  be  provided  for  street  clothing  and  a place  to  eat  lunch  in  out- 
side the  dipping  room. 

3.  That  the  dipping  room  be  kept  clear  from  the  storage  of  empty  ware  boards,  all 
bisque  or  glost  ware,  or  anything  that  will  tend  to  accumulate  dust. 

4.  That  some  suitable  ventilation  and  protection  from  draughts  be  provided  and  where 
practical  the  dipping  room  floor  be  washed  once  a week  and  especially  the  sweeping  be  done 
with  damp  sawdust  after  the  dipper  and  help  have  ceased  their  day’s  work. 

5.  That  the  dipper  provide  himself  with  a full  working  suit  and  overshirt  and  wash 
them  every  night  before  going  home. 

6.  That  all  boards  used  in  the  dipping  room  be  washed  before  being  used  the  second 
time.  In  addition  to  those  requests,  wherever  the  floor  of  the  dipping  room  is  worn  or  sags, 
we  suggest  the  putting  in  of  new  ones — a number  of  manufacturers  are  doing  so  now. 

Twelfth.  We  would  recommend  that  the  health  committee  be  empowered  to  investigate  and 
get  demonstration  of  vacuum  cleaners,  to  the  end  that  we  can  recommend  a practical  one  to 
the  manufacturers  for  installation. 

Thirteenth.  We  would  recommend  that  the  health  committee  be  empoewred  to  investigate 
the  desirability  of  purchasing  health  farms  for  our  trade  and  report  to  our  next  convention, 
the  expense  to  be  taken  from  the  tuberculosis  fund. 

Fourteenth.  We  would  recommend  that  the  national  health  committee  be  re-appointed 
for  another  year. 

Motion  by  George  Cartlidge  that  section  two  of  the  Health  Committee’s  recommendations 
be  referred  to  the  Conference  Committee. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  4 

By  Local  Union  No.  4 (General  Ware  Pressers)  East  Liverpool,  O. 

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  sweeping  the  shops  is  injurious  to 
health;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  sanitary  branch  of  the  trade  the  sweeping  is  done  at 
the  firm’s  expense;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  floors,  hallways,  stairs,  vacant  benches,  green 
rooms,  etc.,  in  general  ware  potteries  be  swept  daily,  except  holidays,  Sun- 
days and  during  loafing  time.  The  sweeping  to  be  done  between  the  hours 
of  6 p.  m.  and  6 a.  m.,  at  the  expense  of  each  firm. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Resolution  No.  14 

By  Local  Union  No.  9 (Kilnmen)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio. 

Whereas,  There  is  a great  amount  of  unnecessary  dust  created  and 
stirred  up  in  the  kilnsheds  during  working  hours,  which  could  be  avoided 
and  thus  lessen  the  liability  to  tuberculosis;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  no  employee  be  allowed  to  create  dust  by  sweeping, 
or  in  other  ways,  which  will  in  any  way  affect  other  workmen  during 
working  hours. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Resolution  No.  19 

By  Local  Union  No.  10  (Turners  and  Handlers)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio. 

Whereas,  The  employees  of  certain  potteries  are  subjected  to  the 
most  unsanitary  conditions,  viz.:  from  coal  fired  kilns  and  dust;  and 

Whereas,  This  nuisance  has  proved  very  detrimental  to  the  health 
and  welfare  of  said  employees;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  demand  that  these  unsanitary  conditions,  which 
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are  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  employees,  be  eliminated  from  workshops 
so  affected. 

The  committee  recommonded  rejection. 


Resolution  No.  107 

By  Local  Union  No.  59  (Kilnmen,  Dippers,  Saggermakers  and  Kiln- 

drawers)  Sebring,  Ohio. 

Whereas,  In  some  shops  the  boys  employed  in  the  dipping  room 
will  insist  on  sweeping  the  dipping  house  floor  during  working  hours, 
which  is  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  persons  employed  therein;  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  sweeping  of  the  dipping  room  shall  be  done  after 
the  dippers  and  the  glost  kilnmen  have  ceased  work;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  sweeping  of  dipping  houses  and  green  rooms,  and 
the  punching  of  kilns  be  done  either  before  kilnhands  start  or  after  kiln- 
hands  are  through  work,  except  in  cleaning  up  kilns  after  drawing. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Resolution  No.  Ill 

By  Local  Union  No.  65  (General  Ware,  Mixed)  Sebring,  Ohio. 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  shops  are  not  equipped  with  dressing  rooms 
for  women;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  each  firm  furnish  a dressing  room  where  women  are 
employed. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Resolution  No.  112 

By  Local  Union  No.  65  (General  Ware,  Mixed)  Sebring,  Ohio. 

Whereas,  Sweeping  is  being  done  during  working  hours,  which  is 
detrimental  to  health;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  there  be  no  sweeping  done  in  any  department  during 
working  hours. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Resolution  No.  134. 

By  Local  Union  No.  71  (General  Ware,  Mixed)  Salineville,  Ohio. 

Resolved,  That  the  firm  be  required  to  sweep  the  clay  and  mould 
shops  after  5 p.  m. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  George  Cartlidge  that  we  concur  in  the  Health  Committee’s  recommendations 
on  Resolutions  Nos.  4,  14,  19,  107,  111,  112  and  134. 

Motion  carried. 

Motion  by  George  M.  Martin  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  Local  Union  No.  12  be  al- 
lowed to  introduce  a resolution. 

Motion  to  suspend  the  rules  carried. 

Resolution  No.  182,  by  Local  Union  No.  12,  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 

Law. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  General  Ware  Price  List 

Resolution  No.  30 

By  Local  Union  No.  12  (Jiggermen)  East  Liverpool,  Ohio. 

Whereas,  It  is  impossible  to  make  laboring  wages  on  inside  nappies 
on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  help;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  all  inside  fluted,  scalloped  and  globe  nappies  from  2^4 
inch  to  4 inch  be  increased  1 cent  per  doz.,  and  all  inside  fluted,  scalloped 
and  globe  nappies  from  5 inch  to  10  inch,  inclusive,  be  increased  2 cents 
per  doz. 

The  committee  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  T.  M.  Woods  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  12,  by  Local  Union  No.  9,  was  read  and  referred  back  to  the  committee 
for  reconstruction  on  motion  by  E.  J.  Whitehead. 

Resolution  No.  77 

By  Local  Union  No.  44  (General  Ware,  Mixed)  Sebring  Ohio. 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  no  one  can  successfully  deny  that  all  plain 
edge  ware  is  worth  just  as  much  for  making  as  festoon-  ware;  and 

Whereas,  The  same  price  for  help  is  required  to  make  plain  ware  as 
festooned  ware;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  all  fairness  to  the  manufacturers  and  the  working- 
men, all  plain  edge  ware,  including  plain  individual  butters,  all  sizes  of 
fruits,  ice  creams,  plates,  soup  plates,  deep  plates,  saucers,  plaques,  berries, 
roll  edge,  and  hotel  be  paid  the  same  price  as  festoon  ware. 

The  committee  recommended  adoption  as  amended  by  adding  “and  safe  edge  ware.” 

On  motion  by  T.  M.  Woods  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 


Report  of  Committee  on  Sanitary  Price  List 
Resolution  No.  163 

By  Local  Union  No.  26  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Kokomo,  Ind. 

Resolved,  That  the  portion  of  our  agreement  which  compels  a general 
ware  presser  to  work  one  year  at  the  shop  in  which  he  starts  before  being 
recognized  as  a sanitary  presser  be  abolished. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

On  motion  by  G.  M.  Martin  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

Resolution  No.  164 

By  Local  Union  No.  9o  (Sanitary,  Mixed)  Clarksburg,  W.  Va. 

Whereas,  A firm  has,  under  the  present  system  of  holding  retainers  of 
sanitary  pressers,  all  advantage  and  use  of  said  money  without  interest;  and 

Whereas,  This  retainer  is  held  only  to  secure  the  firm  against  loss  when 
a presser  leaves  the  shop  to  seek  employment  in  another,  and  we  believe  it  to 
be  unjust  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  future  retainers  be  held  by  the  local  unions  of  the 
N.  B.  of  O.  P.,  this  convention  to  set  a uniform  rate  or  amount  to  be  held. 
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The  committee  recommended  that  the  resolution  be  returned  to  the  local. 

Motion  by  Holzhammer  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 
Motion  carried. 


Resolution  No.  169. 

By  Local  Union  No.  45  (Sanitary  Pressers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Propositions  pertaining  to  working  rules  to  govern  sanitary  grog  clay 
pressers. 

Section  1.  That  all  day  work  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  per  day  and  eight  hours 
to  constitute  a day’s  work. 

Section  2.  That  all  special  work  be  made  at  day  wage. 

Section  3.  That  no  presser  be  held  responsible  for  defective  ware  from  the  kilns. 

Section  4.  That  no  presser  be  charged  for  defective  ware  in  the  clay  state,  unless  it  is 
proven,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Shop  Committee  that  such  defect  is  due  to  some  fault  of 
the  presser. 

Section  5.  That  ware  broken  in  the  shop  shall  not  be  charged  to  the  presser,  unless  it 
is  proven  that  such  loss  was  due  to  his  negligence. 

Section  6.  That  no  piece  of  ware  be  broken  except  in  the  presence  of  the  presser, 
shop  committee  and  representative  of  the  firm. 

Section  7.  That  the  helper  system  be  abolished  and  that  all  helpers  who  served  four 
years  or  over,  shall  be  considered  journeymen,  and  the  time  served  by  the  other  helpers  shall 
be  considered  as  time  served  on  their  apprenticeship. 

Section  8.  That  all  apprentices  shall  serve  five  years,  after  which  they  shall  receive 
journeymen’s  wages.  The  scale  of  wages  to  be:  First  year,  33J%  off  Second  year,  25% 
off;  Third  year,  20%  off;  Fourth  year,  15%  off;  Fifth  year  10%  off,  and  thereafter,  jour- 
neyman. This  to  apply  to  all  apprentices  hereafter  engaged. 

Section  9.  That  the  ratio  of  apprentices  shall  be  one  to  eight. 

Section  10.  That  the  rule  governing  the  starting  of  new  pressers  shall  be  the  same  as 
in  the  sanitary  trade. 

Section  11.  That  no  individual  settlement  of  prices  be  recognized.  That  all  settlement 
of  prices  be  made  by  the  maker  of  the  piece,  the  shop  committee  and  the  representative  of 
the  firm. 

Section  12.  We  request  that  the  clay  be  kept  in  good  condition,  and  the  men  be  given 
a sufficient  supply. 

Section  13.  That  the  pressers  be  provided  with  sufficient  benches  on  which  to  press 
and  finish  their  work. 

Section  14.  We  request  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  shop  be  improved  to  meet 
the  conveniences  of  the  men. 

Section  15.  That  all  clay  shops  be  swept  every  night  after  six  o’clock,  at  the  expense 
of  the  firm. 

Section  16.  That  the  giving  and  taking  of  two  weeks  notice  be  an  established  custom. 

Section  17.  We  request  that  the  firm  designate  who  is  empowered  to  act  on  behalf  of 
the  firm,  in  cases  of  disputes. 

Section  18.  That  the  men  be  given  an  equal  division  of  the  work. 

Section  19.  That  no  presser  be  allowed  to  do  kiln  placing,  or  drawing. 

Section  20.  That  the  present  piece  work  prices  prevail,  until  1914  convention. 

Section  21.  That  all  moulds  and  clay  be  delivered  to  the  pressers’  benches,  free  of 
charge. 

Section  22.  That  conditions  prevailing  at  present,  and  not  changed  by  these  demands, 
shall  remain  the  same. 

The  committee  recommended  adoption,  also  that  the  Executive  Board  use  their  best  en- 
deavors to  bring  about  a conference  with  the  grog  clay  manufacturers. 

On  motion  by  J.  Vern  Johnson  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 
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Resolution  No.  178 

By  Delegation  of  Local  Union  No.  45  (Sanitary  Pressers)  Trenton,  N.  J. 

Whereas,  On  the  first  of  April,  1913,  the  Sanitary  Grog  Pressers  be- 
came amalgamated  with  Local  Union  No.  45  Sanitary  Pressers,  thus  making 
the  grog  clay  trade  a part  of  the  sanitary  trade;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  1912  convention  the  grog  clay  pressers  were  granted 
the  right  to  have  a Standing  Committee  of  their  own  branch;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  present  condition  of  these  two  branches  wle  think 
it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  to  have  only  one  standing  com- 
mittee; therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  increase  the  number  on  the  Sanitary 
Standing  Committee  by  the  addition  of  one  member  of  the  grog  branch. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  Shenton  that  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  th«  committee. 

Motion  carried. 

Report  of  Committee  on  President  and  Vice-President’s  Report 

We,  your  committee  on  President  and  Vice-President’s  report,  submit  the  following  for 
your  consideration: 

We  have  carefully  gone  over  the  president’s  report  and  have  recom- 
mended such  features  of  said  report  that  would  improve  our  condi- 
tions and  also  have  offered  resolutions  where  the  president  has  recom- 
mended changes  and  they  have  been  endorsed  by  this  convention,  thereby 
eliminating  the  defects,  which  action  we,  your  committee,  heartily  con- 
cur in. 

We  further  desire  to  commend  the  president  for  his  judicious  and 
able  administration  of  the  affairs  of  our  organization. 

Your  committee  has  also  carefully  perused  the  report  of  the  first 
vice  president  and  we  feel  that  the  several  suggestions  or  recommenda- 
tions are  worthy  of  careful  attention  by  the  delegates  present,  that  they 
might  impi  ess  on  the  trade  in  general  the  necessity  of  complying  with 
our  laws.  While  your  committee  has  not  offered  any  resolutions,  the 
reason  is  that  we  feel  the  present  laws  are  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  best 
policies  of  our  organization  if  complied  with.  Therefore  we  urge  and 
endorse  a full  compliance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  vice  presi- 
dent, and  further  commend  him  for  his  administration,  and  we  hope  that 
the  ensuing  year  through  such  legislation  that  we  have  recommended 
shall  work  out  to  the  best  possible  interest  of  our  organization. 

We  also  especially  endorse  the  ultimate  success  of  the  vice  president 
and  those  who  assisted  him  in  organizing  the  Lambertville  pottery 
workers. 

The  oommittee  recommended  adoption. 

Motion  by  James  Horan  that  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  be  concurred  in. 

Motion  carried. 

Manager  of  the  Herald,  Will  T.  Blake,  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  organization  installing  its  own  printing  plant. 

I ann  glad  this  opportunity  has  been  afforded  me  of  saying  just  a few 
words  respecting  the  wisdom  and  the  practicability  of  installing  our  own 
printing  plant.  As  many  of  you  are  already  aware,  I have  favored  such  a 
project  for  some  time,  because  of  the  conviction  that  it  seemed  to  open  up 
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the  only  avenue  by  which  we  might  hope  ultimately  to  place  the  Potters' 
Herald  on  a self-sustaining  basis.  * 

Some  months  ago  I submitted  an  estimate  to  the  western  members  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  cost  of  installing  our  own  plant.  I placed  the 
figure  at  $8,000  for  a complete  printing  and  job  plant.  Later  I saw  fit  to  raise 
that  sum  to  $10,000  to  procure  a press  of  higher  speed  and  efficiency  than 
the  one  contemplated  in  the  original  estimate.  The  original  estimate  called 
for  a hand-fed  press  that  would  consume  the  greater  part  of  a day  in  rum 
ning  off  the  Herald’s  edition.  The  second  press  is  a self-feeder  and  would 
do  the  work  in  two  hours,  and,  though  the  more  expensive  of  the  two,  would 
in  the  long  run  be  the  cheaper,  because  of  the  economy  of  time  and  operat- 
ing expenses. 

The  $10,000,  in  addition  to  providing  up-to-date  machinery  for  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Herald,  would  also  give  us  ample  job  type  and  presses  to  handle 
all  of  the  tfrotherhood’s  Job  work,  which  aggregates  several  hundred  dollars 
anually,  besides  a good  share  of  that  of  all  of  the  affiliated  locals  and  Trades 
and  Labor  Council  and  the  merchants  of  the  city.  With  these  splendid 
sources  of  patronage  at  our  back  there  ought  to  be  little  room  for  fear  that 
the  venture  would  not  prove  a financial  success. 

The  outside  operating  expenses,  including  the  payment  of  salaries,  job 
and  print  paper,  supplies,  mail  help,  postage,  light,  heat,  etc.,  would  not  exceed 
$6,500.  Last  year  two  items — the  printing  of  the  Herald  and  office  job  work 
— cost  the  organization  over  $4,000.  With  this  revenue  coming  to  us  directly, 
and  with  the  revenue  that  would  be  available  from  the  other  sources  men- 
tioned, it  seems  to  me  the  task  of  making  the  Herald  self-sustaining  should 
not  be  a discouraging  one. 

You  will  observe,  we  simply  aim  to  make  the  paper  self-sustaining,  not 
to  pile  up  a big  profit  each  year. 

The  newspaper  firms  and  friends  with  whom  I have  consulted  have  in* 
variably  discouraged  the  printing  plant  idea,  their  opinion  apparently  being 
based  on  the  feeling  that  we  would  not  do  as  well  as  w*e  are  doing-  now, 
opinions  honestly  ventured  no  doubt,  but  from  which  I most  respectfully 
disagree.  I feel  that  we  should  go  ahead  without  fear  or  hesitancy  and  put 
the  plant  in. 

Manager  Blake’s  recommendations  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

After  announcements  had  been  made  by  the  chairmen  of  the  different  committees,  on 
motion  by  Dribor  the  convention  adjourned  to  give  the  committees  an  opportunity  to  work.

Resolved,  That  there  be  a 15  per  cent  increase  demanded  in  the  jig- 
gering  and  dishmaking  departments. 

The  committee  recommended  rejection. 

Motion  by  T.  M.  Woods  that  we  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  committee.

Resolution  No.  70 

By  Local  Union  No.  37  (General  Ware  Pressers)  Trenton,  N.  J.
